Lemon Biscotti Cookies With Pecans.

Years ago when my mother made Bis- 
cotti cookies, the flavor was always anise. 
Today you can buy just about any flavor and 
when you make the dough for this cookie 
you can be as creative as you want to. To- 
day’s recipe for lemon and pecan Biscotti 
can be made either soft or baked again for a 
crunchy cookie. 

RECIPE 
Preheat oven to 375 degrees and prepare 


1 cookie sheet (either lightly grease or use - 


parchment paper.) 


¥% cup vegetable oil 
3 eggs 
1 cup sugar 


1 tablespoon of lemon extract 

3 and % cup of flour 

1 tablespoon of baking powder 
% cup chopped pecans (optional) 


Beat eggs and sugar together and then 
add all other ingredients and mix well. The 
dough will be heavy. 

Divide the dough in half, roll to 4% thick 
and as long as the cookie sheet. Place dough 
on a prepared cookie sheet. 

Bake 25 to 30 minutes until golden 
brown. Let cool on rack and then cut into 
slices. 

These Biscotti will be soft. If you would 
like a crunchy Biscotti return slices to oven 
_ and bake for 10 more minutes. 


Magic Mushroom Powder

Shiitake mushrooms have been used 
medicinally by the Chinese for more than 
6,000 years.

Recent studies have 
determined that the bioavailability of iron

ter than we thought as well. 

(Certified organic shiitake mushrooms 
that have also been forest farmed—can 
make a great food choice in terms of sustain- 
able... agriculture. Just look for the USDA’s 
organic logo on your shiitake mushrooms to 
determine if they are certified organic.) _ 

No health benefit is better documented 
for shiitake mushrooms than immune sup- 
port. Numerous studies have shown the 
ability of whole shiitake mushrooms to help 
prevent excessive immune system activ- 
ity: On the other hand, an equal number of 
studies have shown the ability of shiitake 
mushrooms to help stimulate immune sys- 
tem responses under certain circumstances. 
In other words, shiitake mushrooms appear 
able to enhance immune function in both di- 
rections, giving it a boost when needed, and 
cutting back on its activity when needed. 
That’s the beauty of herbs! 

One especially interesting area of im- 
mune system support involves the impact 
of shiitake mushrooms on immune cells 
called macrophages. Macrophage cells are 
responsible for ‘identifying and clearing 
potentially cancerous cells from the body. 
In order to carry out this task, they need to 
be “activated” in a particular way. Shiitake 
mushrooms are able to help macrophage 
cells achieve this activated profile so that 


they can do a better job clearing potentially 
cancerous cells. Researchers refer to this 
result as an “anti-cancer immunity” that is 
enhanced by shiitake mushroom intake. It 
is believed that adding shiitake mushrooms 
to your diet is likely to offer you anti-cancer 
benefits, especially with respect to preven- 
tion of prostate cancer, breast cancer, and 
colon cancer. 

Here is a wonderful recipe for MAGIC 
MUSHROOM POWDER that can be used 
in place of straight salt in recipes, scrambled 
eggs, meat dishes, soups, chili, really, any- 
thing! This recipe is taken from the Paleo 
Nom Nom blog. 

3 ounces dried porcini mushrooms 

2 cups sea salt 

3 tablespoons red pepper flakes 

2 tablespoons dried thyme ~ 

. 1 tablespoon freshly ground black 
pepper 

Dump your dried mushrooms in the food 
processor and pulse a few times to chop 
them up uniformly. If the lid of your food 
processor isn’t on tight, a fine mist of mush- 
room dust will erupt from the crack, so 
check the seal before you continue blitzing. 

Next, turn the processor on for 2 minutes 
or as long as it takes for the mushrooms to 
break down into a fine powder. (If you use a 
super-charged blender like a Vitamix, you'll 
finish in less time.) 

In a large bowl, combine the powdered 
mushrooms, salt, red pepper flakes, dried 
thyme and freshly cracked black pepper. 

Stir well to combine. 


Once the red pepper flakes are evenly 


distributed, you’re all set! 
Store in little jars and give away as gifts 
or in a large jar for yourself!

Plantar fasciitis is one 

of the most frequent causes 

of heel pain. It involves in- 


- flammation of a thick band 


of tissue (ligament) that ex- 
tends across the bottom of 
your fogt and connects your 
heel bone to your toes (plan- 
tar fascia) supporting the 
arch of your foot. 

If you strain your plan- 
tar fascia, it becomes weak 
and inflamed resulting in 
discomfort in your heel and/ 
or bottom of your foot when 
you stand or walk. Plantar 
fasciitis commonly causes 
stabbing pain that usually 
presents with your initial 


Steps in the morning. 


As you get up and move 


more, the pain generally de- 


creases, but it might recur 
after long periods of stand- 
ing or after rising from sit- 
ting. The pain is usually 
more pronounced after exer- 
cise, not during it. You may 
have less stiffness and pain 
after you mobilize, however 
your foot may hurt more 


“as the day progresses. The 


discomfort is usually most 
agonizing when climbing 
stairs. If you have foot pain 
occurring at night, you may 
have a different problem, 
such as arthritis, or a nerve 
problem such as tarsal tun- 
nel syndrome. 

Plantar fasciitis is com- 


mon in middle-aged people 


and can happen in one foot 
or both feet. It can also tran- 
spire in younger people who 
are on their feet frequently, 


like athletes or soldiers..In © 


addition,, people who are 
overweight and those who 
wear shoes with inadequate. 
support have a heightened 


- risk of plantar fasciitis. 


Under normal circum- 
stances, your plantar fascia 
acts like a shock-absorber 
supporting the arch in your 
foot. If tension and stress on 
that area become too exces- 
sive, small tears can arise in 
the fascia that can lead to 
pain and swelling. This is 
more apt to occur if: 

¢ Your feet roll inward 
too much when you walk. 

¢ You have high arches or 
flat feet. 

e You walk, stand, or run 
for long periods of time, es- 
pecially on hard surfaces. 

¢ You are overweight. 


¢ You wear ill-fitting or. 


worn out-shoes. 

¢ You have tight Achilles 
tendons or calf muscles. 

Though plantar fascii- 
tis can surface without an 
obvious cause, factors that 
can increase your risk of 
developing plantar fasciitis 
include: 

* Age. Plantar fasciitis is 
most common between the 
ages of 40 and 60. 


° Certain types of exer-

cise. Activities that place a 
lot of stress on your heel and 
attached tissue such as long- 
distance running, ballistic 
jumping activities, ballet 
dancing and aerobic dance. «~ 

¢ Foot mechanics. Being 
flat-footed, having a high 
arch or even having an atyp- 
ical pattern of walking can- 
affect the way weight is dis- 
tributed when you’re stand- 
ing and put additional stress 
on the plantar fascia. 

¢ Obesity. Excess pounds 
put extra stress on your 
plantar fascia. 

¢ Occupations that require 
you to be on your feet such 
as, factory workers, teachers 
and others who spend most 
of their work hours walking 
or standing on hard surfaces 
that can injure their plantar - 
fascia. 

When diagnosing plan- 
tar fasciitis your doctor will 
check your feet and watch 


_ you stand and walk. They 


will do a complete history 
and physical and might sug- 
gest an X-ray or magnetic 
resonance imaging (MRI) to 
rule out other causes. 

The majority of people 
who have plantar fasciitis 
recover with conservative 
treatments, including rest- 
ing, icing the painful area 
and stretching. But there are 
numerous remedies you can 
try to help your foot to get

recover: 

¢ Give your feet a rest. 
Cut back on activities that 
make your foot hurt. Try not 


to walk or run on hard sur- - 


faces. 

e To reduce pain and 
swelling, try putting ice on 
your heel. Or take an over- 
the-counter pain reliever 
like Ibuprofen or Naproxen. 

¢ Choose shoes with 
good arch support and a 
cushioned sole.

¢ Orthotics. Your doc- 
tor might prescribe off-the- 
shelf or custom-fitted arch 
supports (orthotics) to help 
disseminate pressure to your 
feet more uniformly.

' Injections. Injecting a 
type of steroid medication 
into the tender area can pro- 
vide temporary pain relief.

This 
minimally invasive proce- 
dure removes the scar tissue 
of plantar fasciitis without 
surgery. 

e Surgery. A small num- 
ber of people need surgery 
to detach the plantar fascia 
from the heel bone. In gen- 
eral this option is utilized 
only when the pain is severe 
and all else fails. 

To reduce the pain of 
plantar fasciitis, try these 
self-care tips: 

¢ Maintain a_ healthy 
weight. Lose weight if 
you’re overweight or obese 
to minimize stress on your 
plantar fascia. 

¢ Choose _ supportive 
shoes. Avoid high heels. Buy 
shoes with a low to moderate 


heel, good arch support and 


shock absorbency. Don’t go 
barefoot, especially on hard 
surfaces. 

¢ Don’t wear worn-out 
athletic shoes. Replace 
your old athletic shoes be- 
fore they fail to support and 
cushion your feet. If you’re

¢ Change your sport. Try 
a low-impact sport, such as 
swimming or bicycling, in- 
stead of walking or jogging. 

¢ Apply ice for 15 to 20 
minutes three or four times 
a day or after activity. 

¢ Stretch your arches. 
Simple home exercises can 
stretch your plantar fascia, 
Achilles tendon and calf 
muscles. 

Plantar fasciitis most

The ear- 
lier you start treatment, the 
sooner your feet will stop 
hurting. With the proper 
management, you will usu- 
ally have less pain within 
a few weeks.

Ask Rusty: Government 
Pension Offset (GPO) |

Dear Rusty: Several years ago the husband of a. 
friend of mine died before he collected’ any of his Social 
Security. She applied for widow benefits from his Social 
Security, but she was told that because she had never paid 
into Social Security and because she had a pension from 
her employer, she was not eligible to draw survivor’s 


benefits on his Social Security. What has this got to do — 


with her not getting his Social Security? Please help us 
understand this. Signed: Helpful Friend 

Dear Helpful: It sounds as though your friend’s 
survivor benefits are affected by something called the 
Government Pension Offset (GPO). The GPO affects 
people who have a pension from employment which did 
not contribute to Social Security, such as a State or local 
government agency, a school system, college or univer- 
sity, or even older Federal employees who were covered 


under the Civil Service Retirement System (CSRS). Un- | 


der the GPO, Social Security reduces spousal and survi- 
vor’s benefits by $2 for every $3 received from a govern- 
ment pension. This-can partially, and often totally, offset 
the Social Security benefit a person might otherwise be 
entitled to. For example, if your friend was entitled to 
a Social Security survivor benefit of $1,500 per month, 
and she is receiving a civil service pension of $3,000 per 
month, she would get no Social Security benefit because 
2/3rds of her civil service pension ($2,000) is more than 
her Social Security survivor’s benefit. This appears to 
be what has happened in your friend’s case. 

Public service employers who don’t participate in the 
Social Security program usually offer employees an en- 
hanced alternative pension program designed to replace 
Social Security benefits. GPO was first enacted in 1977 
in order to prevent those employees from “double dip- 
ping” by receiving both a pension from work where they 
did not pay into the Social Security system and Social 
Security (which they did not contribute to). The Govern- 
ment Pension Offset, as well as another Social Security 
rule called the Windfall Elimination Provision (WEP), as 
you can imagine, are not very popular with those affected 
by them. GPO affectsa non-covered worker’s spousal 
and survivor benefit, while WEP affects a non-covered 
worker’s Social Security retirement benefits and their 
spouse’s spousal benefit, but not their spouse’s survivor 
benefit. Despite their unpopularity these are, rieverthe- 
less, existing laws which affect Social Security benefits 
for those receiving a pension from work in which they 
did not contribute to Social Security. 


The trend appears to be that more and more public ser- 


vice employers are now participating in the Social Secu- 
rity program. Even the Federal Government, which prior 
to 1984 didn’t participate in the Social Security program, 
switched to a retirement system called the Federal Em- 
ployee Retirement System (FERS) which now requires 
employees to pay into Social Security and, thus, be eli- 
gible for Social Security benefits. Federal employees 
covered under FERS, and public service employees with 
a pension from an employer who participates in Social 
Security, are not affected by the Government Pension 
Offset. ‘ 

For information, the.Social Security Fairness Act of 
2017 (H.R. 1205 and S.915) proposes to eliminate both 
the GPO and the WEP, and has been referred to appro- 


' priate committees in both the House and the Senate, but 


there is currently no estimated probability of pa sage.

Capital Bon 


Votes Delayed

City Council approval of” 


three capital improvement 
bonds totaling $8.55 million 
could come as soon as next 
Monday after the mayor’s 
_ Office did pot push for a vote 
at the body’s most recent 
meeting because too many 
councillors were absent. 

The three items — $3.55 
million for a new Quincy 
Animal Shelter, $2.7 mil- 
lion to acquire the former 
St. Mary School and $2.3 
million for a citywide traf- 
fic and parking study — had 
been approved by the fi- 
nance committee on Sept. 
20. The full council must 
still approve the items. 

The council could have 
passed the bonds’ when 
it met Oct. 2, but Mayor 
Thomas Koch’s office did 
not push for a vote because 
only six councillors were 
in attendance at the end of 
the 45-minute meeting, ac- 


cording to Chris Walker, — 


Koch’s spokesman. A bond 
requires a two-thirds vote of 
the council to pass, he said, 
meaning one vote in opposi- 
tion Oct. 2 would have sunk 
the proposals. 
Councillors Ian Cain and 
. Joseph Finn were not in at- 
tendance Oct. 2, and Nina 
Liang left partway through. 
The council’s next full 
meeting is set for Oct. 16. 
The items in the capital 
plan sailed through the fi- 
nance committee in a series 
of unanimous votes Sept. 
20. Every councillor except 
‘Cain was present that night. 
Koch had proposed the 


items this spring and re-in- | 


troduced them to the council 
in September. A fourth bond 


measure - $11.5 million for 


municipal building repairs 
citywide — had been ap- 
proved by the council in an 
8-0 vote Sept. 18; Cain was 
absent at that meeting. 

The mayor had sought 


$7.1 million for the animal 


shelter. Councillors, howev- 
er, halved that number after 
Finn and Ward 4 Councillor 
Brian Palmucci voiced con- 
cerns over a lack of sche- 
matic designs for the facility 
during the Sept. 20 meeting. 


Finn, Palmucci and others 


who voted in favor of the 
cut said they still supported 
the overall proposal to build 
the new animal shelter on a 
city-owned parcel of land on 
Quarry Street. 

The 21,000 square foot 
facility would also house the 
city’s animal control officer, 
the Quincy Police Depart- 
ment’s K9 Unit, and a spay/ 
neuter clinic. 

The city has a purchase 
and sale agreement in place 
to acquire the former St. 
Mary School, located on 
Crescent Street in West 
Quincy, for $2.7 million 
from the Archdiocese of 
Boston. Koch hopes to build 


_ anew elementary school on 


site to ease the burden on 
other locations. 

City officials say the $2.3 
million traffic and parking 
study is meant to better posi- 
tion Quincy to receive state 
and federal grants for road- 
work and other related infra- 
structure improvements.

obtain a license. The license 
could be revoked if false or 
misleading information was 
furnished, or if pertinent in- 
formation was withheld. 

“Residents deserve to 
know when a sober home is 
looking to open near them, 
and those in recovery de- 
serve to know that a sober 


“house is being run well and 


is safe for them to live in,” 
Palmucci said. “Those are 


the two goals here — the two ~ 


panty goals of this legisla- 
tion.” 

Sen. John ean was 
among those who spoke 
at the meeting. Keenan, a 
Quincy Democrat, authored 
the state law establishing a 
voluntary certification pro- 
cess for sober homes. The 
Massachusetts Alliance for 
Sober Housing is respon- 
sible for the voluntary certi- 
fications. Keenan said there 
are 159 MASH-certified 
sober homes statewide, in- 
cluding seven in Quincy. 

State agencies, includ- 
ing the court and probation 
systems, can only refer indi- 
viduals to MASH-certified 
homes. Richard Winant, 
MASH’s president and the 
operator of a Wakefield so- 
ber home, said such refer- 
rals comprise 85 percent of 
a sober home’s business. 

Keenan and City Solicitor 


Jim Timmins both cautioned — 


the council about being too 
strict with the proposed or- 
dinance because of the fed- 
eral laws in place.

Timmins said the city 
could not require annual 
inspections of sober homes 
— an idea floated earlier in 
the meeting but not included 
in the ordinance — because 
it does not inspect other 
homes. He said, however, 


that the city could require - 


operators of sober homes 
to provide their contact in- 
formation to the city annu- 
ally, comparing it to the city 
census. 


Timmins said he believed - 


the ordinance would hold up 
in court if it was challenged, 
but he planned to continue 
to vet it before the coun- 
cil’s next meeting. The so- 
licitor emphasized that the 
licensing process should be 
handled by the city clerk’s 
office as a ministerial act.

“Rock Solid Security” 
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On Wednesday, Sept. 27, Detective Tom Pepdjonovic 
interviewed a Quincy resident who stated that a few days 
earlier he had been the victim of a larceny. 

The victim stated he was researching on the “Let Go” app 

“in order to.purchase a new iPhene brand Plus cell phone. He 
saw a black iPhone 7 Plus for sale for $675 from “Nice Guy 
Seller.” He said that he negotiated a purchase price of $600 
for the cell phone with the seller. He provided the detective 
with a print out of the cell phone ad which stated, “New 
iphone 7 Plus jett black 256 gb unlocked.” 

On Sept. 22nd, the victim arranged a meeting with the 
seller at the corner of Newport Avenue and Brook Street in 
Quincy. He was instructed to bring cash and meet “Jeremy” 
in order to complete the sale as agreed to. At approximately 
6:30 p.m., the victim paid the seller and received the phone. 
The victim brought the céll phone home and inserted a SIM 
card but it didn’t work and he couldn’t even make a phone 
call. 

After further examination, he believed the cell phone 
was a “knock off” because 

under the “general” setting he found that the word “re- 
strictions” was misspelled as “restrictioins.” He also de- 
tected that some words were written in Chinese and English. 

The victim attempted to contact the seller via the app un- 
der his I.D. but couldn’t because the seller had apparently 
blocked him. The detective examined the phone and noted 
the following indicators that the phone was bogus: 

¢ The “home” button makes a slight vibration when 
touched - 

¢ The “Siri” system is different than the real “Siri” on an 
iphone 

¢ Restrictions is misspelled under settings 

* Chinese writing along with English writing on phone 

¢ Weather settings show “Beijing” weather 

¢ The “apps” on the cell phone look different than the 
regular iphone 

Detective Pepdjondvic made note that the bag the phone 
came in was from CVS and that the suspect walked up to the 
victim from the area of Brook and Arlington Streets. 

The detective decided to set up a fake purchase of an- 
other iPhone from the same seller by using a different I.D. 
under the app that he purchased the fake cell phone from. 

On Sept. 28, the victim agreed to purchase a red un- 
locked iPhone 7 Plus 128gb for $670 from “Nice Guy Sell- 
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A Job Well Done

er.” They agreed to meet at 6:30 
p.m. at the same location. The 
victim was told to bring cash and 
meet a male named “Keith.” 

At approximately 6:30 p.m., 
the victim received a message 
stating that “Keith” was wait- 
ing at the location now. Detec- 
tive Lt. Steele and Detective 
Pepdjonovic set up surveillance 
on foot in the area of Newport 
Avenue and Brook Street to wit- 
ness the transaction. A short time 
later, they observed a male walking on Brook Street near 
Arlington Street heading towards them. This male met the 
description given by the victim and he was carrying a CVS 
bag again. 

The male suspect walked by clutching the CVS bag, so 
the detectives approached the suspect on Newport Avenue. 
Detective Pepdjonovic advised the suspect of his Miranda 
rights and he said he understood. When asked where he 
was going, the suspect responded that he was going to work 
at Wendy’s, pointing to the restaurant’s location. Detective 
Pepdjonovic told the suspect that he believed that he (the 
suspect) was about to conduct a transaction for a cell phone 
that he had set up through an app. When asked what was 
in the bag, the suspect pulled out an iPhone box with a red 
iPhone on the front, which matched the iPhone that the vic- 
tim ordered. 

The suspect admitted he had sold two other iphones re-

cently and he buys these cell phones on Ebay for $500. He | 


then sells them for around $600 - $650. At this time, Detec- 
tive Edward Bagley arrived on scene. The suspect admitted 
to Lt. Steele that he lied and does not work at Wendy’s. He 
stated he formerly worked there but now worked at Dunkin 
Donuts. 

When asked why he lied to the police, the suspect said, 
“T was just fooling.” The victim was brought to the suspect’s 
location and after a clear viewing, the victim said, “That’s 
the same guy that sold me the cell phone.” 


The suspect, a 39-year-old Quincy resident, was charged 
with larceny by false pretenses over $250.

ROBO CALLS: Reporting illegal robocalls helps the 
FTC and other law enforcement agencies go after the scam- 
mers behind them, but what can you do to stop those calls 
now? One option is a robocall-blocking app for your mobile 
phone. These apps can give you the ability to: 

° prescreen your calls before the phone rings 


° block certain types of calls, including calls that — 


others have flagged as fraudulent or unwanted calls 
° block anonymous calls that show up as “Unknown” 
callers 
° use reverse lookup to detect fake caller ID infor- 
mation from call spoofing. : 
Which app works for you might depend on your phone’s 


operating system. Before you consider downloading any - 


app, think about the call protection that you need and do. 
your research. CTIA, a trade association representing manu- 
facturers and providers of wireless products and services, 
has a comprehensive list of call blocking apps. 

If your mobile number isn’t already on the National Do 
Not Call Registry, it’s a good idea to add it. If you continue 
to get sales calls, at least you'll know the callers don’t re- 
spect the law which would be an indicator that they are un- 
scrupulous. If you continue to get illegal robocalls or other 
unwanted calls, report them to the FTC, which helps them 
target scammers. It also helps telecommunications carriers 
and other industry partners who are working on call block- 
ing solutions. 

Many people have told me that the “Do.Not Call” pro- 
gram does not wark because they continue to get calls daily. 
Some of the numbers appear to be local which would in- 
crease the chance that you will pick up, but the scammers 
have software to falsely show a local area code. So the 
question that often comes up is, Why sign up for the “Do 
Not Call” list when these calls keep coming in? The pro- 
gram does stop calls from legitimate companies who abide 
by the law, so it will reduce some calls. 

Others have concerns that their complaints to the FTC go 
unheeded but in reality, the FTC uses the information but

When they needed to, the 
North Quincy High football 
team was able to make big 
stops in their last game. 

Strong defense was the 
difference-maker as the Red 
Raiders (3-2) held on to beat 
the Pembroke Titans, 17-14, 
at Veterans’ Memorial Sta- 
dium last Saturday evening. 
“They were big and 
but I think we 
matched up pretty well,” 
Red Raiders head coach 
Mark Nutley said. “Going 
in, I thought they were defi- 
nitely the bigger team and 
maybe the tougher team, but 
I was proud of how our guys 


played. They took it to them 


and were physical.” 

Pembroke struck _ first 
in the contest, throwing 
a touchdown pass to give 
themselves a 6-0 lead with 
4:09 remaining in the first 
quarter. Although Pembroke 
led at halftime, the Red 
Raiders did not go down 
quietly. 

For the early half of the 
second quarter, the Red 
Raiders found themselves 
driving the ball downfield 
and enjoying some suc- 
cess throwing the ball. Tim 
Layden (10-for-19 passing, 


124 yards) threw well or 


the Red Raiders, but he used 
his feet to score his team’s 
first touchdown of the game. 
With 6:35 remaining in the 
first half, Layden capped off 
his tearn’s drive with a quar- 
terback sneak from a yard 
out. Kieran O’Driscoll’s 
extra point kick was good, 
giving the Red Raiders a 7-6 
lead. 

On Pembroke’s 
drive, however, the Red 
Raiders gave the lead back. 
Pembroke had a 48-yard 
touchdown pass with 4:22 
remaining in the first half 
and a successful two-point 
conversion to take a 14-7 
lead. 

The Red Raiders were 
able to close the gap slight- 
ly just before the first half 
ended. As the clock expired, 
O’Driscoll nailed a 36-yard 
field goal, cutting Pem- 
broke’s lead to 14-10. It was 
O’Driscoll’s second field 
goal kick of the season; his 
other kick was good from 41 
yards away. 

“That’s not bad for a high 


school kid,” Nutley said of 


his kicker. “That kick today 
was into a pretty good wind. 
It’s nice. having a weapon 
like that.” 

In the second half, the

Red Raiders. played éxcep- 
tionally tough defense, shut- 
ting out Pembroke’s.offense. 
Neither team scored in the 
thyrd quarter, but it would 
not take the Red Raiders 
much time in the fourth 
quarter to take the lead. 

About a minute into the 
final quarter, the Red Raid- 
ers forced their foe to punt. 
Jake Roos was able to block 
the punt and the ball rolled 
about 30 yards back after 
Roos made contact with it, 
giving the Red Raiders pos- 
session at the five yard line.

Quincy Football Falls To Hingham

The Quincy High football 
team had a few hiccups early 
against one of the top teams 
in the Patriot League, but 
they continued their growth 
as the game went on. 

Some early mistakes 
hurt the Presidents early as 
they took a 38-21 loss to the 
Hingham Harbormen at Vet- 
erans’ Memorial Stadium 
last Friday night. 

. “The plays were there 
all night,” Presidents head 
coach Bill Reardon said. 


““We’d get the first down and 


then we’d fumble it. It was 
really just a turnover thing. 
When we stopped turning 
the ball over, I thought we 
did pretty well.” 

In the first half of the 
contest, the Presidents were 
not able to muster anything 
offensively. since turnovers 
were a problem. A total of 
five fumbles in the first two

BE IT ORDAINED by the Quincy City Council that the Quincy Municipal Code is hereby 
amended in Chapter. 17, The Zoning Code, as follows: 


By adding a new section to Section 8.0 SPECIAL DISTRICTS to be known and desig- 
nated as “8.5 WOLLASTON CENTER DISTRICT”; 


And, further, by adding the following sections thereto: 


8.5.1 Purpose. 
The purpose of this Section is: 


1; to channel new development toward underutilized sites within the Wollaston von 
District; 

2. to encourage mixed-use development; to encourege new development in areas 
accessible to public transit; 

3. to provide a predictable, clear and understandable process for the review of new 
development within Wollaston Center District; 

4. to promote and create jobs, housing inventory and affordable housing in confor- 


: mance with Section 7.1 of this Ordinance; 


5. to enhance the architectural character of the Wollaston Center District; 

6. to encourage ground floor uses within the Wollaston Center District that serve the 
public; and 

7. to improve traffic access and circulation; and to create active pedestrian and street 
life in the Wollaston Center District. 

8.5.2 Permitted Uses. 


Within the Wollaston Center District, no buildings or premises shall be used for other than 
one of the following uses, and, except for Urban Renewal Uses, shall require the issuance 
of a special permit from the Planning Board. 


+ Retail Business and Consumer Services, provided that ‘no more than 25% of the 
gross floor area is Retail Business and Consumer Services and provided further that the 
remaining building gross floor area is either Multifamily dwelling or General office for com- 
mercial or professional use-or both; 

2. All other uses permitted by right or by Special Permit in Appendix A shall be allowed 
in the Wollaston Center District except as ikea below in the List of Prohibited Uses in 
Wollaston Center District.

4. Institutional One Space per 2,000 square feet of gross floor area. 
5. Office One space per 600 square feet of gross floor area; provided, 


however, that for new construction with a net increase in gross floor area of 10,000 square 
feet, parking shall be provided at a ratio of one space for every 400 square feet of office or 
retail use and at a ratio of one space for every 300 square feet of restaurant use. 

6. Urban Renewal Use other than residential Condominium/cooperative unit: 
The number of spaces shall be as determined by the Planning Board in accordance with the 
Certificate of Consistency. 

7. Urban Renewal Use comprised of one or more Residential condominium/cooperative 
units: One space per dwelling unit 


8.5.5 Special Permit Required; Uses. 


All uses allowed pursuant to Section 8.3A.2 shall require the issuance of a Special Per- 
mit. 


8.5.6 Site Plan Review. 


Except for Urban Renewal Uses and as provided below, all uses and all structures within 
the Wollaston Center District shall require a special permit. When the proposed change, ad- 
dition, alteration or renovation is less than 20% of the gross square foot area of an existing 
structure or less than 5,000 square feet of floor area or lot area, whichever is less, only site 
plan review shall be required.

The Planning Board shall not approve a special permit or site plan unless it finds that all 
of the following additional criteria are met: 


1. The Planning Board has adouies the Quincy Center District Design Guidelines, 
dated November 2005 and the Quincy Center District Urban Revitalization and Redevelop- - 
ment Plan, dated May 7, 2007, both as may be amended, which guidelines shall be used in 
implementing this subsection, until such time — if ever- the board devises specifically tailored 
guidelines for this district. Those guidelines shall be provided to every permit applicant seek- 
ing a permit or site plan approval within the Wollaston Center District, who shall be required 
to show compliance with these guidelines as part of any application. The Planning Board 
shall include as a part of any permit decision a statement addressing compliance issues with 
these guidelines. 


2. For mixed-use projects in the Wollaston Center District, the applicant must estab- 
lish that the proposed uses are to be located with structure(s) in a manner that promotes 
ease of use and access, and consistency with the surrounding uses/architecture; e.g., retail 
uses should front onto a street, new housing shall be consistent with any adjacent existing 
residential use in terms of density, style of architecture, etc 


3. Any development within the Wollaston Center District should be pedestrian friendly, 
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tours Sunday, Oct. 15 from 1 to 4 p.m.

~ development involves limited vehicular access; and, should be consonant with the develop- 

ment goals for the district. Indicators of compliance with this criterion include 


a. Ground floors, particularly where they have public streets, public parks, and pub- 


licly accessible pathways, consist of spaces that are actively inhabited by people, such as 
retail stores, consumer service businesses and restaurants, general office, educational or 
residential uses. Where a mix of activities are accommodated in a building, the more active 
uses are encouraged facing public streets, parks and pathways. 


b. | Covered parking on the lower floors of a building and on-grade open parking, shall 
be discouraged where the parking faces a public street, public park, or publicly accessible 
pathways. 


C. Ground floors should be generally 25-50% transparent. The greatest amounts of 
glass would be expected for retail uses with lesser amounts for office, institutional or residen- 
tial use. 


d. — Entries to buildings shall be located so as to ensure safe pedestrian movement 
across streets, encourage walking as a preferred mode of travel within the city and to en- 
courage the use of public transit for employment and other trips. Relating building entries as 
directly as possible to crosswalks and to pathways that lead to bus stops and transit stations 
is encouraged; builds shall be located and cerpeved to encourage pedestrian pathways 
over the lot and through the District. 


4. Where appropriate, housing shall be a component of any large, commercial devel- 
opment 


5. The common areas both internal and external shall, where appropriate, be acces- 
sible to the pedestrian public. Restrictions on this access can be established by the applicant 
or its successor in interest. 


6. — The location, dimensional and aesthetic features of the proposed development 
shall not be detrimental to the architectural character of the downtown and, if in the Wol- 
laston Center District, with the character of Wollaston Center; to the improvement of traffic 
access and circulation; and to the creation of active pedestrian and street life within the 
District. 


7. There will be no nuisance or serious hazard to vehicles or pedestrians. 


8. Adequate and appropriate facilities (including, but not limed to parking and loading) 


will be provided for the proper operation of the proposed use. Said facilities shall be located . 


and designed so as to be compatible with neighboring developments. 


9. Historical buildings and places within the Quincy Historical District are to be re- 


spected and protected. Special consideration shall be given to the preservation of historical 


buildings and places within the Wollaston Center District, where applicable.

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council of the City of Quincy as follows: 

The City of Quincy, under the provisions of Article LXXXIX, Section 8 of the Amendments 
of the Constitution of the Commonwealth, hereby petitions the General Court to enact the 
following legislation in substantially the same forrh. 


An Act Establishing a Special Account for 
the City of Quincy 
Traffic and Parking Rehabilitation and Improvement Fund 


SECTION 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any general or special regulation, rule or 
law to the contrary, the City of Quincy is hereby authorized to establish a special account to 
be known as the “City of Quincy Traffic and Parking Rehabilitation and Improvement Fund’. 
The purpose of such fund is to provide revenue for the funding of traffic studies, road safety 
audits, signalized intersection inventory, equipment repairs, analysis and improvements to 
traffic.and parking infrastructure in the City of Quincy and provide revenues to do all things 
necessary to correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow, pedestrian safety and bicycle 
safety throughout the City. Such special account shall be maintained by the City Treasurer 
of said City in a banking institution doing business in the Commonwealth, and expenditures 
from such special account shall be made subject to appropriation initiated by the Mayor upon 
the recommendation of the Commissioner of Traffic, Parking, and Lighting of said City and 
approved by a majority vote of the City Council. 

Contributions to such account shall be made by applicants for building permits for the 
construction, erection, improvement, reuse or rehabilitation of land or the buildings thereon 
for industrial, commercial, multi-family and residential uses. Excluded however, shall be one, 
two and three family residence(s) if the owner will occupy said residence for at least one year 
from the date of completion. The method and amount of such contribution from said private 
sources shall be as determined by ordinance, but shall not exceed one percent of estimates 
construction costs. Said ordinance shall provide for the method of determining the amount 
of each contribution from such applicants based upon their anticipated number of occupants 
by each and for the particular kind of development contemplated. 

Appropriation from time to time may be made by said City into said special account for 
the purpose of providing additional funds for aforesaid improvements to do all things neces- 
sary to correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow and pedestrian safety throughout the 
City, 

Said City Treasurer shall be authorized to invest monies in said special account and 
the interest accruing shall inure to the benefit of the special account. Such account shall be 
maintained in accordance with generally accepted principals and shall be audited annually 
with the cost of such audit charged to said account. 

SECTION 2. The Director of Traffic, Parking Alarm and Lighting for the said City may 
“make applications for availablé state and federal government grants for improvements to do 
all things necessary to correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow and pedestrian safety 
throughout the City and to pledge any and all such sums of money in said-special account 
with the City for any such matching grants for the construction, improvement, repair and 
rehabilitation of said traffic equipment and infrastructure. 

SECTION 3. The City Auditor shall file jointly with the City Council, the Mayor, the Trea- 
surer of said City, and with the Bureau of Accounts, a written report relative to such special 
account established in Section 1. Said report shall be made within one hundred twenty (120) 
days after the books of accounts are closed for each fiscal year. Such report shall include a 
financial statement relating to the operation, maintenance and expenditures made under the 
said special account. The City Council may review and comment on said report and may file 
such review and comments with the State Auditor. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect upon passage.

This may be one of those 
times that time may be the 
best diagnostic tool. Since 
the dealership hasn’t heard 


‘it, it will be just about im- 


possible to find and repair 
it. Some possibilities are 
the fuel pump and perhaps 
the air conditioner pressures 
equalizing, although at this 
point I would just try to doc- 
ument the noise as much as 
possible. This should include 
temperature, driving time, is 
the climate control on and 
level on fuel in the tank. If 
you can safely record the 
sound that could be helpful 
as well. The more informa- 
tion that you can provide the 
better the chance of the ve- 
hicle getting repaired. 

I have ordered new li- 
cense plates from Massa- 
chusetts Registry of Motor 
Vehicles and I was won- 
dering if I can use clear 
plastic plate covers over 
the plate to help preserve 
their appearance. _ The 
covers and frames do not 
obstruct Massachusetts or 
the Spirit of America let- 
tering. 

I certainly see many 
license plates with clear 
covers hut according to in- 
formation from both the De- 
partment of Transportation 
and the RMV there should 
be no glass or plastic cover 
over a license plate. Even a 
clear cover could cut down 
on the plate reflectivity and 
could unintentionally distort 
the plate. 

I drive a 12-year-old 
Nissan Xterra with lots of 
miles on it. The truck has 
always run great until just 
recently. Sometimes dur- 
ing this past summer’s hot 
weather suddenly it would 
lose power when I pressed 
the accelerator. I thought 
for a while it was a fuel 
pump problem and had it 
replaced and thought the 
problem was fixed until 
the hot weather again re- 
cently. In addition to the 
fuel pump I have replaced 
the spark plugs and had 
the computer checked for 
trouble codes. 

I have seen this before 
with the Nissan Xterra and 
the problem is usually due 
to an intermittent fault with 
the computer relay (ECM 
relay). In fact this issue was 
so common that some mod- 
els had a recall. Although 
I hate to guess but, if this 
relay has not been replaced 
this is the first place I would 
start. The first place to start 
is to see if your vehicle was 
recalled. Go to a Nissan 
dealer or NHTSA’s recall 
website https://vinrcl.safer- 
car.gov/vin/ 

I left my windows open 
during a very heavy rain 
storm and I sponged out 
as much water as possible. 


The car seems okay. but 


wondering if I should have 
done more? 

In these situations it is 
best to use a “wet-vac” and 
remove as much water from 
the car as possible. Then if 
possible use a dehumidifier 
to dry out the car. If that isn’t 
possible running the air con- 
ditioner will also help dry 
out the car. In severe cases it 
may be necessary to remove 
the carpet, dry the interior 
and replace the carpet pad- 
ding. If the car is allowed to 
remain damp inside it will 
start to grow mold and mil- 
dew. 

I let a neighbor ‘use 
my car (new Buick) and I 
don’t think he was used to 
the push button start and 
left the car running for 
about half a day. The car 
has only 5,000 miles on it 
and hasn’t even had the oil 
changed yet. Do you think 
it could have done any 
damage? 

Today’s cars run so ef- 
ficiently that the chances of 
oil contamination and over- 
heating and consequential 
engine damage are very low. 
Although if this was my car, 
I would check all the vital 
fluids and get the oil changed 
now. Once the oil is changed 
I wouldn’t give the issue a 
second thought. 

I have a greasy film 
building up on the inside 
of my car’s windshield. I 
clean it and it comes back 
sometimes in a few days 
other times it can be a 
couple of weeks. What is 
going on? 


There are two possibili- © 


ties. The first is outgassing 
of all of the plastics, foam 
and vinyl that build up on 
the glass. If this is a new car 
it will eventually go away. 
If it is an older car I would 
suspect the car’s heater core 
is starting to leak. The heat- 
er core is the small radiator 
that is mounted inside the 
car that provides heat for 
the cabin. The film is engine 
coolant building up on the 
windshield when you have 
the defroster on. Depending

on the car this can be a fairly 
expensive repair. 

My car is going to need 
brakes and my shop is giv- 
ing me a choice of replac- 


ing the brake rotors or not. 


The mechanic said the ro- 
tors are in okay shape but 
his suggestion is to replace 
them. What should I do? 
If the car is in overall 
good shape and you plan on 
keeping it for a long while I 
would replace the brake ro- 
tors. Over time brake rotors 
can get hot spots, be prone 
to warping and add to brake 
squeal. With new brake pads 
and rotors the car should 
continue to stop smoothly 
for many miles. At the same 
time the technician should 
take a close look at the brake 
calipers and flexible brake 
lines and replace anything 
that looks questionable. 
When stepping on the 
brakes the car jumps for- 
ward at the same time it 
will also race. One time the 
engine noise and racing 
was so bad with the brake 
on I had trouble keeping 
the car from shooting out 
into the intersection. The 
other issue is the car also 
with no warning or lights 
at all just turns off while 
driving. I can re-start it 
and then it runs okay. I’ve 
had work done by three 


mechanics also at the Kia- 


dealer. So far I have in- 
stalled a new main relay 
which then caused speed- 
ometer to go crazy, new: 
transmission oil and filter, 
spark plugs, wires, air flow 
sensor, alternator and bat- 
tery. The car still continues 
to do the same thing, turn- 
ing off without warning, 
jumping forward and rac- 
ing while brakes are de- 
pressed. The car is a 2009 
Spectra and I use it for my 
driving school business. 
There is no direct con- 
nection between the brake 
pedal and the accelerator 
pedal, although perhaps 
there is with your car. Many 
driving school use a “cable- 


brake system” when adding 


an ‘instructor brake to the . 


passenger side of the car. It 
is possible that the brack- 
etry that is used to install 
the brake hardware is inter- 
fering with the accelerator 
linkage. Regarding the car 
just shutting off, there could 


be any number of issues, 


but one of the first places I 
would look is at the ignition 
switch. As the switch starts 
to wear it is possible the car 
is just shutting off. With the 
engine running, wiggle the 
key slightly and see if there 
is any change in the engine 
running or if any warning 
lights come on. If something 
happens, the switch is the 
problem. 

I have a 2003 Ford Tau- 
rus with 67,000 miles on 
it; it runs great although it 
did have a new transmis- 
sion put in in the last year. 
In last two weeks it makes 
a crunchy or crackly noise 
when I apply the brakes, 
not always but sometimes. 
I took it to a repair shop 
and got new brake shoe, 
pads and calipers. I still 
have the noise and re- 
turned to the shop where 
they rechecked everything, 
but the noise is still there. 
Anything else I should 
have checked? The brakes 
do work but I worry. 

If they did thoroughly in- 
spect the brakes and every- 
thing looks okay it is time 
to look for other problems. 
The creaking noise may be 
related to the installation of 
the transmission. When the 
transmission is removed 
and reinstalled there is quite 
a bit of disassembly of the 
sub-frame of the car. If some 
parts weren’t properly reas- 
sembled and tightened to 
the specification you may be 
hearing these parts shifting 


and creaking. Have the shop 


focus on the suspension and 
sub-frame looking for signs 
of movement. 

I have 2011 Lexus 
RX350 with 150,000 miles 
on it and it is due for a 
complete brake job with 
pads, rotors and maybe

even calipers. I am look- 
ing for good quality rotors 
and ceramic pads, long 
lasting and with decent 
cost. There are so many 
options on the market and 


it is very confusing. Do I - 


need to get drilled/slot- 


ted rotors? Should I buy 


the parts from the dealer, 


_a parts store or Amazon? 


Can you recommend some 
options? 

You certainly can’t go 
wrong with the factory parts; 
after all they performed well 
up to this point, although 
they will be typically more 
expensive than aftermarket 


‘parts. Online is certainly a 


possibility but with heavy 
brake parts, shipping costs 
could offset any savings. I 
ordered parts online recently 
and when I had the car dis- 
assembled one of the parts 
didn’t fit. The last time I 


- was working on my own 


car I purchased name brand 
parts from a quality auto- 
parts store and everything 
is working well. Regarding 


upgrading to drilled/slot- 


ted brake rotors; drilled or 
slotted rotors in my opinion 
are not necessary in day to 
day driving. If this were a 
sports car and driven com- 
petitively then I would look 
for a slotted rotor to dissi- 


pate more heat. The other. 


issue is some cross drilled/ 
slotted rotors are poor qual- 
ity and are more show than 
performance. In fact I have 
seen some poor quality slot- 
ted brake rotors crack after 
just months of use.

Increased Distractions Behind the Wheel 


New vehicle infotain- 
ment systems take drivers’ 
eyes and attention off the 
road and hands off the wheel 
for potentially dangerous 
periods of time, accord- 
ing to new research from 
the AAA Foundation for 
Traffic Safety. Drivers us- 
ing in-vehicle technologies 
like voice-based and touch 
screen features were visu- 
ally and mentally distracted 
for more than 40 seconds 
when completing tasks like 
programming navigation or 
sending a text message. Re- 
moving eyes from the road 
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for just two seconds doubles 
the risk for a crash, accord- 
ing to previous research. 
With one in three US. 
adults using infotainment 
systems while driving, AAA 
cautions that using these 


technologies while behind. 


the wheel can have danger- 
ous cdnsequences. 
_ AAA has conducted this 
new research to help auto- 
makers and system designers 
improve the functionality of 
new infotainment systems 
and the demand they place 
on drivers. 

“Some in-vehicle tech- 
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nology can create unsafe 
situations for drivers on the 
road by increasing the time 
they spend with their eyes 
and attention off the road 
and hands off the wheel,” 
said Dr. David Yang, ex- 
ecutive director of the AAA 
Foundation for Traffic 
Safety. “When an in-vehicle 
technology is not properly 
designed, simple tasks for 
drivers can become com- 
plicated and require more 
effort-from drivers to com- 
plete.” 

The AAA Foundation 
for Traffic Safety commis- 
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sioned researchers from the 
University of Utah to ex- 
amine the visual (eyes -off 
road) and cognitive (mental) 
demand as well as the time 
it took drivers to complete a 
task using the infotainment 
systems in 30 new 2017 ve- 
hicles. Study participants 
were required to use voice 
command, touch screen and 
other interactive technolo- 
gies to make a call, send a 
text message, tune the ra- 
dio or program navigation, 
all while driving down the 
road.

Programming navigation 
was the most distracting 
task, taking an average of 40 
seconds for drivers to com- 
plete. When driving at 25 
mph, a driver can travel the 
length of four football fields 
during the time it could take 
to enter a destination in nav- 
igation—all while distracted 
from the important task of 
driving. Programming navi- 
gation while driving was 
available in 12 of the 30 ve- 
hicle systems tested.

“AAA cautions drivers that 
just because a technology is 
available while driving does 


not mean it is safe or easy to 
use when behind the wheel. 
Drivers should only use 
these technologies for legiti- 
mate emergencies or urgent, 
driving related purposes.” 

A total of 120 drivers 
ages 21-36 participated ‘in 
the study of 30 new 2017 
model-year vehicles.

Jeff Pulver Méets With Local Entrepreneurs, 
Business Owners At Cafe Gelato

A local cafe was recently 
treated to a special appear- 
ance from one of the world’s 
most innovative entrepre- 
neurs. 

Jeff Pulver, who has 
founded multiple compa- 
nies which have changed the 
ways in which we use the 
internet, dropped into Cafe 
Gelato on Chestnut Street 
to meet with local entrepre- 
neurs and business owners 
to discuss a range of topics 
affecting today’s economy, 
including the rise of Bitcoin 
and initial coin offerings 
(ICO’s). 

He flew in fromd&is home 
in New Jersey especially for 
this event which was part of 
South Shore Innovation’s 
weekly Innovation Round- 
tables. 

The New York sui 
also talked about his own 
entrepreneurial journey and 
took questions from those 
in attendance who are look- 
ing to take their startups to 
the next level and explore 
“money on the net,” as Jeff 
calls it. 

“T find by bringing peo- 
ple together from different 


backgrounds, they’re not 
limited to what they can 
do,” Pulver said. 

He added with a laugh: 
“Ultimately, I am trying to 
connect people and ideas. 
Mostly because I can see 
the future. I may not be right 
about the timing but I can 
predict something happen- 
ing.” 

Pulver is one of the pio- 
neers of VOIP (Voice Over 
Internet Protocol). In 1995, 
he coined the term VON to 
mean Voice and Video on 
the Net. 

He said that this was an 
especially interesting time 
as it was before movies, 
voice and music ex#ted 
online. The technologies 
needed for this is the same 
we use for online streaming 
today, he said. 

From 1997 to 2008, he 
hosted and produced the 
VON conferences, which 
grew so large and influen- 
tial that he made $40 mil- 
lion when he sold them. In 
2016, he founded MoNage, 
an Internet Communications 


conference on the topics of 


Money and Messaging on 
the Net (bitcoin, krypto, 
ICOs, chatbots, etc.).

Corn Flake Cookies 


By MARIE 

Today’s recipe is for Corn Flake Cook- 
ies. I think Corn Flakes are about the most 
popular cereal ever. Most people enjoy them 
as cereal and also know how versatile they 
are in cooking and baking. 

There are so many things you can do 
with Corn Flake crumbs such as using them 
as a coating for chicken or fish. Today’s 
recipe for a Corn Flake Cookie has another 
favorite ingredient- at least one of mine - 
coconut. 


RECIPE 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees 

Lightly grease a cookie sheet or line with 
parchment paper : 
2 cups flour 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

¥ teaspoon salt 


¥% teaspoon of baking powder 

1 and % cups of butter 

1 cup white sugar 

1 cup of brown sugar, firmly packed. 
2 eggs well beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups shredded coconut, unsweetened 
2 cups of Corn Flakes 


Mix together flour, soda, salt and baking 
powder and set aside. Mix butter and both 
sugars gradually until light. 

Add eggs and vanilla and then combine 
all dry ingredients with the cream mixture. 
Add coconut and Corn Flakes. Mix togeth- 
er thoroughly. . 

Drop small teaspoons on the cookie sheet 
about 1 an 1/2 inches apart. (I like a large 
cookie so I use a tablespoon.) 

Bake in a 350 degree oven 8 to 10 min- 
utes until lightly browned. ea on a wire 
rack. 


Roasted Beet, Garlic Prebiotic Soup With 
Crispy Leek Croutons (recipe by Liz Moody) 


By SUSIE 
Here is a delicious soup recipe taken 
from Liz Moody who is a wonderful blog- 
ger. While they’re not as commonly spo- 
ken of as probiotics, prebiotics are equally 
vital for great gut health—they’re the food 
that the oad bacteria need to survive and 
thrive. 
This soup boasts a number of sources of 
prebiotics, with leeks and raw and roasted 
garlic (the raw garlic has stronger prebiotic 
power, and thetoasted — well, that’s just de- 
licious). Beets are incredibly detoxifying, 
and add an earthy, sweet kick to this allium- 
rich concoction. Perfect for the cooler fall 
days ahead and easy too. 
Serves 4 

4 medium beets, washed 
4 heads garlic, left whole + 2 cloves, 
chopped 
5 tablespoons avocado oil, divided | 
4 small leeks, white gnd light green parts 
sliced, divided 

3 cups vegetable broth 

2 teaspoons fresh squeezed lemon juice 
(from about one lemon) 

% teaspoon sea salt, plus more for tossing 
leeks 

fresh ground pepper, to serve 


1. Heat oven to 375°F. 

2. Drizzle beets with avocado oil and 
wrap tightly in parchment lined foil, bunch- 
ing up into tight balls. Cut the tops off gar- 


lic, leaving bulb intact, and drizzle with 


avocado oil. Wrap tightly in parchment 
lined foil, bunching into tight bails. Place 
wrapped beets and garlic on a sheet pan and 
stick in oven. 

3. Roast until packages give easily when 
squeezed, about 45 minutes. Remove from 
oven and let cool, then peel and quarter 
beets. Squeeze = from cloves and set 
aside. 

4. In a large pot, heat 2 tablespoons avo- 
cado oil over medium heat. Add half of to- 
tal quantity of leeks (white and green parts 
equally) and 4 teaspoon sea salt. Sauté until 
lightly brown, about 5 minutes. Add roasted 
garlic and quartered beets, then top with 
vegetable broth and bring just to boil. 

5. Turn off heat and add chopped gar- 
lic; cover and let sit for at least 10 minutes 
before adding to blender, adding in lemon 
juice, and pureeing until smooth. Salt to 
taste. 

6. While soup is sitting, heat a medium 
nonstick skillet over medium-low heat. Add 
2 tablespoons avocado oil and leeks and 
cook, stirring occasionally, until golden and 
crisp, about 10 minutes. Transfer to a pa- 
per towel with a slotted spoon and toss with 
salt. Let cool completely —they’ll continue 
to crisp as you do. 

7. To serve, pour soup into bowl. Gar- 


nish with a generous amount of crispy leeks. 


and fresh ground black pepper and serve 
immediately.

Lupus is an autoimmune 
disease characterized by 
acute and chronic inflamma- 
tion of different tissues of 
the body. is 

Those -with lupus _pro- 
duce abnormal antibodies 
in their blood that target tis- 
sues within their own body 
rather than foreign infec- 
tious agents. Because the 
antibodies and accompany- 
ing cells of inflammation 
can affect tissues anywhere 
in the body, lupus has the 
potential to affect numerous 
areas. 

Occasionally lupus 
can. cause. disease of the 


skin, heart, lungs, kidneys, - 


joints, and/or nervous sys- 
tem. When only the skin is 
involved, evidenced by a 
rash, the condition is called 
lupus dermatitis or cutane- 
ous lupus erythematosus. A 
form of lupus dermatitis that 
can be isolated to the skin, 
without internal disease, is 
referred to as discoid lupus. 

When internal organs are 
implicated, the condition is 
denoted as systemic lupus 
erythematosus (SLE). Both 
discoid lupus and systemic 
_ lupus are 8 times more com- 
mon in women than men. 
This ailment can affect all 
ages but most frequently 
begins, from. 20-45 years of 
age. Statistics validate that

lupus is slightly more fre- 
quent in African Americans 
and people of Japanese and 
Chinese descent. Symptoms 
of systemic lupus erythe- 
matosus can differ, because 
there are distinctive types 
of lupus, and not all affect- 
ed people ‘show the same 
symptoms. 

The defined reason for the 
abnormal autoimmunity that 
causes lupus is not known. 
Inherited genes, viruses, ul- 
traviolet light, and certain 
medications may all play 
a role. Lupus is not caused 
by an infectious microor- 
ganism and is not transmis- 
sible from person to person. 
Genetic factors heighten 
the tendency of developing 
autoimmune diseases; fur- 
thermore, it is possible to 
have multiple autoimmune 
diseases present in the same 
individual. 

Researchers believe that 
the immune system in lupus 
is more easily stimulated by 
external factors like viruses 
or ultraviolet light. It also is 
recognized that some wom- 
en with SLE can experience 
exacerbation of their symp- 
toms prior to their menstrual 
periods, suggesting that

female hormones play a vi- 


tal role in the expression of 


SLE. 
A variety of medications 


have been reported to trig- 


ger SLE. However, more 
than 90 percent of cases of 
drug-induced lupus tran- 
spire as a side effect of one 
of the following six drugs: 
hydralazine, quinidine, pro- 
cainamide, phenytoin, isoni- 
azid and d-penicillamine. 

People with SLE can 
develop different combina- 
tions of symptoms and or- 
gan involvement. Common 
lupus complaints and symp- 
toms and signs include: 

e fatigue or feeling tired 

¢ low-grade fever 

¢ loss of appetite, nausea 

¢ muscle aches 

¢ hair loss 

¢ arthritis, joint pain 

¢ ulcers of the mouth and 
nose 

° facial rash 

¢ unusual sensitivity to 
sunlight 

¢ chest pain caused by in- 
flammation of the lining that 
surrounds the lungs (pleuri- 
tis) and the heart (pericardi- 
tis) 

¢ poor circulation to the 


fingers and toes with cold 


exposure (Raynaud’s’ phe- 
nomenon) 

Complications of organ 
involvement can initiate fur- 
ther symptoms that depend 
on the organ affected and 
severity of the disease. Skin 
manifestations are common 
in lupus and can sometimes 
lead to scarring. In discoid 
lupus, only the skin is typi- 
cally involved. The skin rash 
in discoid lupus typically is 
found on the face and scalp. 
Over half of the people with 
SLE develop a characteristic 
red, flat facial rash over the 
bridge of their nose referred 
to as the “butterfly rash”, 
because of its shape. 

Subsequently, because 
individuals with SLE can 
have a wide variety of symp- 
toms and different combina- 
tions of organ involvement, 
no single test authenticates 
the diagnosis of systemic 


‘lupus. To assist doctors in 


improving the accuracy of 
the diagnosis of SLE, 11 
criteria. were established 
by the American Rheuma- 
tism Association. When a 
person has four or more of 
these criteria, the diagnosis 
of SLE is strongly implied. 
The following are 11 criteria

is to relieve symptoms and 
protect organs by diminish- 
ing inflammation and/or 
decreasing the level of auto- 
immune activity in the body. 
The specific treatment is de- 
termained on an individual 
basis. 

It is imperative to rec- 
ognize that most people 
with SLE lead full, active, 


and healthy lives. Periodic 


‘flares in disease activity can 


generally be managed by 
adjusting medications. The 
key to successful manage- 
ment of SLE is consistent 
contact and communication 
with healthcare providers, 
consenting to monitoring of 
symptoms, disease activi- 
ties, and treatment of side 


effects. On the whole, the 
outlook for people living 
with systemic lupus is im- 
proving each decade with 
the advancement of more 
accurate monitoring tests 
and further beneficial treat- 
ments.

- Ask Rusty: Railroad 
~ Retirement Benefits 
Vs. Social Security 


Dear Rusty: My neighbor was a long-time employee of 
the railroad and has told me that he doesn’t receive Social 
Security like I do, but rather gets Railroad Retirement Ben- 
efits which are, according to him, better than Social Secu- 
rity. This irks me a little bit because I’ve worked my whole 
life paying those FICA taxes, so why should my neighbor 
have a better retirement benefit than me? And just what ex- 
actly is this Railroad thing he’s covered by? Signed: An- 
noyed 

Dear Annoyed: Let there be peace among neigh- 
bors! While your neighbor’s railroad retirement benefit 
may be better than your Social Security benefit, he also paid 
more into it over his lifetime than you contributed to Social 
Security. 

First, a little history. 

Back in the 1920’s workers in the railroad industry were 
covered by various private pensions that were beset with 
problems, leaving those workers vulnerable to inadequate 
financial support during their old age. Following the Great 
Depression those pension problems reached crisis propor- 
tions and in 1934 Congress enacted the Railroad Retirement 
Act (RRA), which was meant to help aging and needy rail- 
road workers who would not be covered under the planned 
Social Security system. Various legal issues held the pro- 
gram up until 1937 when about 50,000 private railroad pen- 
sions were transferred into the Federal Railroad Retirement 
program. Initially meant as an old age retirement and dis- 
ability program for rail workers, it evolved over the years to 
become more of a social insurance program providing sur- 
vivor, spousal, dependent, sickness and unemployment ben- 
efits, similar in many ways to how Social Security evolved 
during the same time period. A financial interchange be- 
tween Social Security and Railroad benefits was set up in 
1951, eventually evolving to the Railroad Retirement Act-of 
1974. The program has continued to undergo refinements 
as needed, and is administered by an independent Federal | 
agency called the Railroad Retirement Board (RRB). While 
independent, the RRB is closely aligned with Social Secu- 
rity, but the benefits of each program differ. 

Railroad employees pay taxes into the system for two 
separate benefit categories known as Tier I and Tier II. Tier 
I contributions are similar to Social Security (6.20%), but 
Tier II contributions - essentially for a supplemental pension 
- are an additional 3.9%. In both cases, there is a maximum 
taxable wage cap. And similar to Social Security, another 
1.45% is levied for Medicare. As with Social Security, rail 
industry employers pay an equal amount of payroll tax for 
Tier I, but they also pay a substantially higher tax percent- 
age than employees for Tier II benefits. 

Without getting into the myriad of details, suffice to say 
that just like Social Security, RRA has eligibility criteria for 
beneficiaries. Although Tier I railroad benefits are intended 
to somewhat mimic Social Security, there are a lot of nu- 
ances in the railroad retirement program, which can make 
benefits higher. The differences are far too numerous to 
describe here but as an example, early retirement benefits 
aren’t reduced if the worker has at least 30 years of railroad 
service. Tier II benefits are designed to resemble a private 
defined benefit pension plan. 

So how different are the benefits? Well, for 2016 the av- 
erage Social Security retirement benefit was about $1,350 
per month, while the average retirement benefit for railroad 
employees was about $2,675 per month. While the differ- 
ence is substantial, remember that a defined benefit pension 
is part of rail employees’ retirément benefits. Further, ca- 
reer rail employees - those who have contributed through, 
payroll taxes for a long period of time - receive considerably 
more than the average. 

So if your neighbor was a long time railroad employee, 
don’t begrudge him his somewhat higher benefit. He earned 
it, just as you have earned Social Security plus any addi- 
tional pension benefit you might enjoy from working in the 
private sector. Now, invite your neighbor over for coffee 
and discuss something non-controversial, like politics.

Cont’d From Page 1 
resident, said she has been 
sober for 28 years. She 
speaks to students in Stone- 
ham schools five or six times 
annually, and has begun 
bringing Quincy residents 
who are in recovery from 
heroin and opioid addiction 
with her in recent years. Ca- 
hill suggested Quincy Pub- 
lic Schools should do the 
same. 

“Quincy has a big prob- 
lem but Quincy’s got a huge 
recovery, and I don’t know 
how many people know that. 
I know thousands of people 
who are sober,” Cahill said, 
in Quincy and-in neighbor- 
ing communities. 

“T think there are thou- 
sands of untapped resources 
right here in Quincy that can 
help in our schools.”. 

The councillors who at- 
tended the Oct. 10 meeting 
said it was important to hear 
from the community. 

“This is a very impor- 
tant matter here in the city 
of Quincy,” said Councillor 
Noel DiBona, who earlier 


- this year introduced a reso- 


lution calling for hearings 
on the opioid issue. “I think 
sweeping this under the rug 
is not the way to go.” 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall said individuals in re- 
covery could be a resource 
for the community. 

“TI know we read a lot of

headlines about overdoses 
and ‘people struggling with 
addiction on a daily basis 
and those things are real, 
but, much to the contrary, so 
is recovery,” Croall said. . 

“I really do_ believe 
strongly that making those 
individuals who have main- 
tained some sort of recovery 
on a consistent basis, mak- 
ing those folks more avail- 
able throughout the com- 
munity I do think can aid to 
continue to combat this.” 

Councillor Nina Liang 
said the issue hits close 
to home for many people 
in Quincy and throughout 
Massachusetts. 

“I think it’s important 
that we discuss this at the 


‘ council level because it’s a 


collective issue to address 
this from all of us in the 
community,” she said. - “I 
feel as though every person I 
talk to knows and has a per- 
sonal story about someone 
who has successfully gone 
through recovery or unfor- 
tunately has lost somebody 
to an overdose.” 

~ Police Lt. Patrick Glynn, 
commander of the depart- 
ment’s Drug Control Unit, 
said Police Chief Paul 
Keenan and School Superin- 
tendent Dr. Richard DeCris- 
tofaro are working together 
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‘to formulate a new DARE 


curriculum that would be of- 
fered starting in lower grade 
levels. 

“The chief has been in 
contact with Dr. DeCristo- 
faro about enhancing the 
DARE program, calling it 
DARE Plus,” Glynn said. 
“The curriculum: is chang- 
ing and it is going to be 
distributed down to lower 


groups.” 


The Quincy “Police De- 
partment was the first depart- 
ment in the nation whose of- 
ficers carried Narcan, a drug 
that can reverse overdoses 
caused by opioids, heroin 


and fentanyl. 


“We took a different ap- 
proach,” Glynn said. “We 
kind of reset the mindset. 
It’s not an addict, it’s a per- 
son. It’s someone’s family 
member. We’ ve all lost fam- 
ily — we’ve all lost children, 
relatives - to this epidem- 
ic,” 

Community police offi- 
cers have also begun follow- 
up Visits to families after an 
overdose. Glynn said more 
than 105 such visits have 
been made in the past four 
months. 

The Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment and Brewster Ambu- 
lance also carry Narcan, 
said Capt. Richard Bryan of 


the fire department. All three 
agencies respond to over- 
dose calls and the first on 
scene begins administering 
the drug. Bryan and Glynn 
said multiple doses of Nar- 
can are sometimes needed, 
particularly if fentanyl had 
been taken. The person is 
then taken to the hospital for 
observation to ensure there 
is no secondary overdose 
once the Narcan wears off. 

Martin, the city’s sub- 
stance-use prevention coor- 
dinator, said North Quincy- 
based FoxRock Properties 
would be sponsoring an eve- 
ning open gym program in 
partnership with the Quincy 
Recreation Department be- 
tween December and March, 
the details of which are still 
being finalized. 

“It creates a safe place 
for kids to go with safe ac- 
tivities and they’re learn- 
ing alternatives to whatever 
they might be doing,” Mar- 
tin said. “It’s a really, really 
good example of the com- 
munity getting involved.” 

FoxRock is also working 
with Quincy Public Schools 
on a pilot mentorship pro- 
gram for freshmen at the 
city’s two high schools, she 
added.

Martin said staff members 
at the hospital would call 
the hotline to find a spot in 
a treatment center for the in- 
dividual who has overdosed, 
provided the person is will- 
ing to go there. The city and 
community partners will 
also cover the cost of a taxi 
ride to the treatment center. 

“We’re trying to take 
away the excuses to not get 
help and catch them at the 
most vulnerable time,” Mar- 
tin said. 

Sen. John Keenan high- 
lighted efforts by lawmak- 
ers on Beacon Hill to ad- 
dress the opioid epidemic. 
Keenan, a Quincy Demo- 
crat, has made the issue one 
of his top priorities. 


Keenan noted first-time 
prescriptions for opioids are 
now limited to a seven-day 
supply, as are all opioid pre- 
scriptions for minors. Prac- 
titioners must also check the 
state’s prescription monitor- 
ing program when an opioid 
is prescribed as well. 

In addition, the senator 
noted pharmacies in Mas- 
sachusetts can no longer fill 
opioid prescriptions writ- 
ten by doctors outside New 
England or New York, and 
residents can request phar- 
macies only partially fill a 
prescription for an opioid. 

Keenan said state agen- 
cies have also begun. work- 
ing together to collect data 
on addiction. Going for- 
ward, he said that informa- 
tion could help allow state 
agencies to identify who is 
most at risk for substance- 
use disorders. | 

“When you take all the 
data that we’re gathering, 
and you add in self report- 
ing, I think the prospects 
of predicting who is more 
prone to dependency and 
addiction will lead to bet- 
ter prescribing practices and 
to a better way of treating 
people without opioids,” 
Keenan said. 

“That’s something we’re . 
really working on.” 
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At-Large Candidates Discuss Taxes, Pedestrian Safety

The six candidates vying ~ 


for the three at-large seats 
on the City Council in No- 
vember’s election discussed 
property taxes, outreach to 
Quincy’s Asian-American 
community and the safety 


_ of city roads for bicyclists 


and pedestrians at a recent 
forum. 

Incumbents Noel  Di- 
Bona and Nina Liang, Ward 
| Councillor Margaret La- 
forest, School Committee 
member Anne Mahoney, 
former councillor and public 
works commissioner Daniel 
Raymondi and __ first-time 
candidate Stephen Tougas 
are running for the at-large 
seats on the council. The top 
three vote getters in the Nav. 
7 election will win two-year 
terms. 

All six candidates attend- 
ed the Oct. 11 event at North 
Quincy High School, which 

jwas sponsored by Quincy 
Asian Resources Inc., Asian 
Community. Development 
Corporation and South 
Cove Community Health 
Center, and moderated by 
John S8Brothers, QARI’s 


’ former executive director. 


Interpreters speaking into 
microphones translated the 
candidates’ comments into 
Cantonese and Mandarin for 
some audience members via 
headsets. 

For the first question of 
the night, Brothers asked 
the candidates how the vity 
should better prepare its first 
responders to communicate 
with Quincy’s Asian-Amer- 
ican population, which in- 
cludes nearly a quarter oi 
the city’s residents. 

Laforest said there are 
some opportunities for im- 
provement, but added that 
she had spoken to Police 
Chief Paul Keenan about 
the issue and he believes the 
system is working. 

“I do understand there is 
a lot of different dialects for 
the diverse community that 
we have, that they do have 
interpretive services. I think 
there is an opportunity to 
make improvements to that 
in the city of Quincy for 
all of our communications 
channels, for example our 
city website,” Laforest said. 

“T think there is a lot more 
opportunity for Quincy to do 
better by that, but from what 
I’m understanding, from the 
police chief directly him- 
self, their current policy is 
working.” 

Liang said the city should 
hire professional translators 
to better serve the commu- 
nity. ; 

“Language is a barrier 
and it has posed problems 


for folks. Simply hiring 


somebody that is on site that 
happens to speak another 
language is not going to be 
the one solution,” Liang 
Sie

information. I’ve worked 
directly with QARI, with 
members in QARI and the 
mayor’s office in discussing 
having professional transla- 
tion services, not just some- 


‘ body who happens to speak 


the language, and that’s the 
direction we need to con- 
tinue to move in.” 

Mahoney said the city 
should put an emphasis on 
hiring first responders who 
can speak different languag- 
es. 

“The reality is very sim- 
ple. We have 24 percent of 
people who do not speak 
our language fluently in the 
city of Quincy and we want 
to make sure that you feel 
safe in your own homes and 
that we’re able to help you 
should the need arise,” Ma- 
honey said. 

“To do that, as your city 
councillor, I’ll make sure 
that when we’re in a hiring 

"phase for fire and police that 
we’re making sure we’re 
bringing in people who can 
speak the language that can 
service our community to 
the best of your advantag- 
es," 

Raymondi said the issue 
is on the city needs to im- 
prove upon. 

“Our police and fire are 
Civil Service and the mayor 
can ask for a Civil Service 
list that has an Asian com- 
munications skill to it. We 
need to do a better job in 
upgrading our communica- 
tions skills for police and 
fire. We do contract with our 
ambulance service and per- 
haps our next round of con- 
tracts we can mandate that 
they have the ability to com- 
municate with every aspect 
of the diversity of this great 
city,” Raymondi said. 

“I appreciate the ques- 
tion. It’s one that we need to 
do better.” 

Tougas said he would 
press for legislation that 
would require the city to 
hire “first responders fluent 
in different languages spo- 
ken in the community. 
w'There is a language 


barrier, I understand, and it 
makes sense if you’re going 
in an area...to at least ap- 
point somebody to go along 
that can speak the language. 
I would work on legislation 
to try to make sure there are 
people hired from among all 
the languages that are pre- 
dominant,” Tougas said. 

“T do understand the im- 
portance of Civil Service. 
We do need to maintain the 
community.” 

DiBona encouraged the 
encouraged members of the 
city’s Asian-American com- 
munity to strive towards be- 
coming first responders. 

“This is a “great opportu- 
nity for your grandchildren, 
sons and daughters to be 
involved with becoming a 
Quincy police officer, Quin- 
cy firefighter or an EMT 
eerson,” DiBona said. 

“You can educate our 
children to become these 
translators that we’re all 
talking about, the bilingual 
part. This is an opportunity 
for the Asian community, 
the 24 percent of the popu- 
lation in Quincy, to become 
these first responders. This 
is an opportunity for us to 
educate and I will facilitate, 
I will help in the process of 
doing that.” 

Brothers next asked the 
candidates how the city 
could work to ease the 
property tax burden on resi- 
dents. 

Liang said the city should 
pass a tax exemption for ho- 
meowners and look for com- 
mercial development. 

“Both of those avenues 
need to happen at the same 
time,” Liang said. “We need 
to bring in more offices, 
more large companies that 


- are committed to carrying 


the tax burden with us here 
in the city, and at the same 
time more immediately ‘we 
need to enforce a residential 
tax exemption.” 

Mahoney said the city 
needs to rein in spending to 
help alleviate the tax bur- 
den. 

“The most important 
thing we need to start doing 
is reining in our expenses,” 
Mahoney said. “We are 


spending money faster than 
we are bringing it in. Your 
taxes can’t keep up with 
what we’re spending. We’re 
bonding out our future, and 
that’s your children’s fu- 
ture.” 

Raymondi said develop- 
ers should be picking up the 
tab for infrastructure work. 

“We need to ask our 
developers to do more for 
us. There is an awful lot of 
infrastructure work that a 
developer comes in, walks 
away and then the taxpay- 
ers are left paying for roads, 
sidewalks or infrastructure 
repairs,” Rayffiondi said. 
“We need developers, we 
need them to do more for 
us.” 

Tougas said the city 
needs to cut spending while 
maintaining services for the 
community. 

“We have to lower spend- 
ing. That’s what you have to 
do if you can’t afford your 
rent at the end of the month,” 
Tougas said. “That’s what 
we have to look at, is what 
can we cut out while still 
providing effective services, 
while still meeting the needs 
of a growing community.” 

' DiBona suggested de- 
velopers directly fund a tax 
break for seniors. 

“Developers can help out 
with a fund that can help out 
with taxes,” DiBona said. 
“T’m looking to have a $500 
tax abatement for anybody 
over the age of 65, whatever 
criteria of financial income 
that you make. It doesn’t 
matter. This will be a set up 
fund from the developers.” 

Laforest said there are 
two measures pending be- 
fore the council that could 
help ease the property tax 
burden: the residential 
property tax exemption for 
Owner-occupied homes and 
a proposal to tax large apart- 
ment buildings at the com- 
mercial tax rate, which is 
higher than the residential 
one. 

“When you have multi- 
unit dwellings, that’s a 
business, that’s a business 
income, it’s not just solely a 
residence,” Laforest said.

Brothers asked the candi- 
dates how they would work 
to create a safer environ- 
ment in the city for pedestri- 
ans and cyclists. 

Mahoney said greater en- 
forcement is needed. 

“One of the first things 
that we can do in the city of 
Quincy is’ start enforcing the 
rules of the road. We need 
more police officers to pull 
people oVer when they’re 
driving too fast, to stop them 
from going down streets the 
wrong way,” Mahoney said. 

“If we’re going to put 
up signs we need to make 
sure we’re enforcing those 
signs. in those neighbor- 
hoods that we put them up, 
or don’t put them up at ail 
because they’re not solving 
anything.” 

Raymondi said he made 
educating children about 
bike and pedestrian a prior- 
ity as DPW commissioner. 

“In addition to advocat- 
ing for safety, I actually did 
something about it,” Ray- 
mondi said. “We organized 
Quincy’s first bicycle and 
pedestrian safety rodeo be- 
cause one of the biggest 
components that we have 
not only in this municipal- 
ity but all across the com- 
monwealth is to educate our 
young people as to what to 
be alert for when they’re 
on their bicycles or when 
they’re about to cross the 
streets, 

“That’s what that rodeo 
was all about, to educate our 
young people.” 

Tougas concurred that 
education is key for bicy- 
clists. a 

“I love to bicycle and 
I’ve done a lot of biking in 
Quincy. I oftentimes will 
think nothing of taking a 
bike ride to Braintree and 
I’ve never had any problems 
because I know the rules,” 
Tougas said. 

“The mixing of bicycles 
and people with the bike 
paths I think is a really bad 
idea, and that’s part of glo- 
balization. I totally agree 
with my colleague here that 
we do need education and I 
was educated properly as to 
how to ridé my bike. T think’ 


that would go a long way.” 
DiBona said the council 
was set to give final approv- 
al to traffic study that would 
look for ways to improve pe- 


destrian and bicycle safety .

“We need to become

“The Atherton Hough 
School does safe walking 
routes to school.:.part of it 
is about reducing traffic vol- 
umes in our city and making 
pedestrians feel comfortable 
and encouraging walking,” 
Laforest said. : 

“We designated walking 
routes to the school — it was 
kind of a walking school bus 
theme, the older kids and 
the chaperones would pick 
the younger kids up along 


the way. I think encouraging 


more pedestrian use, partic- 
ularly through the schools, 
is an Opportunity we can do 
better on.” 

Liang said the city should 
promote and support walk- 
ing and bicycling as alter- 
native means of transporta- 
tion. 

“T had the honor of serv- 
ing on Quincycles not too 
long ago,” Liang said, refer- 
ring to a cycling advocacy 
group. “They went across 
and identified the spines 
or main arteries here in the 
city that would be perfect 
to create some bike lanes, 
protected bike lanes, so that 
those that are using alterna- 
tive means of transportation, 
alleviating our congestion 
problem, are going to be safe 
when they’re on the road. 

“That’s just one step in 
that direction.”

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School Officials: Prevention 
Is Key To Addiction Crisis

School officials say that 
prevention is the best weap- 
on in the fight against the 
substance abuse crisis that 
continues to lead to count- 
less overdoses and .scores 
of deaths in Quincy and sur- 
rounding communities. 

In addition to grappling 
with the recent spike in opi- 
oid overdoses, officials say 
they now have another is- 
sue to deal with — last year’s 
legalization of recreational 
marijuana. 

During a recent school 
committee meeting, officials 
outlined additional steps be- 
ing taken in the district’s 
substance abuse prevention 
education program included 
in its health and wellness ini- 
tiatives. In-house programs 
are being supplemented by 
collaborative efforts with 
private organizations and 
Quincy police DARE offi- 
cers. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said that the focus is on pre- 
vention. 

“The prevention piece 
has really grown,” he said. 
“The best shot we have is the 
prevention piece. The more

people we save from going 
down that road, the more 
success we will have.” . 

Koch said that when he 
was elected mayor 10 years 
ago, he had no idea of the 
extent of drug addiction. 

“Tt was such an education 
for me on this issue,” he told 
the committee. “I had no 
clue of the depth of the issue 
of addiction we were facing 
in the city.” 

The following year after 
he took office, Koch estab- 
lished a task force to ad- 
dress the substance abuse 
problem. 

“One commitment I made 
was to bring people togeth- 
er, have as much collabora- 
tion as we possibly can, and 
chase every available dollar 
we can for the program,” he 
said. “The folks on the task 
force bring amazing talent, 
energy and commitment.” 

Koch said that he was 
told early on that the fight 
against addiction was a 
“three-legged stool -— en- 
forcement, education and 
treatment.” |

“Everybody is at the 
table talking and sharing 
resources,” said Koch. “We 
still have a lot of work to do, 
but we have come so far as a 
community.” 

Officials say they. are 
now scrambling to address 
the marijuana issue. Legal- 
izing pot, they say, sends 
the wrong message to young 
adults that it is safe to use. 

“The legalization of mar- 
ijuana has really just tripped 


everybody,” said school 
committee member Anne 
Mahoney. 


She said that pot can be 
sold in brownies and candy. 

“Kids and parents don’t 
realize the danger,” said 
Mahoney. “These are kids 
that are vulnerable. If they 
see it (pot) in candy, they 
think it’s OK,” 

Central Middle School 
teacher Caitlin Plaskasovitis 
agreed. 

-“Kids are influenced by 
pro-marijuana propaganda,” 
she said. “They hear it in

songs, TV, movies, and from 
friends, family and celebri- 
ties they follow. We want 
to educate them, give them 
knowledge and _ provide 
them with facts and data and 
have real conversations with 
them.” 

Plaskasovitis explained 
that the school system has 
tapped Boston Children’s 
Hospital CeASAR (Center 
for Adolescent Substance 
Abuse Research) program 
that provides information 
and training to health teach- 
ers on substance abuse in 


- order to better educate stu- 


dents. Last spring, one of 
the district’s partners, Stop 
& Shop, hosted a teacher 
training program on the le- 
galization of marijuana. 

“Teaching about .mari- 
juana became very clear 
last year with the passing 
of legalizing recreational 
marijuana and the (2012 
law allowing) dispensing of 
medicinal marijuana that we 
needed more support,” she 
said. 

Due to some ambiguities 


in the recreational pot law, 


the state is tweaking some 
provisions that will take ef- 
fect next year. Plaskasovi- 


tis said that the district will 
“need access to fesources to 
keep up to date.” 

“We and the kids are be- 
ing bombarded with infor- 
mation and we are all wad- 
ing through it.” she said. 

Plaskasovitis added that 
teachers are learning about 
how. marijuana affects 
brain development as well 
as looking at the marketing 
techniques by the marijuana 
industry. She noted that the 
potency of marijuana has 
increased and its access is 
“easier than ever.” 

Student Support Services 
Director Maura Papile said 
that each middle school this 
year has a SADD (Students 
Against Destructive Deci- 
sions) chapter that provides 
peer leadership intervention. 


Additionally, the district is. 


partnering again this year 
with Bay State Counseling 
Services that provides peer 
leadership training for stu- 
dent leaders and counselors 
and small group intervention 
for students at each school. 

Committee member Bar- 
bara Isola expressed ap- 
preciation of the resources 
offered by the district for 
students. 

“We are a big system, but 


it brings it down to a level 
where we are a little com- 
munity when you get down 
to each school,” she said.

The Quincy Quarry and 
Granite Workers Museum 
will participate in the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Com- 
mission’s “Massachusetts 
Archaeology Month 2017 
“Delving Into The Past” in 
conjunction with “Interna- 
tional Archaeology Month 
2017.” 

The quarry museum will 
open the site and conduct 
tours of the Lyons Turning 
Mill remains. Touring the 
site visitors will view arti- 
facts scattered throughout 
the site, including columns 
in various stages of produc- 
tion. There will also be his- 
torical pictures of the mill 
and its operation in 1893 
producing the granite prod- 
ucts the mill was known 
for. View the Lyons Quarry 
where granite was quarried 


and used to produce the 
granite products manufac- 
tured at the mill. A site mod- 
el of the turning mill and the 
proposed quarry museum 
will be on display. 

The Lyons Turning Mill 
was built in 1893 by James 


Lyons to produce monu- 


ments and products of gran- 
ite for the building trades 
of that era. A specialty of 
the company was the turn- 
‘ing and polishing of solid 
granite balls up to 6 feet in 
diameter. An example can 
be seen at the entrance to 
Quincy City Hall. Columns 
up to 22 feet in length and 
3 feet in diameter could also 
be turned and polished at the 
mill. At the turn of the cen- 
tury about 80 men were em- 
ployed consisting of quarry-

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- Remote Starter, Car Rust, Key-Fobs, Low. Vacuum Reading 
Ask John Paul: AAA New England's Car Doctor 


I have a 2006 Honda 
Ridgeline with previously 
installed remote starter. 
My problem is I can remote 
open my locked doors with 
factory key and fob for 
remote’ start, I just can’t 
lock them. I had the car to 
the dealer for the recall for 
‘passenger side airbag and 
afterwards problems with 
door locks started. I went 
back dealer and they stat- 
ed nothing they worked 
on could affect the power 
locks. I have been to sev- 
eral mechanics and car ac- 
cessory installers and none 
can find the problem. I can 
only lock-the doors manu- 
ally. Any ideas? 

I agree that the work. per- 
formed to replace the defec- 
tive airbag if done correctly 
would.not have any effect on 
the door locks. At this point 
a technician needs to follow 
standard diagnostic routines 
as well as check individual 
doar lock actuators. As a 
general rule the door lock 
actuators in many Honda 
vehicles have been prone to 
early failure. 

I have a strange prob- 
lem with my 2002 Chevy 
Silverado pickup truck. 
If I am at a standstill and 
put the shift selector into 
second gear, the truck 
struggles to go. It’s like I 
am trying to go over a big 
bump or towing a heavy 
load. If I put the shift 
selector in first, third or 
drive, the truck accéler- 
ates just fine. I wouldn’t 
think there would be any 
difference if I am start- 
ing from a standstill. Any 
thoughts? 

A technician using the 
appropriate tools should be 


able to test the transmission 
to see what is happening. 
From your description, it 
sounds as if two gears are 
applying at the same time 


' and causing a bind/tie up be- 


tween gears when you shift 
manually. One possibility is 
a faulty two/three solenoid; 
this part can be serviced 
with the transmission in the 
truck, which will help with 
the cost of the repair. Just 
about any other issue will 
necessitate the removal of 
the transmission, which at 
this mileage, age and condi- 
tion may be not cost effec- 
tive. 

I have a 2007 Chey 
Trailblazer-SS_ with only 
75,000 miles on it. The en- 
gine started making noise 
around 55,000 miles just 
after the extended war- 
ranty ran out. At that 
time I had the valve lift- 
ers replaced; later I had 
the camshaft replaced. At 
75,000 miles the engine 


_ failed. The dealer wants 


$4,000 for a rebuilt engine 
and $3,000 for labor. I can 
no longer drive the car and 


- cannot afford the repairs? 


Since the truck is 11 
years old I can’t imagine 
that General Motors would 
take any responsibility for 
the uncharacteristically 
short engine life. At this 
point you have little other 
economical choices, sell the 
truck as is or put a used en- 
gine in it. As a long shot you 
could try taking Chevrolet to 
court, under the law of War- 
ranty of Merchantability. In 
its simplest terms this means 
that a product (your truck) is 


expected to work as expect- 
ed for a reasonable amount 
of time. If you performed all 
of the regular maintenance, 
didn’t abuse the vehicle, it 
may be worth consulting 
with an attorney. 
_. 1 have a 2009 Smart 
ForTwo, and the problem 
is a whistle in the under- 
carriage. About a week 
before the muffler. failed 
there was a noise under the 
driver’s side; first faint and 
then very loud. Then the 
muffler fell off and I. had 
it replaced (at the Smart 
dealership). I thought the 
whistling was then associ- 
ated with the muffler, since 
the whistling disappeared. 
About two weeks after the 
muffler replacement, the 
whistling began again with 
the same pattern — first 
faint and then loud. At 
this point I returned to the 
dealer and they inspected 
the undercarriage, brakes, 
etc. They found nothing 
they could point to that 
would cause the whistle. 
They said they tightened 
— adjusted something with 
the muffler and assured 
me that the car was safe 
and wished me luck! Fol- 
lowing this procedure, the 
whistle disappeared — for 
about twe weeks. Now it 
has returned. Do you have 
any suggestions? 
Since tinkering with the 
exhaust system fixes the 
problem for a time, the issue 


has to be related. I believe 


the problem is a loose ex- 
fiaust heat shield that as the 
exhaust system heats up, it 
changes shape, vibrates and 


whistles. 

I have a 1985 Volvo and 
I love the car and it is in 
overall good condition ex- 
cept the floor is all rusted 
out. The car runs great, 


started all last-winter with. 


no problems and even the 


‘air conditioning works 
great. I went to the local : 


repair shop and asked why 
this happens and what I 
can do? All they told me 
was it is a 32-year-old car 
and its time to get rid of it. 
What do you think? I ex- 
pected more from a Volvo. 

It isn’t all that unusual 
for an old car to rust out, 
even a Volvo. Living in New 
England cars are subjected 
to salt air as well as salt 
and other ice melt products 
used on the on the roads to 
keep drivers safe in winter. 
Any vehicle can be fixed 
with enough time, talent and 


money, but keep in mind - 


this is an old car and over- 
all dependability will only 
get worse as it gets older. If 
the car is in truly good shape 
talk to a body shop that spe- 
cializes in rust-restoration 
and see if it can be fixed at a 
somewhat reasonable cost. 

I borrowed my brother 
in-laws 2012 Cadillac Es- 
calade to move my daugh- 
ter. Somehow the key-fob 
fell out of my pocket and I 
ran it over. He had a spare 
key-fob so he can still use 
his vehicle. I called the 
dealership where he has 
the car serviced and they 
told me it would cost about 
$600 to replace it. The fob 
is $500 and $100 labor 
to program it. Is there a

I would review the 
information you received 
when you Jeased the car just 
to be sure. As an example, 
recently I was talking with 
representatives from Mer- 
cedes Benz of North Ameri- 
ca and as a general rule you 
need to return a leased car 
with tires that have at least 
4/32nds of tread. Regarding 
tire type, they don’t need to 
be the same brand as long as 
they are the same size and 
specification (speed rating) 
as the factory tires. 

I have a 2004 Chrysler 
PT Cruiser (it’s our third 
car in the family) and I do

a lot of my own repairs. 
Recently I replaced the 
timing belt and at first it 
would start. I took out the 
sparkplugs when I did the 
timing belt. When I put 
the car back together I re- 
placed the sparkplugs but 
crossed a sparkplug wire. 
Once I fixed that issue the 
car runs, but very rough. I 
have limited tools, but did 
borrow a code reader and 
did check for codes; there 
were none but the engine 
vacuum is low. Where do I 
go from here? 

If the engine ran okay 
before you started I would 
suspect based on the low 
vacuum readings that the 
engine timing is off. At this 
point remove the timing 
belt cover and recheck your 
work. Many people make 
the mistake of aligning the 
marks on the camshaft be- 
fore they set the belt tension. 
The manual states adjust the 
camshaft marks so they are 
one-half of a tooth off, set 


‘the tensioner and rotate the 


engine and recheck the belt 
alignment. Failing to line up 
the marks properly will re- 
sult in the engine timing be- 
ing off, rough running and 
low engine vacuum.

“relaxin,” which relaxes the 
ligaments in the pelvis and 
softens and widens the cervix. 
The pelvis, in particular, 
experiences a softening and 
stretching of ligaments to 
allow the baby easier passage 
during labor. However, the 
easier delivery usuaily equates 
to weakened sacroiliac joints, 
which can become painful while 
walking, standing, or bending. 
The weight of the growing baby 
also weakens stomach muscles 
and places pressure on the 
lower back. In addition, as the 
pregnant woman's center of 
gravity changes, she may 
lean backward, causing even 
more strain.

ties Act protect sober homes 
from regulation. 

Ward 4 Coun¢illor Brian 
Palmucci had introduced 
the measure in September; 
Kirsten Hughes and Marga- 
ret Laforest both co-spon- 
sored the legislation. Pal- 


-mucci on Monday said the 


ordinance would provide 
protection to both residents 
and those in recovery. 

“T think it goes without 
saying that this is a much- 


needed ordinance. Current- 
ly there is no oversight of 
any sort of sober houses in 
the city and we don’t even 
know how many there are in 
the city,” Palmucci said. 
“This ordinance , would 
ensure a transparent process 
where we know who the 
operators are and we know 


-how the facilities would be 


run. It provides a modicum 
of protection for residents 
and those in recovery, where 
currently none exists.” 


The council voted 8" in 
favor of the ordinance Mon- 
day. 

Councillor Joseph Finn 


voted against the legislation. . 


Finn said the ordinance is 
“discriminatory on the face 
of it” and violates the group 
home provisions of the Fair 
Housing Act because it only 
applies to those in recovery.

the CPC, said the $5.3 mil- 
lion would go towards new 
equipment at 19 full-size 
playgrounds, four play- 
grounds for children under 
the age of 5, and five other 
locations will get new swing 
sets and slides. 

DiBona said the bond 
would allow the city to take 
care of all the playgrounds 
at once, instead of one or 
two each year. He said some 
PTO groups are better orga- 
nized than others and better 
able to lobby the commit- 
tee for money for the play- 
ground projects, and the 
bond would ensure all play- 
grounds are upgraded. 

“We wanted to provide 
something for all the chil- 
dren,” DiBona said. 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
director of policy and in- 
formation, said the city 
would work with neighbor- 
hood groups to design the 
new playgrounds. He said 
the process would be simi- 
lar to the one used in years 
past for other playground 
work funded by the Com- 
munity Preservation Com- 
mittee, except the money 
for the equipment is already 
in place. The goal is not to 
have each of the new play- 

grounds look alike. 


“We don’t necessar- 


| ily want the same piece of 


- proved this 


playgrounds. We do want 
a uniqueness of experience 
at some of these different 
places,” Walker said. 
“We’re not just going to 


‘go out and circle these play- 


grounds on a map and order 
$5 million worth of stuff 
and that’s what everyone is 
going to be set with.” 

The $11.54 million will 
go towards repairs of mu- 
nicipally owned buildings 
throughout the city, includ- 
ing schools, libraries and 
firehouses. Of the $11.54 
million, $3.86 million 
will go to schools repairs, 
$2.9 million to the various 
branches of the Thomas 
Crane Public Library, and 
$2.84 million to the Quincy 
Fire and Police Depart- 
ments, including $500,000 
to study the feasibility of 
building a combined public 
safety headquarters on the 
site of the current police sta- 
tion. 

Koch has proposed build- 
ing the new animal shelter 
on a parcel of city-owned 
land or@uarry Street, near 
where a new dog park will 
be constructed using money 
from a hotel tax bond ap- 
spring. The 
21,000 square foot building 
would include space for the 
new Quincy Animal Shel- 
ter, as well as a spay/neuter 
clinic, the Quincy Police 
Department’s K9 Unit, and 
the city’s animal control of- 


ficer. Koch had sought $7.1 
million for the new animal 
shelter, but the council’s 
finance committee cut that 
number in half on Sept. 20 
because the schematic de- 
sign of the facility had yet to 
be completed. 

Koch had sought to ac- 
quire the former St. Mary 
School, which closed in 
2010, with the goal of de- 
molishing the building and 
constructing a new elemen- 
tary school on site. The 
mayor plans to seek fund- 
ing from the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority 
to pay for a portion of the 
new school’s cost. City So- 
licitor Jim Timmins told 
the finance committee the 
administration is looking at 
interim uses for the site be- 
fore work on the new facil- 
ity commences. 

The citywide traffic and 
parking study will focus 
on “delivering some near- 
term traffic flow and safety 
improvements and also on 
qualifying the city for state 
and federal grants to pay for 
the improvements,” as op- 
posed to an analysis of traf- 
fic, parking, pedestrian and 
bicycle issues in the city, 
Michael Coffey, head of the 
city department responsible 
for traffig, told the finance 
committee. Councillors had 
raised some concerns about 
original scope of the study 
earlier this year. 


service orders or others with 
disabilities in group homes. 

“Tt doesn’t matter wheth-

court if challenged. Timmins 
said the registration process 
is a ministerial act — an own- 
er of a sober home would be 
able to obtain a registration 
simply by providing the 
necessary information — and 
not a test. 

“Tt’s not a question of yes 
or no; the question is who?” 
Palmucci said Monday. “It’s 
more about transparency. 
You can still open a sober 
house under this ordinance; 
you’re simply registering 
with the city so we know 
‘where they are and we know 
who is operating them.

Strained growth, the traffic 


has become unbearable and 
will only become worse 
over the next two years as 
construction begins on the 
MBTA’s North Quincy de- 
velopment, with 610 apart- 
ments, retail space, and 
a new parking garage. At 
the same time, the Wollas-. 
ton MBTA station is being 
closed for two years, and 
the Quincy Center MBTA 
garage is being demolished 
after being closed and unus- 
able for 5 years! 

When elected, one of my 
top priorities during the term 
in office will be to postpone 
either the new development 
at North Quincy or the clos- 
ing of Wollaston station. We 
should not be doing both 
projects at the same time. 
Astonishingly, the MBTA 
has recently advertised for 


developers to do work on 
the Quincy Center MBTA 
new development.

Last spring, I requested ad- 
ditional funding be directed 


‘to do more robust, useful as- 


sessments at the beginning 
and middle of the year. These 
tests will now be moving into 
all grade 6 and 7 classrooms 
and will provide teachers 
with useful information so 
they can deliver instruction 
with targeted interventions 
to students who need support 
and curriculum enhancements 
to students who are ready for 
the challenge. 

I also believe our schools 
should be looking at other 
measures of success so I have 
requested that data from SAT/ 
ACT scores and Advanced 
Placement course results be 
included in a Teaching/Learn- 
ing Subcommittee review. 
This is very important, now, 
because recently the College 
Board completely changed 
the format of their test. We 
need to ensure that our stu- 
dents can successfully meet 
the challenge of this new 
SAT/ACT format, and we 
need to create ways to help 
them, if they cannot. 

Another indicator of stu- 
dent success that is impor- 
tant to me is how our Chap- 
ter 74, Career and Technical 
Education students do in our 
programs. I want the Teach- 
ing/Learning Subcommittee 
to review data which shows 
credentialing and placement 
after technical program com- 
pletion.

Hollywood Deco --- Fifties 
furniture is very popular 
with vintage collectors to- 
day, but some earlier Art 
Deco designs from the 
1930s are not in demand. 
Look at old movies on tele- 
vision to study some of the 
stranger pieces. The look 
is sometimes called “Hol- 
lywood Deco” because the 
extravagant rooms with 
huge round mirrors and so- 
fas were exaggerations of 
the modern furniture used 
in average homes. 


An unfamiliar cabinet was 
sold recently at a Garth’s 
auction. It was a flat, round 
cabinet on a base. When 
placed against a wall, it 
showed all of the 51-inch 
diameter of the cabinet and 
the glass doors and shelves 
waiting to display a col- 
lection. The plain solid 
base stretched beyond the 
rounded sides to give safe 
support for the top-heavy 
design. This type of cabinet 
was made in the 1930s, but 
most for sale today were 
made in England, not the 
U.S. Most have no maker’s 
name and the wood choice 
suggests it was not expen- 
sive when new. Some were 
oak or even mahogany, but 
many were made of lami- 
nate with grain painting. 

A cabinet like this sold at 
a Midwestern auction in 
2016 for $450. A selection 
‘of similar round modernist 
curio cabinets found on- 
line had asking prices as 
high as $2,000, but most of 
these are in English shops 
and prices were cut to less 
than $500.

In an effort to bring back 
the once thriving clamming 
industry in Quincy, volun- 
teers spent a recent morning 
planting 100,000 clam seeds 


on a beach in Houghs Neck ~ 


that will grow into mature 
clams over the next couple 
years. 

The clam seeds, which 
are actually baby clams, 
were donated by Salem 
State University. They were 
sowed in 10 beds that were 
created in the muddy shore- 
line off Rock Island Road. 

The nearly 30 volunteers 
included city and state offi- 
cials, Quincy Police Marine 
Unit officers, residents and 
Quincy College students. 
They used rakes, shovels and. 
pitch forks to create the beds 
and plant the seeds. Once 


the clams were planted, nets © 


were placed over the beds 
to protect them from such 


predators as crabs, birds and 


flounder. 

State Division of Marine 
Fisheries aquatic biologist 
Gregory Bettencourt said 
there were literally millions 


of clams in the Quincy area 


up until 20 or so years ago. 
The clamming industry has 
since declined over the past 


two decades, mostly due to — 


a disease that recently deci- 
mated the population. 
“Since 2010, its (decline) 
has been precipitous where 
there are virtually no clams 
left in Quincy or Boston,” 
he said. “People who use to 
dig clams are no longer re- 
newing their licenses.”

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Quincy Can Lead On Water Transportation

Overwhelming research and data show that water trans- 
portation could be a solution to worsening traffic problems 
that plague our state — and Quincy is uniquely positioned to 
play a major role. 

Settled on over 27 miles of picturesque coastline, Quin- 
cy boasts close proximity to various key destinations in the 
city of Boston for commuters and travelers. However, this 
geographic advantage disappears during peak traffic times. 
With estimates showing the Neponset Bridge experiencing 
more than 65,000 cars of “Average Daily Trips”, it frequent- 
ly takes more than an hour to get over it, and residents are 
understandably losing patience. 

As a state legislator, I work closely with my colleagues 
and with transportation experts to determine ways to ease 
the burden on our public roads (and ease the daily head- 
aches experienced by frustrated commuters). As this work 
continues, it becomes more apparent that water transporta- 
tion may be the answer. 

In a recent study titled “Is it time to expand water trans- 
portation in Greater Boston?”, the Pioneer Institute made 
a compelling case for the state to devote more resources 
to ferry service. “By.many measures the MBTA ferry [in 
Hingham] is a cost-effective and reliable mode of transpor- 
tation”, it says. “It has the highest fare recovery of any mode 
at the T, the highest fare revenue per passenger mile and 
unlinked trip, and the best on-time performance of all forms 
of transit systemwide.” 

As experts urge the state to explore invéstment in ferry 
service, it makes sense to implement it in a location that is 
well-equipped, well-positioned and well-prepared. Look no 
further than Marina Bay in Quincy. 

Squantum Point Park in Marina Bay offers easy access 
via water transportation to Boston’s Fan Pier, Rowes Wharf, 
and even Logan Airport. The pre-existing pier structure has > 
undergone significant repairs in recent months, and the 
DCR-owned parking lot has over 800 spaces with pay-to- 
park stations already installed. 

Working with Senator John Keenan, Mayor Thomas 
Koch and Councillor Bill Harris, we recently secured fund- 


‘ing through the Seaport Economic Council for the design 


and engineering costs to implement a full-time ferry ser- 
vice in the area. We also secured over $2 million from the 
Department of Transportation to extend Commander Shea 
Boulevard directly into Squantum Point Park, providing 
easy access from the expressway. 

The demand for a ferry service in this location is evident. 
For the last two summer seasons, the city of Quincy has 
partnered with the town of Winthrop to provide morning and 
evening runs on a commuter boat from Marina Bay. Rider- 


- ship numbers have been encouraging, and have demonstrat- 


ed clear potential for a permanent Quincy-based ferry. 

In fact, this potential has resulted in a recent expansion of 
services. The city of Quincy has announced that Bay State 
Cruises will offer ferry service from Marina Bay through 
December Ist, running in conjunction with the existing 
Winthrop ferry anc-providing a greater variety of departure 
times. 

Quincy is comprised of approximately 95,000 residents, 
many of whom live in the city due to our ready access to the 
Red Line. With the impending rebuild of the Wollaston T 
Station, whick.will begin in December and take 20 months 
to complete, many of these residents may find a femy service 
provides a suitable alternative means of transportation. 

Further, with easy access to the expressway, it isn’t hard 
to imagine steady ferry ridership from individuals not just 
in Quincy but mnans Greater Boston and the South 
Shore. 

One thing is certain: our regional transportation issues 
are complex, and will take a variety of different ideas to 
solve. Compelling data shows that water transportation is 
an idea whose time has come; and for a city like Quincy, 
suited with a prime location and the necessary infrastructure 
in place, a ferry service should be a no-brainer.

If you like lasagna then today’s recipe 
for spinach-sausage lasagna all made in one 
pan is one you are really going to enjoy. 

I found this recipe recently in a maga- 
zine and thought it was one for all of my 
readers.

Halloween can be tax- 
ing for kids with sensory 
Processing issues. From 
uncomfortable costumes to

music, triggers may be lurk- 


ing in unexpected places! 
Halloween, with its literal 
parade of new faces, uncom- 
fortable costumes, and loud 
unpredictable elements, can 
be a source of stress for a 


child with sensory concerns, - 


but. it doesn’t have to be to- 
tally avoided. When things 
are too loud, bright, or unfa- 
miliar, kids with sensory is- 
sues often shut down or melt 
down or both, however, with 
a little planning and creativ- 
ity, you can circumvent Hal- 
loween’s potential problems 
and make it a pleasurable 
experience for your child. 
Find the perfect — 
Halloween Costume 
When it comes to cos- 
tumes, there’s more to con- 
template than what your 
child wants to dress up as. 
Do a sensory inventory, re- 
flecting on a child’s sense of 
sight, hearing, touch, smell, 
movement, and body aware- 
ness when prepping for Hal- 
loween. It’s crucial to think 
about how a costume feels, 


through all the senses. Fig- 
ure out what may be the root 
of the most sensory stress 
for your child and modify 
accordingly. If a costume is 
tight, scratchy, or slippery, or 
if has a strong odor, it could 
bother a child with sensory 
processing problems. 

Here are some ways to 
make dressing up simpler: 

eLet your child touch 
costumes in the store. It 
helps to know if the fabric is 
stiff or too scratchy before 
you buy it. 

eWash a new costume a 
few times to soften the fab- 
ric before your child wears 
it. 

eAvoid masks or face 
paint if your child is sensi- 
tive to smells and textures. 
Masks can irritate a child’s 
face, and many kids with 
sensory issues can’t toler- 
ate face paint. Masks that 


narrow or limit a child’s vi- | 


sion can obstruct not only 
the child’s line of sight, but 
also can hinder balance and 
movement, causing inher- 
ently challenging tasks like 
going up or down stairs to 
be even more complex. 

elf your child is sensi- 
tive to noise, the sound of 
«his own breathing inside a 
mask may be an issue. If he 


fits and smells, too. Think wants to wear a mask, have 
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him test it out at the store for 
a few minutes before buying 
it. 

*Encourage your child 
to practice wearing his cos- 
tume for increasing lengths 
of time in the days leading 
up to a party or trick-or- 


treating. 


eHave your child wear 
comfortable clothes or paja- 
mas under his costume. This 
may help him feel more at 
ease in his Halloween out- 
fit. 

Keep in mind, simple 
costume ideas. A soft bath 
towel can make an awesome 
cape. If your child is sensi- 
tive to noise, noise-cancel- 
ling headphones could be 
the perfect foundation for a 
construction worker or air 
traffic controller costume. 
You could even attach ears 
to a favorite hoodie and a tail, 
to some sweatpants, making 
your child a cat, dog, rabbit 
or other animal. 

Trick or Treating 

Trick-or-treating can also 
be difficult for kids with 
sensory processing issues. 
When trick-or-treating, keep 
it familiar and stay close to 
home. Go to a small number 
of the neighbors that your 
child knows well, and then 
abide by your child’s cues, 
letting you know when they 
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have had enough. Noisy 
crowds of kids and flash- 
ing decorations may initi- 
ate sensory meltdowns. You 


‘may want to have a code 


word or signal to use if your 
child feels overwhelmed and 
discuss what you’ ll do when 
the signal is utilized. 
Trick-or-treating also 
tends to contradict stranger 
safety lessons. This can be 
complicated for kids with 
sensory processing con- 
cerns, who can have trouble 
with social rules. Assist your 
child in understanding that 
even though it’s Halloween, 


‘the rules are still the same. 


Here are some other ways to 
help manage trick-or-treat- 
ing trouble spots: 

¢ Map out and practice 
the route with your child 
ahead of time so it feels 
comfortable. 


¢ Go out at dusk or before | 


the streets get very dark and 
crowded. 

¢ Bring a flashlight. 

¢ Pull your younger child 
in a wagon or let your older 
child ride their bike to avoid 
having other kids crowd or 
bump into him. 

And remember that if 
trick-or-treating becomes 
too much for your child, 
you can always bring them

Maintain Routines 

It’s easy for Halloween 
festivities to throw routines 
off-track, but refrain from 
staying out trick-or-treating 
past bedtime or to packing 
too many exciting activities 
into the day. When some- 
thing disrupts normal rou- 
tine it can result in a melt- 
down and stress both the 
child and parents. Aim for 
celebrating Halloween with- 
out too much interruption of 
customary activities. 

Keep things as calm as 
possible and help your child 


stay centered and focused 


by practicing calming ac- 
tivities that can be done be- 
fore or during the festivities. 
Calming the child’s mind 
with quiet and encouraging 
words and teaching the child 
to calm his or her own body 
is valuable. 

When celebrations get 
too loud or the procession 
of trick-or-treaters ringing 
the doorbell begins to over- 
whelm a child with sensory 
issues, everybody benefits 
if you step away from the 
stressful situation: This can 


mean taking a break from 


trick-or-treating; heading 
into a quiet room, or just 
talking to them in a com- 
forting voice and follow-

ing their lead for what they 
would prefer to be doing. 

If your child doesn’t 
feel contented with typical 
Halloween traditions, con- 
sider creating new ones. 
You could watch Hallow- 
een specials together or go 
out to dinner at a favorite 
restaurant. You could even 
attempt to organize an after- 
noon neighborhood costume 
parade. 

The sights, sounds and 
traditions of Halloween can 
be trying for kids with sen- 
sory processing issues. And 
it may be tempting to skip 
costumes and trick-or-treat- 
ing completely. But by dis- 
cussing and troubleshooting 
common concerns, you can 
help make Halloween less 
scary and more entertaining — 
for your child.

We have all heard that childhood mantra “sticks and stones may break my bones, but 
~ words will never hurt me.” It’s easy to think that if someone says something hurtful 
or upsetting we can just brush it off and ignore it. But when those words come from 
your partner, the person that is supposed to support us, encourage you and lift you 
up when you are down, the toll can be immeasurable. 


At DOVE, we get calls from people wanting to know if they can still meet with 
a counselor even if their partner has never physically hurt them. We know that a 
relationship can be just as controlling, manipulative, scary and abusive even if there 
has never been a single act of physical violence. 


Abusive relationships are defined by one person trying to have power and control over 
another. Often this begins with breaking down someone’s self-esteem and causing 
them to question their self-worth. This can be overt emotional abuse such as telling 
someone they are a terrible parent, they are lucky that their partner puts up with 
them, or that no one else would want to be with them. It can also be more subtle, like 
putting down someone’s friends, or their job or what the activities they enjoy doing. 
Often people that are abusive also attempt to isolate their partner by turning them 
against the people that support them such as friends and family. You may start to feel 
like you are crazy, alone or that everything is your fault. If you notice any of these 
- patterns in your relationship, you may be experiencing abuse. You are not alone, we

Social Sec 
SSDI And The Ticket 
To Work Program

Dear Rusty:I am 60 and currently getting Social Secu- 
rity Disability, but I would like to return to work as much as 
possible. I am concerned with how my earned income would 
affect my Social Security at age 65 (or even at age 70). I 
understand that Social Securify has a “trial work” program 
that allows me to keep receiving disability for a while, to 
allow me to test my physical“timits. I wish to make sure 
that my Social Security Disability does NOT automatically 
convert to the standard (early) benefit at age 62 (Ouch!). I 
read something about a 96 month period that is crucial. So 
many factors involved, so I wish to make the right deci- 
sion. Signed: Wanting to‘Work While Disabled. 

Dear Wanting: Social Security Disability Insurance, or 
SSDI, provides eligible disabled workers with a financial 
lifeline in return for the insurance premiums they’ve paid 
into the program during their working years. Although the 

criteria are. stringent, once awarded the benefit provides in- 
come to partially replace earnings that are lost due to a long 
term disability. Social Security encourages those receiving 
SSDI benefits to eventually return to the workforce and offers 
a “Ticket to Work” program to help achieve that goal. This 
program gives you the chance to test your ability to work 
for at least nine “trial work months” during a 60 month pe- 
riod, and during this trial work period you’ll receive your 
full SSDI benefit regardless of how much you earn. Briefly, 
any month you earn more than $840 (for 2017) counts as a 
trial work month. After you have reached nine trial work 
months, you can still receive your SSDI benefits for an- 
other 36 months, except that you won’t receive benefits for 
any month that your earnings exceed what Social Security 
considers “substantial”, which for 2017 is $1,170 (note that 
these dollar amounts can chamge annually). If your benefits 
stop because your earnings regularly exceed “substantial”, 
and within 5 years you are again unable to work due to your 
disability, your disability benefits can be restarted (without 
having to re-apply). You can get full details about the Ticket 
to Work program by going to https://www.ssa.gov/pubs/EN- 
05-10095 .pdf, but this program should allow you to work 
and test your physical limits without a negative impact to 
your Social Security benefits. 

To address a few of your other concerns: Your earnings 
from attempting to return to work while disabled shouldn’t 
negatively affect your future Social Security retirement ben- 
efit at your full retirement age. Your disability benefits will 
not automatically convert to early retirement benefits at age 
62, but they will automatically convert to retirement benefits 
when you reach your full retirement age (which is 66 years 
plus 6 months if you were born in 1957). However when 
they convert, your benefit amount will remain the same 
as you were receiving in disability benefits. If you are on 
Medicare and your benefits stop as a result of exceeding the 
substantial earnings limit, as long as you are still disabled 
your free Medicare Part A coverage will continue for at least 
93 months after the 9 month trial work period. However, 
you will still have to pay a Medicare Part B premium in 
order to receive Part B coverage.

The two 
are competing for an open 
seat because the incumbent 
councillor, Margaret Lafor- 
est, is running at-large. 

In Ward 5, incumbent 
Kirsten Hughes is opposed 
by Michael Hurley. Hughes 
was first elected to the seat 
in 2011. 

In Ward 6, incumbent 
William Harris is up against 
challenger Herbert Alie 
Shaughnessy III. Harris was 
appointed to the seat in April 
2016. 


The six candidates took 
the stage at the same time 
during the Oct. 19 forum, 
and fielded the same ques- 
tions from McKee. 

She first asked the can- 
_didates why a voter whose 
main concern is climate 
change should vote for them 
over their opponent. 

McCarthy pointed to his 
tenure on the School Com- 
mittee. He said he support- 
ed the installation of solar 
panels on school roofs and 
believes more progress can 
be made by modernizing the 
schools’ systems, such as 

_ timers. 

“I think my experience 
over the last 12 years — re- 
ally the last five or six solid- 


- ly on the School Committee 


— brought us into a vision 
of making sure our schools 
and our public buildings 
were energy-efficient, and 
the administration has been 
very supportive,” McCarthy 
said. 

Murphy said the city 
has been too casual about 
climate change and said 
he would take it more seri- 

“ously. 

“I’m scared to death of 
climate change. We have 
Been too casual about it,” 
Murphy said. “‘An Inconve- 
nient Truth’ is I don’t know, 
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15 years old now, 10 years 
old, how long is it going to 


take before we take it more - 


seriously? In my opinion, 
the reason you should vote 
for me is because I’m going 
to take it a lot more serious- 
ly than the current adminis- 
tration.” 

Hughes said she has sup- 
ported a number of items im- 
portant to QCAN during her 
time on the council, includ- 
ing funding for flood control 
projects and school building 
repairs, the ongoing conver- 
sion of street lights to LEDs 
and a resolution asking the 
city to consider purchasing 
electric vehicles. 

“Simply put, I’ve voted 
in support of things that 


matter to QCAN, that mat-_ 


ter to activists in this neigh- 
borhood and in the city, for 
things that matter and are 
going to make a difference,” 
Hughes said. “Why vote for 
me on this? Because I have 
voted for you.” 

Hurley said he has spent 
the past 21 years working 
for the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Environmental 
Protection, where he has 
worked on air programs, 
waste programs and vehicle 
programs. Locally, he was 
involved in the city’s recy- 
cling commission. 
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“T have pretty much spent 
my entire working career 
working on these issues,” 
Hurley said. “I was on the 
Quincy Recycling Commis- 
sion and I was eventually 
the chair of it when we did 
the new bins. I have an en- 
tire career’s worth of experi- 
ence in these matters.” 

Harris said he would sup- 
port a plan to identify loca- 
tions suitable for generating 
renewable energy, such as 
places to put new solar pan- 
els. 

“I want to know if the city 
has any vacant or underused 
parcels of land where we can 
increase our solar usage,” 
Harris said. “We’ve done 
a good job getting them on 
our schools, but where else? 
What about our other public 
facilities? What about our 
parking lots?” 

Shaughnessy questioned 
why Quincy waited until 
this year to begin converting 
its street lights to LEDs. 

“Just this.year we started 
to do it here in Quincy,” 
Shaughnessy said. “I have 
to ask and I wonder why did 
it take 12 years before they 
started the program here in 
Quincy. I think it’s a great 
idea — I wish that 12 years 
ago we had done that.” 

McKee next asked the

candidates which _ steps 
Quincy should take to com- 
bat climate change that it’s 
not already doing. 

McCarthy said Quincy 
should partner with neigh- 
boring communities and 
take a regional approach. 

“We should also look to 
Braintree and Weymouth 
and regionalize, work to- 
gether. I know we do’ some 
things in regards to buying 
supplies for the schools and 
other regional things for 
Braintree and Weymouth,” 
McCarthy said. “I think that 
would a good move to work 
together also on new ideas 
that we can all jump in on 
and work together with.” 

Murphy said Quincy 
needs to improve its infra- 
structure to promote walk- 
ing and bicycling. 

“We need to make the 
city more bikeable and more 
walkable. Every time we do 
a road project we need to be 
thinking about how do we 
make this road more bike- 
able and walkable so people 
can get around town,” Mur- 
phy said. “We’re going to 
lower our greenhouse gas- 
ses. We’re going to lessen 


congestion in our roads in > 


our parking lots, and we’re 
going to have a healfhier 
citizenry.” 


Ward Council Candidates Discuss Energy, Environment 


Hughes said the city’s 
ongoing study of improve- 
ments to Blacks Creek — ~ 
meant to both enhance the 
vitality of the estuary and 
increase flood protection for 
the surrounding neighbor- 
hoods — is a-major step in 
the right direction. 

“There is a plan in place 
now to look at what kind 
of improvements we can 
make down there,’ Hughes 
said. “I think that that’s an 
enormous step in the right 
direction to ensure that we 
are headed in the right di- 
rection.” 

Hurley said more than a 
single step is needed. 

“It’s not one single thing. 
It’s everything,” he said. “If 
we’re going to get new cars, 
we're going to get electric 
vehicles. If we’re going to 
build a new building, it’s 
going to be specced out 
from the very beginning to 
be LEED certified. We’re 
going to use geothermal 
for heating and we’re going 
to have solar panels on the 
roof. We should probably 
look again at the issue of 
windmills.” 

Harris said he has worked 
with state lawmakers on al- 
ternative means of transpor- 
tation, including the Marina

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Council At-Large Candidates Address Climate Change 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The six candidates run- 
ning for the three at-large 
seats on the City Council 
discussed’ climate change 
during a recent forum. 

The candidates all took 
the stage at the Quincy Cli- 
mate Action Network’s fo- 
rum on Oct. 19 at the United 
First Parish Church. Maggie 
McKee, a science writer and 
QCAN member, moderated 
the event. 

Incumbents Noel Di- 
Bona and Nina Liang, Ward 
1 Councillor Margaret La- 
forest, School Committee 
member Anne Mahoney, 
former councillor and public 
works commissioner Daniel 
Raymondi and _ first-time 
candidate Stephen Tougas 
are running for the at-large 
seats on the council. The top 
three vote getters in the Nov. 
7 election will win two-year 
terms. 

McKee asked the can- 
didates to identify the most 
significant thing they have 
done — either at home or 
professionally — to protect 
the climate. 

DiBona said he worked 
with QCAN members to in- 
troduce a resolution in May, 
cosponsored by Liang and 
retiring councillor Joseph 
Finn, asking the administra- 


tion to explore purchasing 
electric vehicles. et 

“We brought a resolution 
forward with Councillor 
Finn and Councillor Liang. 
We put it forward to ask the 
mayor to allow these electric 
cars for some of our fleets 
of cars out there,’ DiBona 
said. “We put it forward, we 
gave it to the mayor to rec- 
ommend and see if he would 
act on it...I listened to all of 
you, I listened to QCAN, 
and moved it forward.” 

Laforest identified coastal 
infrastructure projects in her 
ward as the most significant 
items she’s accomplished. 

“I represented the most 
vulnerable coastal district in 
our community and I spent a 
lot of time working on this 
matter. Right off the top of 
my head I can talk about 
tide gate controls, our coast- 
al infrastructure, repairs to 
the sea walls and outfalls, 
the removal of silt from our 
catch basins being cleaned, 
our marsh restorations,” La- 
forest said. 

« These are projects that 
not only did I advocate for, 
I worked on, I executed and 
stayed in touch with my 
constituents.” 

Liang said one, of her 
family’s restaurants began 
composting food waste, 
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something she said she’d 
like to see implemented 
citywide. 

“We found that although 
on the front end it looked 
like it was going to be more 
costly because we had to 
pay for different bags and 
we had to pay for training 


our staff to make sure we 


were sorting things prop- 
erly, we ended up saving 
money in less than a year,” 
Liang said. 

“That’s something I'd 
like to bring forward in my 
role as a city councillor as 
well.” 

Mahoney said the school 
board has encouraged stu- 
dents be taught about recy- 
cling and composting. 

“T’ve been on the School 


Committee the last 12 years. 
We’re encouraging educa- 
tion in, the schools to make 
sure kids understood the 
value of recycling and com- 
posting and the things they 
can do for the future,” Ma- 
honey said. “We also have 
to make sure we’re put- 
ting the information in our 
schools so our students have 
the opportunity to see the 
future of where they want to 
go, because it’s an economic 
engine as well.” 

Raymondi pointed to his 
time on the council, when 
he wrote legislation to es- 
tablish a hotel tax to provide 
funding for parks and open 
space projects to make up 
for shortfalls in funding. 

“I decided to do some- 


thing about it-and I wrote a 
hotel/motel tax- legislation 
that in the beginning had a 
tremendous amount of op- 
position, but we persevered 
and led the way, and since the 
enactment of that law...$15 
million has come in to the 
city strictly to improve our 
parks, playgrounds, open 
space acquisition,:and our 
beaches,” Raymondi said. 


Tougas said he wants a 


clean city, but would not be 
a “salesman for special in- 
terests.” 

“I definitely agree we 
should have a clean city. 
We should be efficient,” 
Tougas said. “How far do 
we go? What do the people 
want? Do they want some- 
body who is looking out 


for their best interests, who 
yes, wants to modernize but 
not globalize, someone who 
wants the best for the city. 
and lower the costs as much 
as possible...or do they want 
someone who is a salesman 
for specialist interests, who 
wants to peddle every single 
ware of the global-warming 
industry?” 

_ McKee also asked the 
candidates what the city 
should do to combat climate 
change that it’s not currently 
doing. 

Liang said the city should 
install charging stations for 
electric vehicles. 

“Another thing I'd like to 
work on is making sure we

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gas emissions, less cars on 
the road,” Harris said. “We 
also need to improve our 
MBTIA service that we have 
here working with the state 
delegation.” 

Shaughnessy said the 
city should provide incen- 
tives for residents for things 
like recycling or installing 
more efficient items in their 
homes. 

“If someone is going to 
renovate their house,. per- 
haps the city could have 
some type of a credit. If 
you're going to put in new 
bathrooms, if they have a 
low-volume water flushing 
system, you get like a $50 
credit for that,” Shaugh- 
nessy said. “If you’re going 
to do some recycling with 
your trash, which is a won- 
derful thing, let’s have an 
incentive that they do more 
of it.” 

For her third question, 
McKee asked the candidates 


how they would work to 
improve Quincy’s recycling 
rate, which she said is cur- 
rently 15 percent. 
McCarthy said the city 
could offer financial incen- 
tives for those who recycle. 
“You could build in in- 
centives for residential — 


and also commercial — but 


residents with the assessor’s 
office tax-wise,” McCarthy 
said. “If you fulfill a certain 
punch list and did the right 
things, possibly there’d be 
incentives to keep that recy- 
cling and push it up from 15 
percent.” 

Murphy said personnel 
should go door-to-door to 
talk about recycling with 
residents. 

“T think the government 
should be out there canvass- 
ing neighborhoods not just 
to run for office, but to say 
‘hey, are you recycling? Do 
you know it saves us mon- 


ey...Do you know it helps 
the environment? What can 
we do to help you recycle?” 
Murphy said. 

Hughes said it was im- 
portant to reach out to parts 
of the community that might 
not be recycling now. 

“I think an enormous 
resource that we have as a 
community is new people 
coming who don’t speak 
the language who aren’t as 
familiar as some of the city 
services and things that are 
available,” Hughes said. 

Hurley said the city could 
take either a stick or carrot 
approach — either make re- 
cycling mandatory or imple- 
ment a pay-as-you-throw 
system, or offer incentives 
for recycling, such as the 
‘Blue Bin to Win’ program. 

“The real question is 
what do you want to do to 
get to say 46 percent, 50 
percent,” Hurley said. “It 


can be done.” 

Harris said education — 
for children and new mem- 
bers of the community — was 
important. 

“It starts right at the be- 
ginning with our children 
and the schools. We start 
with the schools. We edu- 
cate our children on recy- 
cling,’ Harris said. “Then 
we move on — especially in 
Ward 6, it’s a very diverse 
ward — as folks come into 
our community.” 

Shaughnessy also said 
education was important, 
for both schoolchildren and 
their parents. 

“We Should be support- 
ing...our teachers with the 
kids at a younger age and 
try to make it more fun and 
interesting so they can learn 
it at a young age and bring it 
all the way up amd they can 


come home and teach the 


adults,” Shaughnessy said.

Thursday, Oct. 19. I arrived 
a bit late, but in time to hap- 
pily observe that there’s a 
consensus among this year’s 
crop of candidates that cli- 
mate change is a huge prob- 
lem facing not just the world 
and country, but our beloved 
city.

In some cases, I heard 
candidates rattle off several 
good things that have been 
done in Quincy — putting so- 


_lar panels on schools, con- 


verting streetlights to LEDs, 
recycling, etc. Celebrating 
those things makes sense 
to some extent, but I cau- 
tion candidates and voters 
from thinking that Quiticy 
is a model community in 
these areas. We are not. We 
are kind of the middle of 
the pack. Solar panels and 
LEDs are ubiquitous in the

Commonwealth. In my job, 
I work with a lot of cities 
and towns in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, and there 
are many accomplishing 
much more. 

Several communities 
have produced citywide 

greenhouse gas inventories 
and have citywide energy 
plans, touching not just mu- 
nicipal facjlities, but the res- 
idential sector and business 
community as well, encom- 
passing buildings and trans- 
portation. Best practices in 
this area involve measuring 
where you are now so that 
you can better chart a course 
forward with knowledge 
about which measures would 
really move the needle. The 
top tier communities are not 
making incremental chang- 
es. They are making big, 
systemic changes. And their 
efforts to transition to clean 
energy have good econom- 
ics because, after all, Mas- 
sachusetts imports all of its 
oil and natural gas. 

My organization is fo- 
cused on mitigating climate 
change, meaning we pro- 
mote ways to reduce fossil 
fuel emissions. Briefly, any 
serious attempt to reduce

should focus on at least 
three things — reducing en- 
ergy use, increasing the use 
of renewable energy, and 
electrifying transportation 
(i.e. cars, buses, trucks). 
And all three must be done 
at a much greater scale than 
we see today. 

But greenhouse gases 
have accumulated so much 
in the atmosphere that we 
are already seeing horrible 
impacts from global warm- 
ing. Cutting emissions will 
help to contain damage in 
years ahead, but we still 
need to undertake serious 
measures to adapt, as some 
candidates acknowledged. 
Some talked about fixing 
seawalls and qleaning out 
catch basins. For certain, 
those are good things for 
a City to be doing. But to 
be honest, they are not at a 
scale necessary to protect 
thousands of homes and 
businesses here. Climate 
change adaptation costs and 
damage costs will be severe. 
Both politicians and citizens 
need to be honest with each 
other about these inconve- 
nient truths.

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Officials Concerned Over N orth Quincy Hotel’s. Branding

City officials expressed 
concern over the branding of 
a planned North Quincy ho- 
tel, with the neighborhood’s 
city councillor likening it to 
a “bait and switch.” - 
Cathartes,a Boston-based 
real estate development firm, 
received. permission from 
the Planning Board to build 
the five-story, 180-room 
hotel at the corner of Ar- 
lington and West Squantum 
Streets. During the approval 
process, Cathartes said the 
hotel would operate under a 
Marriott or Hilton brand. 
On Oct. 18, however, 
Robert Harnais, the attorney 
representing the developer, 
told the Planning Board the 
business would operate as a 
dual-flag hotel under both 
the Holiday Inn Express and 


Staybridge Suites brands. 

Harnais appeared before 
the board seeking approval 
for changes to the exterior 
of the proposed building, 
resulting from the change 
in branding, as well as addi- 
tional landscaping improve- 
ments. He said there would 
be no structural changes to 
the building — it will remain 
at 180 rooms — and the ho- 
tel would still be marketed 
towards business travelers 
with the same price points as 
a Marriott or Hilton would 
have had. 

“The price points are 
the same because we’re at- 
tracting the same people,” 
Harnais said. “It’s not a ho- 
tel-that they plan on having 
families come in...it’s a ho- 
tel in which business people 
are going to stay.” 


Harnais acknowledged 
the Holiday Inn Express 
branding might make board 
merffoers hesitant to back 
the change, given that 
Wednesday’s hearing came 
one day after a man was shot 


to death inside a Holiday . 


Inn Express in Dorchester. 
He said the proposed North 
Quincy hotel would be an 
upscale hotel — the same 
company that operates Ca- 
thartes’ Marriott-branded 
properties will run the North 
Quincy one. 

“This 4s -, not... the 
Dorchester hotel. This is an 
upscale hotel,” Harnais said. 
“Their history and their rep- 
utation is known for running 
upscale hotels.” 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain, in a letter to the Plan- 
ning Board, compared the 


change in branding to a bait 
and switch. 

“This was a last-minute 
surprise following the ap- 
proval of the project by this 
very board, which has given. 
me the impression of a bait 
and switch situation. For the 
two years I have been aware 
of this project, the brand of 
the hotel was reported to be 
that of a Marriott or a Hil- 
ton, but now it’s something 
else,” said Cain, who did not 
attend the meeting.

Board Suspends West Quincy Bar,

A Copeland Street bar 

will be forced to close for 
five days and had its hours

could lose its license if an- 
other violation occurs. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners on Oct. 17 
imposed those punishments 
on Callahan’s Tap. The bar-

will be forced to close from 
Nov. 1 to Nov. 5 for serving 
alcohol to a minor during a 
compliance check on Sept. 
9, and had its closing time 
moved from | am. to 11 
p.m., effectively immediate- 
ly, for having patrons inside 
after hours on Aug. 27. 

In April, the board sus- 
pended the bar’s license for 
a total of six days after pa- 
trons were found inside after 
hours in January and again 
in March. In..2015,, Calla- 
han’s Tap’s license was sus-

pended for five days after a 
bartender assaulted a patron, 
and the bar also failed com- 
pliance checks in 2012 and 
2013. 

Police Chief Paul Keenan 
warned Anthony Donnelly, 
the bar’s owner, that the 
board will move to rescind 
the license if any more vio- 
lations occur. 

“Tf there is any further 
violations I strongly urge 
you to bring an attorney 
with you next time, because 
we will be going for revoca- 
tion,” the police chief said 
Oct. 17. 

Lt. Peter Turowski, the 
Quincy Police Department’s 
liquor inspector, said a 
20-year-old male was sent 
into the barroom on Sept. 9 
and was able to purchase a 


_ beer during the compliance 


check, one of several con- 
ducted throughout the city 
that day. The compliance 
checks had previously been 
advertised in a local news- 
paper. 

Donnelly did not dis-

check. 

Turowski said a patrol 
officer was dispatched to the 
vicinity of Cross and Cres- 
cent Streets at 1:47 a.m. on 
Aug. 27 after receiving a re- 
port of a group of loud males. 
When the officer arrived in 
the area eight minutes later 
he saw a group of five males 
standing in front of Calla- 
han’s Tap drinking beer and 
being loud. The men told the 
officer they were waiting for 
a cab after leaving the bar, 
Turowski said. 

Turowski said the patrol 
officer then walked to the 
front door of the bar, which 
was locked, but was able to 
look inside and saw several 
patrons at the bar drinking 
bottles of beer. The patrol 
officer knocked on the door 
and was told to leave, then 
knocked again and identified 
himself as a Quincy police 
officer. The patrol officer 
then watched the bartender 
gather up the beers and put 
them behind the bar before 


opening the door. The of- 
ficer then spoke with Don- 
nelly, Turowski said, and 
the owner denied the men 
had been drinking. 

Donnelly told the licens- 
ing board that the five men 
outside the bar had been 
drinking elsewhere and 
headed to Callahan’s Tap to 
catch a cab. 

“The reason why the door 
was locked was because I 
didn’t want these guys to try 
and come in,” he said. 

Donnelly said the patrons 
found inside the bar that 
night were also waiting for 
cabs.

Margaret Laforest remem- 
bers when clam diggers 
were a common site along 
Quincy’s shorelines. She 
has a picture that was taken 
when she was four years-old 
digging clams on the beach 
near her home. 

“This area has a rich his- 


tory of clamming,” she said. 


“There are iconic paintings 
of clam diggers on Wollas- 
ton Beach.” 

At one time, a large per- 
centage of New England 
clams were dug in Quincy. 

“About 30 to 40 percent 
came from Quincy,” said 
Quincy Police Marine Unit 
officer Mike Foley. 

Laforest explained that 
she worked with Salem State 
University’s marine lab and 
state officials in an attempt 
to revitalize clamming in the 
city. The university donated 
a surplus of 100,000 seeds. 

Laforest _ collaborated 
with city officials to pick the 
best place for the clam beds. 


She said the area off Rock 
Island Road was selected 
due to its clamming history, 
sandy soil and neighbors 
who will keep an eye out for 
illegal clam diggers. 

“We really expect (the 
clams) will take off and 
grow and we as a commu- 
nity will be vigilant of it,” 
she said. “That’s why we 
selected this area.” 

She added that another 
planting is set for next year. 

Laforest noted that 
Quincy use to have a strong 
coastal economy and that 
clamming was a big part of 
it. Since the city benefited 
from the Boston Harbor 
cleanup project of about 


‘15 years ago, she said it is 


time to jump start Quincy’s 
coastal resources. 

“The water quality is now 
fantastic,” she said. 

Since shellfish have been 
shown to filter some pol- 
lutants from water, Lafor- 
est said the clams will be

Verizon also 
intends to locate a wireless 
store on site to replace its 
former shop at 480 Southern 
Artery. 

Patrick Cleary, one of the 
developers, said they hope to 
lease the portion of the build- 
ing that was formerly used 
as the dealership’s show- 
room to a bank. It would not 
be a full retail branch, how- 
ever; only loans and similar

ship at 479 Washington St. in Quincy Point — to improve its design. 


products would be offered 
on site. Tenants for the other 
storefronts have’ not been 
identified, but the develop- 
ers said they would likely be 
ones attracted to the urgent 
care clinic, such as a dentist 
or physical therapist. Cleary 
said FX/Harborlight is look- 
ing for low-volume tenants 
that wouldn’t add to traffic 
in the area. 

“Our hope is their cus- 
tomer is coming to them 
maybe once or twice a year, 
rather than once or twice a 
day,” he said. 

As part of the project, 
the parking lot will be re- 
configured to accommodate 
60 vehicles. The developer

will add new __landscap- 
ing along the perimeter of 
the property, including five 
trees on Bessie Street.

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70 Veterans Memorial Markers Restoration Underway —

Nearly six dozen memo- 
rial signs dedicated to vet- 
erans — many killed in ac- 
tion — that have weathered 
and show signs of neglect 
are in the process of being 
refurbished by city workers 
in the Veterans Services and 
Traffic and Parking Depart- 
ments. 

The effort to spruce up 
the signs and repaint the 
poles they stand atop is be- 
ing spearheaded by Graves 
Registration Officer George 
Bouchard of the Quincy 


Veterans Services Depart-. 


ment. He’s been helped by 
sign painter Deirdre Collins 
and laborer Chris DeCesare 
of the Traffic and Parking 
Department as well as lo- 
cal Boy Scouts who have 
fanned out throughout the 
city painting some 100 me- 
morial marker poles. 
Bouchard says 70 cast- 
iron signs will be cleaned up 
and repainted before being 
returned to their poles at me- 
morial squares throughout 


the city. As of last Friday, 


some 27 signs have been re- 
stored. He said he hopes to 
finish the rest of the signs by 
next Memorial Day. 

In all the city has dedi- 
cated 118 signs and stones 
to military veterans.

“It takes about a half 
hour to clean and paint each 
sign. 

“We have 27 done now 
and we have to do 70. My 
goal is to have them all 
done by Memorial Day next 
spring.” 

After the signs are re- 
moved they are cleaned be- 
fore a glossy brown spray 
paint is applied to the entire 
sign.

read the name on the sign.”

While Bouchard has no- 
ticed many of the signs need- 
ing sprucing up just driving 
around the city, some have 
been called to his attention 


by relatives of the memori- ' 


alized veterans. 

Some signs have needed 
more than painting. Some 
have gone missing while 
others are damaged beyond 
repair. So new ones have or 
are being ordered. 

One such sign is the me- 
morial marker dedicated to 
Sgt. George Montilio, a vet- 
eran of World War II. This 
marker disappeared along 
with its pole from its loca- 
tion near the Quincy Dis- 
trict Court House. A family 
member. notified Veterans 
Services and inquired about 
its whereabouts. 

Veterans Services was 
unaware the sign was miss- 
ing. Bouchard looked up 
where the sign should go, 
reordered a new’one made 
from aluminum (cast iron 
markers are not made any- 


‘ more) along with a new pole 


and had it installed where 
the old one stood. It’s now 
standing near Foster Street 
on Dennis Ryan Parkway 
just a short distance from the 
Francis X. Bellotti Quincy 
District Court House. 
Another memorial was 
located near Rogers Jewelry 
at 1402 Hancock St. in Quin- 
cy Center. It has just been 
replaced but was knocked 
over during exterior work on 
the Granite Trust Building. 


It will have to be replaced 


because it was damaged so 
badly, Bouchard said, not- 
ing the sign will probably be 
back up after the winter. 

Bouchard said he’s made 
refurbishing the weathered 
signs his personal crusade. 

“It’s a lot of work but 
there is no charge to the 
city. I could have taken all 
of these signs down and 
had them refinished by a 
plating company but this is 
something that I want to do. 
If I have to do these every 
two years I don’t mind,” he 
says. 

The signs are more than 


memorial markers of local 
veterans, many who were 
killed in action. They are 
a part of the city’s history, 
Bouchard says. 

“T’ve read through the 
files of the names on these 
markers and one file in- 
cludes a note written by 
the U.S. government to the 
deceased veterans explain- 
ing the circumstances of his 
death and what he did. It 
just struck me — wow. This 
is real stuff. 

“Another veteran was tor- 
tured before he was killed._ 
As I read through the fold- 
ers I realized this is history 
and the City of Quincy has 
so much history of sacrifice 
in times of war. And these 
veterans are part of that his- 
tory and they need to be rec- 
ognized properly.” 

The backing of each 
memorial marker contains 
brackets for two small flags. 
The city was placing an 
American flag along with 
the service flag representing 
the veteran’s branch of mili- 
tary but Bouchard said these 
service flags have been sto- 
len in the past. So, now each 
marker gets two American 
flags. 

Each marker also re- 
ceives a memorial wreath 
on Memorial Day from vari- 
ous veterans organizations 
throughout the city. They 
include the Morrisette Post 
(West Quincy), the Caddy 
Marine Corps Detachment 
(North Quincy) and Post 
380 in Houghs Neck (Ger- 
mantown, Merrymount and 
Houghs Neck). 

“They are responsible for 
putting the wreaths on these 
poles for Memorial Day,” 
Bouchard noted. 

Bouchard said he’s no- 
ticed signs in other cities and 
towns — without mentioning 
them — and “you can tell 
they have let these signs go. 
I felt we were letting ours go 
but as long as I’m on board 
we’re not going to do that. 

“T feel these veterans de- 
serve that.” 

Bouchard said he plans 
to remove about 15 or 20

to service members from 
around the world who fought 
wn the side of South Korea, 
Kwon said; the Boston con- 
sulate has awarded more 
than 200 of the medals this 


year. Kwon said South Ko- | 


reans still have vivid memo- 
ries of the war, which was 
fought from 1950 to 1953. 

“It is vivid still in the 
memory of Koreans. Old, 
young, it doesn’t matter. We 
remember vividly your sac- 
rifice,” Kwon said. “That’s 
why the Korean government 
is presenting these Ambas- 
sador for Peace Medals.” 

Kwon noted the parents 
of Moon Jae-In, the presi- 
dent of South Korea, were 
among the tens of thousands 
of civilians evacuated by 
American and United Na- 
tions forces from the North 
Korean port of Hungnam in 
the winter of 1950. 

“Surprisingly and mi- 
raculously, his parents were 
among those Korean refug- 
es rescued by allied forces,” 
Kwon said. “Without the 
courageous sacrifice of Ko- 
rean War veterans, he cannot 
be born and he cannot be the 
president of the Republic of 
Korea.” 

Koch thanked the South 
Korean government for rec- 
ognizing the veterans hon- 
ored Monday, and thanked 
the veterans for their ser- 
vice. - 

“There is great pride in 
the city of Quincy and great 
tradition in honoring our 


veterans and today is an- 


other example of that,” the 
mayor said.

THE HISTORY CHANNEI. 


* On Nov. 8, 1895, in his lab in Germany, physicist 
Wilhelm Conrad Rontgen becomes the first person to ob- 
serve X-rays while testing whether cathode rays could pass 
through glass. Rontgen received numerous accolades for his 
work, including the first Nobel Prize in physics in 1901. 

* On Nov. 9, 1938, German Nazis launch a campaign of 
terror against Jews in Germany and Austria. The violence 
was dubbed “Kristallnacht,” or “Night of Broken Glass,” 
for the countless smashed windows of 7,500 Jewish-owned 
establishments.

Baker has awarded the city.

Baker said Tuesday’s grant 
is meant to continue that and 
other investments the state 
has made on the downtown 
project. 

“The simple truth of the 


. matter is, yes this is an in- 


vestment that we the com- 
monwealth are making in 
this project, but the thing you 
should all know is it’s also 
an investment in the success 
we’ve seen and the demon- 
strated capacity to perform 
that we’ve seen over and 
over again from folks here in 
Quincy,” Baker said. 

Koch said the city would 
not have been able to un- 


dertake the revitalization of 
Quincy Center without sup- 
port from the state. Various 
state grants have been used to 
pay for costs associated with 
the Hancock-Adams Green 
and the relocation of the 
Town Brook, among other 
improvements. 

“We wouldn’t be able to 
keep the ball rolling without 
the partnership of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachu- 
setts,” Koch said. 

“If you’ve been by City 
Hall, you’ve seen the con- 
tinued work on the Hancock- 
Adaifis Greed. The first phase 
of that work was due to Mass- 
Works and Gateway Cities 
grants. Other infrastructure 
work in the downtown has 
been done through the help of 
Mass Works grants as well as 


some grants from the federal 
government. 

“We as a city — we’re fully 
committed, we’re fully in - 
but we couldn’t do it without 
the partnerships at-the ‘state 
and federal level.” 

Three members of Quin- 
cy’s delegation, on Beacon 
Hill — Sen. John Keenan and 
Reps. Bruce Ayers and Tack- 
ey Chan — were present for 
Tuesday’s ceremony. 

“MassWorks grants are 
pretty easy for legislators to 
vote for,” Keenan said. “It’s 
a pretty big chunk of money 
overall, but we know it’s 
going to come back to local 
communities, it’s going to 
come back in a very competi- 
tive way, a very wise way, it’s 
going to be used very well at 
the local level.”

--- Strange antiques and 
collectibles with mysteri- 
ous shapes and unknown 
purposes sometimes are 
part of a larger piece. Mys- 


-terious wooden wheels 


with wooden spokes and 
“about a 45-inch diameter 
were popular in the 1950s. 
They were hung on a wall 
as a decoration or put flat 
in a flowerbed. Each sec- 
tion between the spokes 
was planted with a dif- 
ferent herb or flower. The 
wheels were copied in 
giftware catalogs but were 
never identified as part of a 
“walking” spinning wheel 
used to spin woolen yarn. 
A curved “bowl” shaped 
like part of the border of a 
circle is sometimes sold at 
an antique shop. The bowl 
usually is made by impor- 
tant porcelain companies 
and it seems to be a bar- 
gain. It is part of a set of 
four crescent-shaped bowls 
and one round bow] that fit 
together to make a circle. 
The curved bowls held 
foods like olives, pick- 
les and sauces or several 
types of vegetables with 
sauce in the round center 
bowl. Most sets were made 
with the five bowls and 
a lid for the center piece. 
Once a piece broke, the set 
couldn’t be used. But the 
pieces still were attractive 
when used alone. 


A set made by Coalport 
porcelain in the Imari pat- 
tern sold in 2016 for $923. 
Single curved bowls can 
be found for $50 to $75. A 
covered center bowl might 
fetch $100.

Over Opioid Epidemic 


The City of Quincy intends to 
pursue civil litigation against the 
pharmaceutical industry for its 
role in creating and exacerbating 
the ongoing state and national opi- 
oid abuse crisis, Mayor Thomas 
Koch announced Tuesday. 

Koch has signed a no-fee con- 
tract with the Washington D.C.- 
based law firm, Motley Rice LLC, 
to pursue a lawsuit against the 
drug industry based on marketing 
and distribution of opiate-based 
prescription painkillers that he 
said deceptively downplayed the 
dangers of addiction and flooded 
the marketplace with drugs that 
start a chain reaction of addiction 
from pills to illegal narcotics such 
as heroin and fentanyl. 

Quincy is the first major city in 
Massachusetts to begin individual 
legal proceedings against the com- 
panies responsible for manufactur- 


ing and distributing opioid pain- 
killers. Motley Rice represents a 
number of other states and cities, 
including the City of Chicago, in 
similar actions across the country. 

The primary goal of any action, 
Koch said, will be to change the 
behavior of an industry that has 
played an outsized role in the sub- 
stance abuse crisis facing almost 
every American community. 

“We have to be willing to fight 
this crisis on every front, and hold- 
ing the drug industry accountable 
for its deceptive and dangerous 
practices is an important one,” 
said Koch. “This is another spoke 
in the wheel in our efforts to con- 
front this epidemic together as 
community, joining enforcement; 
treatment and recovery; and edu- 
cating our young people.” 

The City will only pay Motley 
Rice based on a percentage of any 


award for damages received as part

A quarter of Quincy’s registered 
voters are expected to hedd to the 
polls Tuesday to cast ballots in the 
city’s municipal election, which 
features contested City Council 
and School Committee races. 

Polls open-at 7 a.m. on Tues- 
day, Nov. 7, and will close at 8 
p.m. City Clerk Nicole Crispo said 
results should be known around 9 
p.m. that night. - 

Tuesday’s election will fea- 
ture races for six seats on the City 
Council — the three at-large posi- 
tions and district races in Wards 1, 
5 and 6 — and a contest for three 
School Committee seats. 

Crispo expects a turnout of 25 
percent in the municipal election, 
with about 14,960 of the city’s 
59,841 registered voters casting 
ballots. Turnout in the Sept. 12 
preliminary election — featuring 
four council races — was 14.68 per- 
cent, with 8,728 of the 59,465 vot- 
ers eligible to cast ballots in that 
election doing so.

While working to estab- 
lish the CAC, I have also 
been stressing to MBTA 
leaders the importance of 
managing these projects 
effectively. The Quincy 
legislative delegation, at 


at the end of September, 
pressed for more detailed 
and thorough mitigation 
planning. 

MBTA leaders have 
been responsive to many of 
our recommendations and 
inquiries thus far, includ- 
ing specific concerns and 
questions we’ve brought 
to them after hearing from 
you. For example, they 
have 2ommitted to better 
traffic management at the 
Neponset Circle through 
the presence of a police of- 
fice. They have committed 
to conducting trial runs of 
the proposed shuttle ser- 
vice so that traffic impacts 
are clearly understood. 
They have also, through 
their parent agency Mass- 
DOT, begun working with 
the City on the extension 
of Commander Shea Bou- 
levard to create direct ac- 
cess to ferry service from 
Marina Bay. They have 
begun posting information 
at the Wollaston Station 
to alert riders of the up- 
coming project, and have 
scheduled another public 
meeting for community 
feedback before the sta- 
tion closes. 

While much progress 
is being made towards ef- 
fectively mitigating the 
impacts of the work, I 
still have concerns. I have 
asked for of a comprehen- 
sive plan to replace the 
loss of some parking spots 
at the Wollaston and North 
Quincy stations, continue 
to push for an increase in 
the frequency of the 210, 
211, 215, and 217 bus 
routes as a complement 
to the planned sauttle ser- 
vice, and am pushing for 
a comprehensive plan to 
manage likely crowding 
at the North Quincy plat- 
form. 

These are areas where 
I will continue to demand 
more information, more 
detailed planning, and 
better public communi- 
cation, and in this regard 
will strive to keep you up- 
dated.

‘lection Day is less than a week away. . 

After months of campaigning from the candi- 
dates and weeks of election coverage in this newspa- 
per and elsewhere, it’s now up to you — the voter — to 
decide the outcome in a host of contested races. 

There are competitive elections for councillor at- 
large, council seats in Ward 1, Ward 5 and Ward 6 as 
well as school committee. There are six candidates 
seeking three councillor at-large seats and six candi- 
dates for three school committee seats. There are two 
candidates each in the ward council seats — only one 
winner in each ward. 


Voters will elect at least two new city councillors: 


since there is one open seat for at-large and the Ward 1 
seat is also open. There are also two open school com- 
mittee seats. So, there will be some new faces serv- 
ing in municipal government after inauguration day in 
January. 

One race voters will not decide is for mayor. That 
seat is not up this year because of the new four-year 
mayoral term Quincy voters approved in 2013. Mayor 
Thomas Koch won the first four-year mayoral term in 
city history in 2015 and the seat will back on the ballot 
in 2019. 

We’ ve heard that there is not as much political buzz 
surrounding this election because there is no mayor’s 
race this time around. A good mayor’s contest can 
spark the electorate and invigorate voters to go to the 
polls. The mayor, after all, is the chief operating offi- 
cer of the city in a strong mayoral form of government. 
The mayor’s list of responsibilities is vast and varied 
from being the chief appointing authority to crafting 
the city budget to signing leases and contracts. 

But the mayor does not run the city alone. The City 
Council and School Committee also have their respon- 
sibilities and duties and can exert their own influence 
in how the city is governed and managed from ward 
projects to school initiatives and other quality-of-life 
issues. ; 

Which bring us back to our opening statement. 

You, the voter, have a responsibility, too. 

No one begins their elected public service in Quincy 
without your approval. 

We believe voters should carefully consider all can- 
didates — including their backgrounds, their priorities, 
their experience and their positions — before heading 
to the polls to cast their votes on Tuesday, Nov. 7. 

We have covered numerous candidates forums to 
help educate our readers about the 18 candidates who 
are on the ballot next Tuesday. 

We also published profiles on each candidate in our 
Oct. 19th issue. We have decided to post those profile 
pages on The Quincy Sun’s website for those who may 
have missed them.

Some candidates have also sent us their campaign 
news.

The biggest factor determining the outcomes of the 
five contested races next Tuesday could very well be 
turnout. City Clerk Nicole Crispo is forecasting about 
25 percent of the city’s nearly 60,000 registered voters 
— some 15,000 — will cast ballots next Tuesday. That 
would be a marked improvement over the preliminary 
election Sept. 12 when only 8,728 voters went to the 
polls. ;

THIS OLD POSTCARD is a view of Sea Street from 
near the end of Thomas Street in Houghs Neck. The 
building on the left with the peaked roof was Power’s 
Casino, a major attraction in old time Houghs Neck. It 
was built in the late 1800s as part of an amusement park 
between Shennen and Winthrop Streets. The Casino 
was a large recreational building that offered among 
other things pool, billiards and dancing and was the first 


place in Quincy to have candlepin bowling alleys. They 
also rented boats on the north bay side of the Neck. It 
burned to the ground about 1918. The large building in 
the left center was Associates Hall at 1240 Sea St. That 
building also met its fate in a fire in the 1920s. The dark 
line in the street is an artist’s enhancement of the trol- 
ley tracks that went down to the yacht club.

Whenever I find a pasta recipe (my. fa- _ 


vorite) I always try to cook it and then share 
it with you.

- % cup white wine, or low sodium chick-

Cook the cheese tortellini according to 
directions adding the broccoli in the last 
10 minutes of cooking time. Drain and set 
aside. . 

Meanwhile, add the olive oil to a skil- 
let, sauté the sausage, onion and seasoning. 
Cook, stirring until sausage is browned 
about 10 minutes. Add wine (or broth) and 
reduce heat to medium. 

Cover, cook and stirring occasionally 
until sausage pieces are no longer pink in

(if used) and cook stirring until heated 


through. 


Remove from heat and stir in %4 of the 


cheese and transfer to serving bowl.

Millet is a very small, round grain with a 
history that traces back thousands of years.

Have you ever pulled on 

your jeans in the morning 
and it appears that overnight 
you’ve grown what seems 
like four inches around your 
midsection? One second, 
your stomach is totally flat 
and the next, it’s too swollen 
to squeeze into your pants. 
On top of it all and you’re 
burping and gassy too! 
Well, you’re not imagin- 
ing things; you have acquired 
the dreaded belly bloat! And 
even if you’re doing all the 
right things like, exercising 
regularly and eating healthy, 
a multitude of factors in your 
day can contribute to sud- 
den and unexpected belly 
bloat. Indeed, what we eat 
and drink plays a direct role 
in bloating. After a weekend 
of indulging, it’s no surprise 
you feel bloated on Mon- 
day. But keep in mind; it’s 


not always rich, fatty foods’ 


that instigate inflation in 
your midsection.“According 
to research from the Inter- 
national Journal of Clinical 
Practice, it turns out that the 
biggest culprits for those 
prone to tummy troubles 
are FORMAPs. The acro- 
nym stands for fermentable 
oligosaccharides, disaccha- 
rides, monosaccharides, and 
polyols. In a nutshell, these 
carbohydrates are poorly ab- 
sorbed in the small intestine 
and rapidly fermented by

bacteria in the gastrointes- 
tinal tract. This progression 
creates gas, which leads to 
symptoms such as bloating. 
However, the good news is 
we can often take steps to 
prevent it. 


Experts recommend - 
avoiding these dietary 
choices: 


¢ Yogurt - It’s flaunted 
for its stomach-calming 
probiotics, but certain types 
of yogurt could actually be 
doing you more harm than 
good. The reasoning is be- 
cause dairy products contain 
varying levels of the sugar 
molecule lactose, which 
gets fermented in your body 


resulting in gas bubbles and 


bloating. Nevertheless, that 
doesn’t mean all yogurts 
are forbidden. Plain Greek 
yogurt, which usually has 
around 12 grams of sugar 
and plenty of protein, is a 
safe bet. Nonfat and low- 
fat yogurts conversely may 
contain close to 30 grams of 
sugar, making them a much 
gassier selection. 

¢ Legumes - If your 
plans necessitate you fitting 
into a skin-tight dress, keep 
your distance from beans, 
lentils and peas. Some of 
the sugars they contain are 
problematic for the body to 
break down, which leads to 
gas and bloating. If legumes 
are a non-negotiable choice, 


stick to small portions or 
take Beano, a digestive en- 
zyme product, beforehand. 

¢ Dairy products - If 
you have lactose _intoler- 
ance, which means your 
body doesn’t have the nec- 
essary enzymes to break 
down sugar, dairy products 
may elicit some bloating. 
However, there’s no need to 
totally eliminate milk from 
your diet, merely opt. for the 
lactose-free variety. 

e Asparagus, broccoli 
and cabbage -Unquestion- 
ably, these are nutritious ad- 
ditions to your diet. None- 
theless, these vegetables also 
contain raffinose, a sugar 
that remains undigested un- 
til it arrives in the large in- 
testine, where it’s fermented 
by methane-producing bac- 
teria. Consuming these in 
moderation, and combining 
them with other foods will 
assist in the prevention of 
bloating. Remember it’s im- 
portant to take into account 
that your- body probably 
digests them better when 
they’re cooked, not raw. 

¢ Onions - Fructan, a car- 
bohydrate found in onions, 
can signify trouble for your 
abdomen. Foods such as 
leeks, shallots, and onions 
are poorly absorbed and 
produce an increase in the 
water content in the intes- 
tine. The consequence can

and distention of your belly. 

¢ Sugarless gum - Are 
you cultivating a gum habit? 
The regretful news is that 
the sugarless kind character- 
istically contains sorbitol, a 
sugar alcohol identified as 
a culprit for causing bloat- 
ing and other gastrointesti- 
nal distress. The digestive 
system is not a big fan of 
imitation foods. That hazard 
extends to other artificially- 
sweetened foods and drinks, 
also. Try to adhere to 2 or 
3 servings of these a day, 
if you can’t eliminate them 
entirely. 

¢ Apples - An apple a 
day may keep the doctor 


away, but it may Cause your ~ 


belly to look a bit inflated in. 
the process. Certain people 
have trouble tolerating fruc- 
tose, a sugar found in apples 
and other fruits, couple this 
with the fact that apples are 
high in fiber and the result 
may be stomach distension. 
Try eating half or a quarter 
of a serving at a time to min- 
imize the swelling. 

¢ Frozen dinners and 
processed foods - Use 
caution when consuming 
microwavable meals and 
canned soups, bottled salad 
dressing, condiments and 
sauces. These food items 
are typically high in sodium. 
Salt can be a real trigger, 


particularly for women. Be . 


vigilant in reading food la- 
bels carefully and search for 
lower sodium products. 

¢ Grains - For those with 
gluten intolerance, eating 
certain grains cause an im- 
mune reaction, destroying 
the lining of the small intes- 
tine. This leads to gas, bloat- 
ing, diarrhea, and/or consti- 
pation. Wheat and rye are 
both on this list, due to their 
non-digestible fructan con- 
tent. However, even if you

don’t have gluten intoler- 
ance, the insoluble fiber can 
still be fermented by bacte- 
ria, leading to an abundance 
of gas. 

¢ Carbonated drinks - 
If your typical day involves 
gulping a few sodas, this 
could be the explanation of 
your bloating difficulties. 
The air bubbles in carbon- 
ated drinks, even if they’re 
diet drinks, will expand in- 
side your GI tract causing 
it to expand like a balloon 
filled with air. 

¢ Bulky meals - Con- 
ceivably, it’s not astonish- 
ing that consumption of a 
large quantity of food in.one 
condensed period of time 
can trigger gastrointestinal 
problems. When your stom- 
ach is fully expanded, it can 
hold about six cups of food, 
think of it as six tennis balls. 
Large-volume meals can re- 
sult in a bloated appearance.

That includes even the ever 
so healthy salads, so con- - 
centrate on portion sizes. 


This is particularly impor- 


tant at restaurants, where 
most of the time portions are 
over-sized and you have less 
control over the dining situ- 
ation. Aim to leave at least 
a quarter of your food on 
your plate, or ask for a take- 
out container at the begin- 
ning of the meal and put a 
portion of the meal in there 
so you won’t be tempted to 
overindulge.

Retirement Credits

Dear Rusty: I have delayed taking my Social Security 


retirement benefits for about 3 years past my full retire-. 


ment age. I now want to start collecting benefits and am 
confused about the benefit calculation if I start midyear. 
Yesterday, I went to the Social Security office and ap- 


. plied and was told I would receive $1,000 month (to make 


up a number) starting in November and again in Decem- 
ber, and then in January the amount would increase to 
$1,070. Looking at the award letter online today, it is 
only showing the $1,000 starting in November. A long 
call to Social Security did not result in the person saying 
the amount would increase in January so I suspended my 
claim. 

Looking further online it appears the $1,000 amount 
was the benefit as of January 2017, 10 months ago. 
Searching the Social Security website seems to say the 
benefits increase on a monthly basis, not annually - but 
the $1,000 is an annual calculation from 10 months ago. 
There is no verbiage talking about what happens if a per- 
son delays collecting and then sometime before he turns 
70 starts to collect. 

So the question is: If I do start receiving the January 
2017 amount of $1,000 in November, will Social Secu- 
rity do an adjustment for future payments in January of 
2018 for the 10 months from January to October? Or am 
I stuck with the reduced $1,000 forever? Signed: Un- 
certain 

Dear Uncertain: You haven’t given me your birth- 
date, but from what information you’ve provided I be- 
lieve it to be January 1948, which means that your full 
retirement age (FRA) for Social Security purposes is 
66. Since you did not apply for Social Security at your 
FRA, you have been building Delayed Retirement Cred- 
its (DRCs) at a rate of 8 percent per year, which means 
that as of January 2017, you were entitled to 124 percent 


of the benefit you were due at FRA. You are correct that 


DRC’s are earned monthly and the increase rate is 2/3 of 
1 percent per month, so by November of 2017 you would 
have accrued an additional 6 percent DRCs for a total of 
130 percent of your Primary Insurance Amount (or “PIA”, 
the amount you were entitled to at your FRA). However, 
since Social Security only re-computes benefits to apply 
DRCs in January of each year, you wouldn’t actually re- 
ceive a benefit increase for that extra 6 percent of DRCs 
until January 2018. In other words, Social Security does 
not pay DRCs retroactively. 

If you are correct that your benefit amount for January 
2017 was $1,000, by doing the math we calculate your 
Primary Insurance Amount (the amount of your benefit at 
age 66) to be about $807 and your benefit amount starting 
in either January or November of 2017 at about $1,000, 
or 124 percent of your PIA. Since as of November you 
have actually accrued 130 percent in DRCs, you will get 
the additional 6 percent DRCs starting with your January 
2018 benefit (paid in February 2018) for a total of $1,049 
(130 percent). If you instead wait until you are age 70 to 
start benefits in January 2018, the amount would be 132 
percent of your PIA, or about $1065 ($807 x 132 percent 
= $1,065). Our figures do not allow for any COLA in- 
creases. 

So if you did start your benefits in November 2017 
your benefit then would be the same as it would have 
been in January 2017, because DRCs are only applied to 
benefits in January of each year. Then in January 2018 
your benefit amount would be recomputed to add the ad- 
ditional 6 percent DRCs you accrued from January - Oc- 
tober 2017. The exception to this rule is that earned DRGs 
are immediately applied to your first benefit payment in 
any month when you apply for benefits at age 70.

The six residents running 
for three seats on the School 
Committee in next week’s 
election made their final 
pitch to voters during a re- 
cent forum at Quincy High 
School, with candidates say- 
ing their backgrounds sepa- 
rate them from the rest of 
the field. 

The candidates all took 
the stage at the event hosted 
by the Quincy Democratic 
and Republican city com- 
mittees at the high school 
on Oct. 26. Alicia Gard- 
ner, the chair of the Quincy 
Democratic committee, and 
John Iredale, the chair of 
the Quincy GOP committee, 
served as moderators for the 
event. 

The six candidates run- 
ning for the three school 
board seats in the Nov. 7 
election are Anthony An- 


dronico, Doug Gutro, David 
Jacobs, Emily Lebo, Ger- 
aldine Manning, and Mark 
Sauter. Gutro is a former 
city councillor and Lebo 
currently serves on the com- 
mittee; the remaining four 
residents are all first-time 
candidates. 

The three candidates with 
the highest vote totals will 
win four-year terms. 

The candidates had a 
chance to make opening 
and closing statements at 
the event, and fielded ques- 
tions from the moderators. 
The candidates were not all 
asked the same questions. 

In his opening statement, 
Andronico touted his work 
at his previous job with Mass 
Insights, which focused on 
closing the achievement 
gap in gateway cities across 
Massachusetts.

John Adams was _re- 
membered in his hometown 
Monday on the 282nd anni- 
versary of the second presi- 
dent’s birth.

Manning said the schools 
could add security at all lev- 
els, but too much security 
could result in students feel- 
ing less safe. 

“T did my dissertation on 
South Boston and why ‘they 
were opposed to busing and 
one of the statements that 
I heard over and over and 
Over again was ‘our schools 
used to be someplace where 
our students could go where 
they felt safe and as they put 
more and more equipment 
and police in the schools it 
felt less and less safe to the 
students,” Manning said. 

Sauter said the school 
systems needs to begin edu- 
cating students about sub- 
stance abuse issues at the 
elementary level. 

“It’s important to get the 
kids knowledgeable and 
educated about the dangers 
of these drugs at an even 
earlier age,” Sauter said. 
“I’m glad the School Com- 
mittee has been tackling this 
over the summer and we’re 
implementing new curricu- 


lum. I wish we had done 


this slightly earlier and was 
dismayed to see the DARE 
program that we use still 
does not have lessons about 
opioids.” 

In his closing statement, 
Sauter said he would make

the committee more diverse 
both as the parent of young 
children and as an attorney. 

“We currently have for- 
mer educators, a parent of 
high school age children 
and a recently graduated 
high school student; the 
committee lacks, however, 
a parent of young children. I 
think that I could bring fresh 
ideas and perspective and 
this would be an asset on the 
School Committee,” Sauter 
said.

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Mass Pike Expansion Testimony 


I went to the Statehouse on Tuesday, October 24th, and testified against State 
Senate Bill $.1959. This is the bill that will expand the Massachusetts Turnpike 
to highways around the state, such that eventually, nobody will be able to get 
anywhere of distance without having to have a transponder and pay a toll. This 
will result in a direct tax on the people of Massachusetts and Quincy, for which I 
promise to continue fighting against, whether I'm elected as a City Councilor or 
not, as I have already been "at-large" and fighting against this.

My name is Steve Tougas. I’ve been a software engineer for over 30 years with my name on a patent, including hav- 
ing developed a prototype for performing surgery over the Internet.

The theme in all of this is that this has demonstrated the 
legislature’s perpetual desire to raise taxes however it can, and at every opportunity it can; and, to deceive the 
people, while using the law to prevent the taxpayers from stopping them. 


The possible uses of this technology are much more tyrannical than most people realize, or the line to testify would 
be out into the street. This bill further eviscerates of the right to private travel as more people will be electronically 
requested “papers please” everywhere they drive. What’s being systematically implemented all around us is the 
Trojan Horse of global Technocracy.

A North Quincy High 
School student is seeking 
to reactivate a panel of stu- 
dents from both of the city’s 
high schools 
meet on a regular basis with 
the school committee to dis- 
cuss various issues. 

Luke Molloy outlined 
his plan to form a student 
advisory committee during 
the Oct. 25 school commit- 
tee meeting.

“We work on initiatives 


to make things better,” he © 


said. 

Molloy got the idea to 
reactivate Quincy’s student 
advisory council while serv- 
ing on the regional panel. 

“I saw how successful 
it’s been,” he said. “I want 
to bring this back.” 

The Quincy student com- 
mittee is to be comprised 
of three students each from 
North Quincy and Quincy 
high schools. The represen- 
tatives will be elected by 
fellow students.  - 

Molloy said that North 
Quincy High will hold its 
election on Tuesday, Nov. 
7, “to coincide with the city- 
wide election.” 

North Quincy High 
School student council advi- 
sor and social studies depart- 
ment chairperson Danielle 
Fernandez praised Molloy’s 
drive to form the panel.

“The tone of the debates 
that John Adams overheard 
at the family hearth persuad- 
ed him that a career in the 
pulpit would, and I quote 
John Adams here, ‘involve 
me in endless altercations 
and make my life miserable 
without any prospect of do- 
- any good to my fellow 

”” Georgini said. 

Gees. John Adams 
thought a career in law 
would be best.” 

_Georgini noted Adams 
proclaimed two days of fast- 
ing while he was president 
as American relations with 
France deteriorated. Georgi- 
ni said colonial governors 
and clergy had regularly 


called for days of fasting, 


but Adams’ critics said the 
move was high-handed and 
protests broke out in Phila- 
delphia, then the nation’s 
capital. 

“Adams griped to Ben- 
jamin Rush that the fast day 
debacle had cost him the 
presidential pulpit and his 
rightful place in God’s un- 
folding history of America,” 
Georgini said. 

In his later years, Adams 
began studying other reli- 
gions, she stated. 

“Understanding how 
others prayed became John 
Adams’ final journey. Just 
take a look at some of his 
annotated books, which are 
held in the Boston Public 
Library,” Georgini said. “He 
owned an 1806 edition of 
the Quran and speculated 


- on parallels between the 


biblical exodus of the Jews 
and the migration of Native 
American tribes.” 

Students from the city’s 
three high schools — Quin- 
cy High’s Sara McDonald, 
North Quincy High’s Nicole 
Setow, and the Woodward 
School’s Jane Guay — all 
spoke at Monday’s ceremo- 
ny. Bob Damon, the director 
of the church’s history and 
visitors program, said the 
students had been asked to 
convince Ken Burns to make 
the Adams family the focus 
of his next documentary, 

McDonald said John and 
John Quincy Adams both 
displayed selfless leader- 
ship. She noted, among oth- 
er items, that John Adams 
defended the British soldiers 
on trial for the Boston Mas- 
sacre, which harmed his law 
practice, and John Quincy 


Adams voted for the Embar- 
go Act of 1807, which was 
unpopular in Massachusetts 
and led to his resignation 
from the U.S. Senate. 

“A fresh look at the Ad- 
ams family would benefit 
how we would look at our 
world today, because they 
exemplify the kind of values 
that make our country great 
— selfless leadership, cour- 
age, and general concern for 
the welfare of others,” Mc- 
Donald said. 

“The Adams family is 
one that represents the best 
of America. If we hold our 
national leaders to this high 
moral standard, we will then 
cultivate the culture and 
principled leadership that 
built the founding character 
of our nation.” 

Setow described John 
and John Quincy Adams as 
unpopular presidents whose 
reputations were marred by 
scandals — the former for the 
Alien and Sedition Acts and 
the latter for being elected 
president by the House of 
Representatives despite los- 
ing the popular vote to An- 
drew Jackson — who refused 
to back down from what 
they believed in. 

“The story of the Ad- 
ams family demonstrates 
adversity and unpopularity 
are only temporary. They 
strove for greatness every 
day of their lives. John Ad- 
ams fought for justice, his 
son fought for greater equal- 
ity and his wife fought for 
women’s rights. Though 
their reputations were taint- 
ed by presidential scandals, 
the family refused to stop 
fighting,” Setow said. 

“History may not favor 
the Adams family, but to- 
day, in a world where peer 
pressure becomes increas- 
ingly prevalent, we may 
recognize them as models of 
courage.” 

Guay said Adams and 
his fellow founding fathers 


were the founders of what 
she called the true American 
dream. 

“Learning .about John 
Adams, I’ve come to think 


that he and other@®f like . 


mind are the founders of the 


true American dream, not 


the elusive notion of forever 
expanding economic op- 
portunity. Rather I mean the 
dream of living in a society 
that values the intellect and 
education, human expres- 
sion through the arts and 
that values its citizens, their 
ideas, their passions and 
freedom to pursue these,” 
Guay said. 

“This is the country I love 
to live in and our founders 
created it for us.” 

Douglas Adams, a de- 
scendent of John and Abi- 
gail Adams, said two of the 
second presidents’ greatest 
achievements while in of- 
fice were avoiding a full- 
scale war with France in the 
wake of the XYZ Affair and 
the Quasi-War, as well as 
his nomination of John Mar-. 
shall as chief justice of the 
United States. 

“May we honor today a 
legacy of peace and judi- 
ciary independence and in 
these things John Adams’ 
good governance,” Douglas 
Adams said. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
noted Adams is . known, 


“among other titles, as the fa- 


ther of the U.S. Navy. Koch 
thanked Annexstad and sail- 
ors from the Naval Opera- 
tional Support Genter Quin- 
cy — as well as those serving 
in the military around the 
world — for their service. 
“John Adams is known 
by many titles — patriot, 
diplomat, farther,  presi- 
dent, vice president — and 
one of those titles is father 
of the Navy. We have with 
us today the commander 
and folks serving our nation 
here serving in the Navy and

On Sunday, Oct. 22, at approximately 1:20 p.m., Officer 
John Leuchte was on routine patrol when he heard a Quincy 
Police broadcast to look out for a “blue Nissan Altima all 
over the road.” The vehicle was last seen in the area of Sea 
Street and Quincy Shore Drive. 

The dispatcher stated they received numerous calls from 
motorists about this vehicle as it travelled south on Quin- 


cy Shore Drive. One of the identified callers stated the car 


was driven by a male operator with a female in the passen- 
ger seat. She added she was behind the vehicle on Quincy 
Shore Drive from Hollis Avenue to Sea Street and observed 
it swerving back and forth in an S pattern. She stated the 
car hit the right curb four or five times and that her husband 
had to hit the horn several times because the suspect’ ve- 
hicle would stop and stay motionless. They also noticed the 
driver had his head down and appeared to be asleep. Once 
they started moving onto Sea Street, the caller said she saw 
a cruiser and pointed at the Altima out her window. 

Officers Leuchte and Dougan, upon spotting the vehicle 
and the witness identifying the vehicle, pulled it over. As 
the officers exited their vehicles, Officer Cleary pulled up 
on the other side of the road and began to walk over to the 
vehicle. Officer Cleary observed the male driver with his 
head down and appeared to be asleep at the wheel. The sus- 
pect vehicle then started rolling forward and hit a vehicle 
parked in front of it. The male driver then popped his head 
up upon impact. 

Officer Cleary told the driver to put the car in park and 
take the keys out of the ignition while Officer. Leuchte 
told him to exit the vehicle and stand in a safe location be- 
hind his vehicle. After getting the driver’s license, Officer 
Leuchte asked him if he had any medical issues that would 
cause him to nod off. He stated no but hasn’t slept that well. 
When told that the department received 5 calls about him 
driving all over the road, swerving and hitting the curbs, the 
driver responded that he never hit the curb and was driving 
normally. 

The driver was instructed to take a seat on the curb as 
the officers examined the vehicle. All four tires were com- 


_ pletely bald and the passenger 
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rims had fresh metal showing 
on them consistent with hitting 
the curbing. Officer Leuchte 
also noted the driver was sway- 
ing back and forth with his eyes 
closed while sitting. His head 
was bobbing up and down and 
he appeared to be asleep. Officer 
Cleary tapped the driver’s shoul- 
der, woke him up and asked if he 
was ok. The driver didn’t answer 
so Officer Leuchte told him that 
they watched him nodding off again. The driver adamantly 

‘said that he didn’t nod off. 

Officer Leuchte told the driver that his eyes were con- 
stricted and wanted to know what drug he was on. The 
driver said that he took a Percocet earlier in the day. When 
asked if he should be driving, he stated, “Probably not.” The 
officer then called for an ambulance to check out the driver. 

Officer Cleary was looking inside the vehicle and found 
one cut straw (often used to snort heroin) with a substance 
believed to be heroin inside. The female passenger said that 
it was not hers, then handed over her pocketbook to the of- 
ficer and said, “Go ahead, look, I have no more drugs.” Of- 
ficer Cleary searched the pocket book and found one folded 
piece of white paper which he believed was used to store 
narcotics. Inside he found heroin. Officer Cleary asked her 
if the folded paper was hers and she stated, “No. I have no 
idea how it got into my purse.” Between the front seats of 
the vehicle was a prescription bottle containing Gabapentin. 

Meanwhile, the driver was again nodding off, so Offi- 
cer Leuchte inquired if he didn’t take any drug. The female 
passenger then interjected that the driver took one of her 
Gabapentin’s and then changed it to taking two of her pills.

All Saints Day is recog- . 


nized by the Christian litur- 
gical calendar on the first day 
of November, following All 
Hallows Eve (Halloween). 
Quincy Community United 
Methodist Church, 40 Beale

(Taken from the 
UMC Board of Global Dis- 
cipleship). 

“An All Saints Day 
worship service is a time 
in which we honor those 
persons who have passed 
throughout the past year as 
well as those whom we hold 
dear within our hearts,” said 
the Rev. Rebecca Baumann, 
church pastor. “Many tradi- 
tions have been used to hon- 
or our heroes of faith such 
as the ringing of bells, the 
reading of names, and de- 
signing a banner with names 
written on slips of paper 


in the shape of clouds thus 
creating a Cloud of Wit- 
nesses.”

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Wollaston Station Closing Jan. 2 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The Wollaston MBTA 
station will be closed for 
a 20-month period start- 
ing Jan. 2 as part of a $33 
million overhaul of the sta- 
tion, the transit agency an- 
nounced Monday. 

Additionally, the T said 
shuttle buses will provide 
service between North Quin- 
cy and Braintree stations be- 
tween Sunday and Thursday 
nights starting Nov. 12. The 
shuttle buses will run from 
9 p.m. to the end of service 
those nights. The T said the 
nighttime shutile service is 
needed to ensure the reno- 
vation project is as efficient 
as possible. 

Red Line trains will con- 
tinue to pass through the 


station but won’t stop there 
while it is closed. The -T 
plans to provide a -shuttle 
service during the 20-month 
period between Wollaston 
and North Quincy. 

The parking lot at the 
Wollaston station will re- 
main open while the station 
is closed, allowing com- 
muters to park there and 
take a shuttle bus to North 
Quincy. The total number 
of parking spaces available 
at the Wollaston station will 
be reduced, however, from 
538 to 423. The MBTA is 
recommending commuters 
who cannot park at Wol- 
laston use the overflow lot 
at North Quincy, located on 
Newport Avenue. . 

Renovation work at the 


station will continue after it 
reopens at the end of the 20 
months. 

The MBTA on Monday 
said Red Line service will 
terminate at North Quincy 
on 18 weekends during a 
24-month period starting in 
February 2018. Shuttle bus- 
es will run between Brain- 
tree and North Quincy on 
those weekends. 

_ The Wollaston station, 
which opened in 1971, is the 
only Red Line station not in 
compliance with the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act. 
Plans for the station include 
three elevators — one will 
be included in an expanded 
lobby under the station and 


-the other two will connect 


the platform to the parking 


lot via a new walkway over 
the tracks. The project will 
also include improvements 
to mitigate flooding at the 
station’s entrances, new 
bathrooms, additional cus- 
tomer paths, and site util- 
ity upgrades, among other 
items. 

T officials have said the 
closure of the station will 
allow the project to be com- 
pleted on a quicker timeline 
and for less money than if it 
were kept open during con- 
struction.

Eugene the Jeep first ap- 


peared in 1936 in the com-. 


ic strip “Thimble Theater,” 
along with Popeye and Ol- 
ive Oyl. Eugene the Jeep 
wanted to help humans 
and always told the truth, 
although the only word 
he said was “jeep.” There 
were other characteristics, 
too. Eugene ate orchids 
only, could predict the fu- 
ture, could teleport himself 
and walk through walls. 
Jeep was so popular that he 
was included as Popeye’s 
pet on and off in animated 
cartoons, comic strips and 
animated television shows 
from the 1930s and 1940s 
to 1987. 


Jeep memorabilia was 
plentiful, but a lot was not 
saved. There are old stuffed 
or wooden dolls, figurines, 
plaster carnival statues, 
toys, games and textiles.

According to the Na- 
tional Philanthropic Trust, Americans— between cash, prop- 
erty and other charitable donations—contributed more than 


$389 billion to various causes in 2016. That’s a nearly 5 _ 


percent increase from 2015. 

Everyone has their own reason for donating their hard- 
earned cash or property to charities of their choice, and a 
genuine desire to give back is typically at the top of most 
donors’ minds. But even the most ardent, most philanthrop- 
ic, most committed-to-the-cause donors have oe 
else in mind as well. 

The tax breaks. 

USS. tax law allows individual taxpayers to deduct chari- 
table contributions of up to 50 percent of their adjusted gross 
income. That’s a major incentive to cut a check to your alma 
mater or favorite nonprofit organization at the end of the 
year! But, before you do that, it’s important to think about 
your options. There are several tax strategies that could help 
you save money while doing a good deed. 

Put away the checkbook. — 

Making a cash gift is a popular (and generous) way to 
contribute to the nonprofit organization of your choice. But 
it’s not the only way to do it. Rather than donating cash, 
Strategic taxpayers may consider donating appreciated 
stock, property or even transferring their required minimum 
distribution (RMD) from their IRA directly to a charity. 

Implementing these — may help taxpayers avoid 
other taxes. For example, if you’ ve owned appreciated stock 
for more than one year, you can avoid paying capital gains 
tax on the appreciation by directly transferring it to a charity. 
And you'll get a charitable contribution deduction equal to 
the fair market value of the stock. Or, if you are over age 70 
¥% and have an IRA account, you can transfer your RMD (up 
to $100,000) to a qualified charity and reduce your adjusted 
gross income. Reducing your adjusted gross income rather 


than claiming a charitable contribution deduction may offer 


a better tax result. 

Recent tax law changes. 

In response “to this year’s devastating hurricanes, Con- 
gress suspended the AGI percentage limitation as well as 
the overall itemized deduction phase out rules with respect 
to charitable contributions associated with hurricane relief. 
Therefore, assisting with hurricane relief efforts may pro- 
vide an enhanced tax benefit in 2017. 

Double-check the value of the property you’re donat- 
ing. — 

If you decide to donate property rather than cash, it’s im- 
portant to pay close attention to the property’s value. Tax 
law sets forth different substantiation requirements based on 
the type and value of donated property. Without the proper 
substantiation, the IRS can deny the charitable deduction: 

- Property valued at less than $250 : 


Donating Your Property To Charity 


This is typically the most common deduction claimed by 
average taxpayers. It covers the box of lightly used win- 
ter clothes sitting in your spare bedroom, or the bicycles in 
your garage that your kids have outgrown. To deduct prop- 
erty valued at less than $250, taxpayers must receive (and 
keep!) a receipt from the charity. 

Property valued at $250 — $499 

In addition to the simple receipt, taxpayers donating 
items in this value range must also obtain, in writing from 
the charity, a description of the property donated and an in- 
dication as to whether-or not the donor received any goods 
or services as a result of or in exchange for the contribu- 

on. 
, Property valued at $500 — $4,999 

Taxpayers must obtain the records described above, plus 
include a detailed record of how they originally acquired 
donated item. Taxpayers must attach Form 8283 to their tax 
returns when the value of non-cash contributions exceeds 
$500. 

Property valued in excess of $5,000 

Taxpayers must obtain all records described above, 
plus an official, independent appraisal of the donated item. 
Again, Form 8283 must be attached to the taxpayer’s tax 
return and may need to be signed by both the scans 
appraiser and the charity. 

Vehicles 

Claiming a charitable deduction for donating a vehicle 
will require additional compliance. Depending on the fair 
market value of the donation, the donor will have to obtain 
the appropriate documentation listed above. They’ll also be 
required to present documentation showing that the charity 
is either 

a) using the vehicle to advance the charity’s stated mis- 
sion; b)- planning to make material improvement to the ve- 
hicle; or c) planning to donate or sell the vehicle to a needy 
individual at a significantly below-market price. The char- 
ity may provide Form 1098-C to the donor to provide this 
information. Form 1098-C must be attached to the donor’s 
income tax return if the claimed charitable contribution ex- 
ceeds $500. 

Act now. 

Since charitable donations are only deductible for the 
year in which they were made, interested donors looking 
to claim a deduction need to finalize their gifts in the next 
few months.

You don’t have to pay for the new card, which 
will start rolling out in April; don’t share your personal in- 
formation from someone claiming to be from the Centers 
for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS) and wee, to 
“verify” your information. 

SCAM ALERT #2: 

Veterans Day is prime time for bogus etait that like 
to claim they are benefiting our nation’s veterans. Scammers 
often use sound-alike names (or invent authentic “organiza- 
tions’’) to solicit funds. Before donating, check the charity’s 
name and reputation at give.org or www.charitynavigator.

Ingredients 
3 medium organic sweet potatoes 
3/4 cup coconut milk

2 teaspoons fresh ginger-minced or buy 
the already minced kind in a jar from the 
‘GINGER PEOPLE (easy and great qual- 
ity) 
1 teaspoon sea salt ( I like Redmonds 
Real Salt) 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 tablespoon organic maple syrup ( I get 
a big jug at Costco) 

Preparation 

1) Pre-heat oven to 425 degrees. Place 
clean sweet potatoes in oven and bake for 
45 minutes. 

2) Remove potatoes from oven when 
soft enough to be pierced with a fork, and 
allow to.cool. 

3) Peel potatoes (skin should come off 
quite easily), and place in large bowl, dis- 
card skins. 

4) Mash thoroughly with masher 
5) Add all temaining ingredient and 
blend to desired consistency.

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Are You Addicted To Exercise?

Do you insist on ris- 

ing at 5 AM to work out 
each morming, even when 
your back is aching, feet 
are throbbing, and your pil- 
low implores you to stay in 


‘bed? Do you only feel good 


when you’re training for tri- 
athlons? Is eating purely a 
way to replenish for the next 
race? Then. you may have 
developed an exercise ad- 
diction. 

For the vast majority of 
us, exercise is a positive 
thing that we don’t get 
enough of. But a minority of 
perfectionist athletes could 
be considered compulsive 
exercisers. Some experts 
refer to them as exercise 
addicts, or obsessives, or 
“obligatory athletes.” Re- 
searchers believe that as 
many as 10% of high-per- 
formance runners, and con- 
ceivably an equal number of 
body builders, suffer from 
an exercise addiction. 

Thirty minutes. a day of 
moderate physical -activ- 
ity is usually sufficient to 


- help avert things like dia- 


betes, high cholesterol, and 
high blood pressure. Exer- 
cise addicts tend to think 
that a two-hour run renders 
them four times as healthy. 
But experts explain that it 


| doesn’t work out that way. 


Excessive exercise can 


doe to injuries, exhaus- 


on, depression, and even 
ae It-can also precipi- 
tate long lasting physical 


harm. Your adrenal gland, 
pumping out hormones” as 
you strike the pavement, 
can only produce so much 


cortisol at a time before it © 


is adversely affected. Sud- 
denly, the heartbeat you had 
lowered to a resting rate of 
48 is now up to 80. You now 
run for two hours, then three 
hours without any improve- 
ment in your times. 

A recent study conducted 
by Deepika Laddu, an as- 
sistant professor of physi- 
cal therapy at the College of 
Applied Health Sciences at 
the University of Illinois at 
Chicago, and published Oct. 
16 2017 in the Mayo Clinic 
Proceedings, found white 
males who exercise more 
than seven hours a week 
have an 86 percent higher 
risk of developing plaque 
build-up in their arteries. 
Plaque build-up is a critical 
warning sign for potential 
future heart disease risk. No 
such elevated risk was seen 
among either black men or 
women. 

Current U.S. physical 
activity guidelines recom- 
mend 150 minutes of mod- 
erate activity or 75 minutes 
of vigorous activity weekly. 
Study participants were 
sorted into three groups, de- 
pending on average exercise 
levels. One group exercised 
beneath the guidelines lev- 
el. Another group met the 
guidelines, and a final group 


. participants 


exercised three times more 
than the guideline level. The 
researchers monitored the 
study volunteers from 1985 
to 2011. During that time, 
self-reported 
their physical activity rou- 
tines and were required to 


have at least three follow- 


up exams, which included 
CT scans to measure plaque 
build-up. Ultimately, the 
study team discovered that 
overall, when combining 
race and gender, those who 
wete among the most fre- 
quent exercisers were 27 
percent more likely to de- 
velop plaque build-up by 
the time they had reached 
middle age. 
after scrutinizing the num- 
bers further, the authors 
determined that only high- 
exercising white men faced 
a greater risk for developing 
plaque build-up then their 
low-exercising peers. Ex- 
perts agreed that the study 
had some limitations and 


~ that the conclusions did not 


mean people should stop 
exercising. However, what 
they did agree upon is that 
perhaps this study indicates 
that healthcare provid- 
ers should not assume that 
their patients are healthy 
simply because they exer- 
cise. Furthermore, it could 
be extremely beneficial to 
explore other crucial things 
when considering a patient’s 
overall medical profil.

Keep in mind, not every- 
one who likes to exercise 
a great deal. is an addict. 
Often, you can distinguish 
healthy enthusiasts from ex- 
ercise addicts by the follow- 
ing trait; healthy exercis- 
ers organize their exercise 
around their lives, whereas 
addicts organize their lives 
around their exercise. Ex- 


cessive exercise, in the - 


same. way as extreme diets, 
attracts people who feel an 
intense need for control in 
their lives. Similar to weight 
reduction, improved athletic 
performance is readily ob- 
servable. Correspondingly, 
most exercise addicts are 
unusually high performing, 
intelligent and have an aver- 
age of 18 years of education. 
The majorities are locked 
into their regimes, eat one 
meal a day, or eat exactly 
the same foods at each meal 
every day, and they meticu- 
lously measure everything 
such as their caloric intake 
or how much carbohydrates 
they’re consuming. They’re 
overly focused and overly 
serious about sports to the 
point that it frequently dis- 
rupts the rest of their lives. 
This can often affect person- 
al relationships and socializ- 
ing, and they defer going to 
parties so that they can go 
to bed at eight and get up at 
four to workout. 

There appears to be a 
multitude of definitions of 
addiction but one thing they 
have in common is the rep-

etition of a behavior past the 
point where it becomes self- 
injurious. When referring to 
exercise, this means, quite 
literally, refusing to stop or 
even limiting your regime 
when you are suffering from 
an injury. Addiction can 
“also mean exercising at in- 
appropriate times. Exercise, 
like being thin and pretty, is 
highly reinforced by soci- 
ety, so for people compelled 
to achieve, to be perfection- 
ists, and to be in optimal 
health, it’s somewhat under- 
standable that they become 
excessive. Often, runners 
begin by becoming addicted 
to “runner’s high,” a feeling 


of elation produced by the - 


release of hormones. But 
eventually, the adrenal gland 
burns out and they crash. 
What was once pleasing 
becomes painful and con- 
trolling and develops into a 
vicious cycle that they can’t 
break. Therapists advise that 
treatment for exercise ad- 
diction involves getting the 
athletes to see they have a 
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problem and that change is 
a necessity. 

Psychotherapy may be. 
part of the path to getting off 
the treadmill. The amount of 
time it takes for a person to 
overcome exercise addiction 
depends on the severity of 
the condition. In contrast, it 
may not be necessary in all 
of the cases. For many ath- 
letes, obsessive exercising 
is a self-limiting condition. 
They tend to, over time, re- 
duce their involvement to 
sensible levels themselves 
when their life, generally, is 
on an even and steady keel.

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| College Benefits 
For Dependent Child

Dear Rusty: I am an older father, having recently been 
blessed with another child from my second marriage. I 
started collecting Social Security at my full retirement age 
and although my current wife is not yet eligible to receive 
benefits, I now have a young child whose,future I need to 
worry about. So I’m wondering: is there any way Social Se- 
curity will help pay for my child’s future college education 
when that time comes? Signed: Older Father 

Dear Older Father: Well, Social Security won’t pay the 
tuition for your child directly, but since you’re already col- 
lecting benefits and have a young child from your second 
marriage, your dependent child is entitled to up to half the 
Social Security amount you are collecting. If you haven’t 
already, you should apply for this benefit right away. Then 
what you may do for your child is take advantage of what 
some have called a “Viagra College Fund,” that is, a Quali- 
fied Tuition Plan authorized by Section 529 of the Internal 
Revenue Code. This is often referred to simply as a 529 
Plan, and every U\S. state and the District of Columbia, as 
well as many educational institutions, offers at least one 
type of 529 plan. You may want to establish a 529 for your 
dependent child and then deposit their Social Security ben- 

efits into that plan. 

There are two types of 529 plans - prepaid tuition plan 
and college savings plan. The former allows you to pur- 
chase tuition credits at a participating university and the lat- 
ter simply establishes a savings account to be used for future 
college expenses. As you might expect, there are plenty of 
rules governing these plans, and you can find out much of 
what you need to know at https://www.sec.gov/investor/ 
pubs/intro529 htm. 

You are to be commended for thinking so far ahead for 
your young dependent’s future. Your minor child’s Social 
Security dependent benefit could be as much as 50% of your 
benefit, and will normally continue until they are 18 years 

of age (or 19 if still‘a student or disabled), so a substantial 
amount of college savings could-be accumulated in the 529 
by the time he or she attends college.

finisher Mahoney. This was 
DiBona’s third consecutive 
win city-wide. In 2013, he 
topped the school commit- 
tee race and two years ago 
finished second to win his 
first term as a councillor at- 
large. DiBona also finished 
first in the Sept. 12 prelimi- 
nary election. 

‘Mahoney and Liang also 
posted impressive victories 
considering the two finished 
fourth and fifth respectively 
in the preliminary election 
eight weeks ago. Mahoney 
polled 6,994 votes and Li- 
ang received 6,773 — a mar- 
gin of 221 votes. 

The three at-large candi- 
dates who were not success- 


ful at the ballot box Tuesday 


were Margaret Laforest, 
Daniel Raymondi and Ste- 
phen Tougas. 
-  Laforest, who vacated the 
Ward 1 seat she had held for 
eight years, finished fourth 
with 6,273 votes — 500 votes 
behind Liang. 

Raymondi, who served 
nearly 30 years as a school 
committeeman and Ward 
2 councillor and then six 


years as DPW commis- 
sioner before stepping down 
from that post earlier this 
year, was fifth in the at-large 
race with 6,259 votes — 14 
behind Laforest. 

Tougas, a first-time can- 
didate, was a distant sixth 
with 978 votes in the at- 
large race. 

In the Ward 1 council 
race, McCarthy won with 
by a comfortable margin 
over challenger Joe Mur- 
phy. McCarthy polled 2,471 
votes while Murphy re- 
ceived 907 votes ~ a margin 
of 1,564 votes. McCarthy, 
who served 12 years as a 
school committeeman, was 
unsuccessful in a bid for 
an at-large council seat two 
years ago. 

In the Ward 5 council 
race, incumbent and cur- 
rent City Council President 
Kirsten Hughes held off a 
close challenge by first-time 
candidate Michael Hurley.

Gutro, who served 14 
years on the city council as 
the Ward 5 representative 
and later at-large, was an 
unsuccessful mayoral can- 
didate two years ago. 

School committee candi- 
dates who did not win a seat 
in Tuesday’s election were 
first-time candidates Mark 
Sauter (4,487 votes, fourth

Tuesday marked the sev- 
enth time since 1959 that the 


order of finish in an at-large 


council race changed from 
the preliminary election to 
the final election. The last 
time it had happened before 
this election was 1975 when 
Paul Harold went from 
fourth in the preliminary to 
second place in the final. 
Two other candidates in 


city history finished fourth 
in an at-large preliminary 
but won a seat in the final: 
John Quinn and George Mc- 
Donald. - 

Quinn accomplished the 
political feat four times: 
from fourth to third place in 
1959 and 1963; and fourth 
to first in 1967 and fourth to 
second in 1977. 

McDonald finished 
fourth in the 1969 prelimi- 
nary election but jumped to 
first in the final. 

But Tuesday’s election 
may be the first city election 
when two at-large candi- 


_dates — Mahoney and Liang 


— finished fourth and fifth 
respectively in a preliminary 
but roared back to win seats 
in the final. 

The three at-large coun- 
cil winners reacted to their 
wins before The Quincy 
Sun went to press Tuesday 
night. 

“I feel great,’ DiBona 
said. “It’s been a long road. 
We started this journey in 
April. I knew that possibly 
Joe Finn would not be run- 
ning and a host of people 
would want to try to go for 
that open seat and I knew 
I had to get out there and 
started to work and I never 
gave up the gas for one sec- 
ond. 

“The voters that went out 
tonight and voted — thank 


you. Everybody that came 
to the polls, thank you. We 
got out our vote and we did 
a great job. I want to thank 
everybody that. held signs 
for me, everybody that put 
a sign in their yard, put a 
bumper sticker on their car. 

Mahoney, who won the 
seat vacated by eight-term 
incumbent Joseph Finn, 
said: 

“Even though I’ve been 
elected before, this city is 
a hard city and everything 
was ganging up and work- 
ing against me in this elec- 
tion. I’m very, very proud 
of what we were able to 
accomplish and I’m look- 
ing forward to seeing the 
citizens of Quincy brought 
to the table — that’s all I 
wanted to do. I’m excited to 
be at that table to start those 
conversations.” 

Liang said she ran for of- 


fice two years ago because. 


she wants to give back to 
the city and ran for a second 
term this year because she 
has more to offer. 

“T first came out and did 
this because I wanted to 
give back to the city where 
I grew up, where my fam- 
ily has invested their busi- 
ness in, where we’re all as a 
family dug in with our roots. 
That feeling is still there. It’s 
still strong. 

“I know I can do better 
and I know I have more to 
offer,” Liang added.

Lights shinned_ brightly 
on the 47" edition of the City 
of Quincy Tennis Champi- 
onship participants thanks 
to the improved lights on the 
Russel Park tennis courts. 
Installed by the Park De- 
partment, the new lighting 
led to resurgence in partici- 
pation in the longest run- 
ning municipal tennis tour- 
nament in New England. 
Under the watchful eye of 
Tournament Directors John 
Franceschini and Michelle 
Hanly, who both have had a 
hand in running the event for 
more than 25 years, players 
all showed enthusiasm for 
the city’s recently installed 
state of the art Musco tennis 
light system. The higher and 
brighter lights with fewer 
poles made the game more 
enjoyable and contributed 
to great play throughout the 
event which runs on nights 
and weekends each fall. 

Recreation Director Bar- 
ry Welch said, “The guiding

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captured this year’s share 
of plaques and bowls in 
the event which started out 
with four days of rain and 
boasted over three weeks of 
heated tennis action. 

All City Champions 
have their names added to 
ceremonial silver bowls or 
plaques which have had all 
past winners’ names en- 
graved on them since the 
tournament began in 1971. 
Those silver bowls and 
plaques remain on year 
round display in the office 
of the Recreation Depart- 
ment. Each City Champion 
and finalist is also presented 
with an award representing 
their individual achieve- 
ments. Every participant in 
the tournament receives a 
commemorative t-shirt. 

The results of this year’s 
tournament events are: 

In the Girls 16 and Un- 
der division, Lydia Chan, 
a student at North Quincy 
High School, continued to 
dominate the event which 
she has won since 2013. 
This is her fifth consecu- 
tive and last championship 
in this division as she will 
age out of the event in Sep- 
tember. In the champion- 
ship match, Lydia defeated 
newcomer Matilda Rollins, 
6-0, 6-0, who is a student 
in middle school and has a 
bright tennis future ahead. 

The Boys 16 and Under 
winner is also no stranger to 
the event. Shane Lerkvikarn 
claimed his third straight 
championship over final- 
ist Payton McGaffigan by a 
6-0, 6-1 score. Lerkvikarn 
first won in 2015 and will 
age out of this division for 
next year.

Winning the first set in a 
tie breaker, Kevin Paterno, 
was stretched to three sets 
before winning his third 
Men’s Doubles event and 
the Henry “The Master” 
McAuliffe Bowl in the last 
four years. All four have 
come with different part- 
ners. This year he teamed 
with Shane Lerkvikarn for 
the victory. The finals fea- 
tured a marathon match 
with Kevin Moy and Rus- 
lan Kasymov. Defending 
champion Robert Yee and 
his partner Paul Fortey were 


defeated in the semi-finals — 


as were David Zou and Jin 
Zeng.

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~On Wednesday, Nov. 1, at approximately 3 a.m., Officer 
Bryan Donovan was patrolling the Wollaston Center area 
when his attention was drawn to a Toyota parked on Wood- 
bine Street. The vehicle’s engine was running, with lights on 
but it was unoccupied. 

The officer noted that the vehicle did not have a front 
license plate, so he reversed direction and pulled up behind 
the vehicle. The vehicle had a Florida paper registration at- 
tached. Due to the time of night, the officer ran the pose 
plate. 

Moments later, a male came out of a nearby house and 
approached the cruiser. Officer Donovan stepped out of his 
cruiser and asked the male if it was his car and the male 
said, “Yes, I just went to see my friend.” When.asked for his 
license and registration, the male opened his wallet and in 
plain view the officer observed a gold badge. When asked 
if he was a police officer, the male responded, “No, it’s for 
family members, my friend gave it to me.” The badge was 
a small New York City Police badge and underneath the 
badge had the writing, “Family Member’ on it. 

This piqued Officer Donovan’s interest because the male 
didn’t say it was a family member so he questioned the male 
further but the male was either unable or unwilling to ex- 
plain further why he would have this badge in his posses- 
sion. At this time Officer Bossart arrived on scene. Officer 
Donovan again asked the male for his driver’s license and 
he began fanning out multiple credit cards and various other 
cards in his hand. The officer used his flashlight to assist 
the male in locating his license and noticed that some of 
the credit cards appeared to have short names while other 
names appeared to be very long. The male pulled out a New 
York City ID with his picture, name and date of birth on it 
but he was unable to produce a valid driver’s license from 
either MA or NY. Officer Bossart upon seeing the ID re- 
called the male from a prior arrest this year when the male 
was in possession of numerous credit cards under various 
different names, a large amount of cash, and property which 
was purchased using various fraudulent credit cards. 

Officer Donovan asked the male if he could see the cred- 
it cards and he handed them over. The male had multiple 
cards in his own name, as well as a red Bank of America

Officer Donovan believed the male was in possession 
of fraudulently obtained credit cards. The male said he has 
a MA driver’s license but didn’t have it with him. When 
asked to get the registration for the car, the male opened the 
driver’s door and sat down in the vehicle without closing 
the door. He provided a rental agreement listing him as the 
authorized driver. While sitting in the car looking for the 
rental agreement, the male opened the center console of the 
car and Officer Donovan saw an open eye glass case con- 
taining a large pile of credit cards spilling out into the con- 
sole. Again, when asked whose cards these were, the male 
reiterated, “My friend” but would not oe any further 
response. 

The response of “my friend” by the sie to many ques- 
tions was not going to clear up matters! At this point Of- 
ficer Donovan asked the male to step from the vehicle so 
he could retrieve the credit cards safely. Officer Bossart 
noticed a small clear plastic bag resting on the inside door 
handle above the map pocket in the driver’s side door, so 
he took possession of the bag and immediately recognized 
it as crystal meth. Officer Bossart also located a small glass 
pipe which appeared to have a cloudy white residue inside, 
in the map pocket, along with a purple device with a rubber 


hose connected to it. These items are used together to smoke 
illegal narcotics. : 

Officer Donovan then placed the male under arrest. When 
the male saw Officer Bossart holding the clear plastic bag 
containing crystal meth, he said, “That’s my Chinese herbal 
medicine.” While performing a pat frisk of the male, Officer 
Donovan noticed a bulge in the front left pants pocket and 
found cash totaling $1,052. The officers then returned to the 
vehicle and found more credit cards under various different 
names, as well as numerous prepaid gift cards. They also 
found a black canvas pouch containing more credit cards 
also under various different names. ; 

Officer Bossart located numerous checks made payable 
to various people for large sums of money inside the cen- 
ter console of the vehicle. There were also numerous blank 
check books under various names, none of which belonged 


to the male. In total, the male was in possession of 88 checks. 


that were made out to various people for various amounts 
of money. He was also in possession of 43 separate credit 


‘cards. 


The suspect, a 35-year-old Quincy resident, was charged 
with leaving an unattended motor vehicle running, posses- 
sion of Class B drug, receiving stolen credit cards, forgery 
of checks, identity fraud and receiving stolen property. The 
$1,061 from the male is believed to be proceeds from credit 
card fraud and forgery. 

Based on addresses on various documents, it appears 
the male suspect frequently travels to New York and uses 
multiple different addresses in both New York and Massa- 
chusetts. Due to that fact that the male continues the same 
criminal activity for which he was charged in June of this 
year, Officer Donovan requested that the male be held with- 
out bail for this matter.

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Farmers Market Open Through Winter

Winter is coming, but that 


~ doesn’t mean the Quincy 


Farmers Market will close 
up shop for the season. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners on Oct. 31 
granted the Quincy Farmers 
Market permission to stay 
open through March, pend- 


ing final approval from the - 


Quincy Park Department. 


The market had initially 


planned to close for the sea- 
son on Nov. 17. 

During the winter 
months, the Quincy Farmers 
Market will be open from 
noon to 2 p.m. on Fridays 
at Pageant Field in Merry- 
mount Park. Janet Little, a 
volunteer manager for the 
marketplace, told the board 
the winter openings would 
be weather permitting and 
she would likely follow 
the lead of Quincy Public 
Schools when determining 
cancellations. 


Little said she wanted to 
keep the market open during 
the winter because vendors 
want to keep selling goods 
to their customers, and be- 
cause customers benefit 
from having it open through 
the season. 

“The thinking behind it is 
two-fold. One, many of the 
agricultural vendors would 
like to keep a relationship 
with their customers through 
the entire season. The sec- 
ond motivation is that there 
is a program called HIP, 
which ‘is the Health Initia- 
tive Program,” Little said. 

“It’s a program that was 
developed through the Fed- 
eration of Farmers Markets. 
It’s a state and federal gov- 
ernment, which gives ben- 
efits to low-income people 
that qualify for food they can 


‘purchase at the farmers mar- 


ket. It’s put a big demand on 
the farmers market and there 
is a lot of people in the city 
that would benefit from be- 
ing able to come up.” 

The market will primar- 
ily sell root vegetables in- 
cluding potatoes, turnips, 
and squash over the winter, 
Little said, plus some greens 


grown in greenhouses and - 


pears and apples. Other ven- 
dors, such as those selling 
eggs, honey and pork, have 
also expressed an interest in 
staying on site through the 
winter. The wineries that 
participate in the market 
during the summer and fall 
will not be doing so in the 
winter.

Nicholson noted that 
although Quincy’s Flags for 
Veterans Island is not unique 
and there are similar memo- 
rials throughout the state 
and nation, the city’s field of 
flags is special. 

“This one is ours,” he 
said. “This one has been 
put together by veterans, by 
sons of veterans, by families 
and friends of those with us 
and those departed. It is a 
field set in perpetuity and 
it is designed to grow and 
keep on growing. When you 
come down from any one of 
five different directions, this 
is a stunning site to see.” 

Nicholson said the is- 
land memorial represents 
“not only those who are no 
longer with us, it represents 
those who are living and is a 
very small example and a re- 
minder to all of us that may- 
be it’s time we give a little 
bit more honor and little bit 
more attention to those who 
serve and defend us.” 

He noted that the Ameri- 
can veterans — men and 
women combined — repre- 
sent just one percent of the 
entire American population. 

“Throughout history, it 
has been that one percent 
that is represented by these 
flags today,” he said. “They 
have fought to maintain the 
liberties that the rest of us 
can enjoy. Let us always be 
mindful of that.”

He said veterans who served 
during the so-called dead 
time dates between the end 
and beginning of the Ko- 
rean, Vietnam and Lebanon 
and Grenada wars are not 
treated the same as those 
who_ served during actual 
wartimes. 

As an example, Brill said 
he and others who served 
during the dead times can- 
not join the American Le- 
gion and must join as sons 
of veterans. : 

““War or no war, so many 
service men and women 
have given their lives in 
battle and also given their 
lives without a battle going 
on,” he said. “Their family, 
friends and neighbors still 
suffer, still hurt the same 
when a service man or wom- 


an who is killed in a battle,” 


he said. “Death is death and 
service is service. War or no 
war, we are still serving our 
country. This is a great un- 
just. Like, we don’t count.” 


Brill said that after suf- 


fering two heart attacks, a 


bout with cancer and a bro- 
ken back, he had to retire 
early from his state job. He 
explained that because, as a 
state worker, he hadn’t paid 


into Social Security the past - 


ten years, he is not eligible 
for Social Security disabil- 
ity payments. 

“T am a DAV (Disabled 
American Veteran) who 
paid into Social Security for 
36 years and I have to fight 
to get (Social Security Dis- 
ability Assistance),” he said. 
“This is wrong and shouldn’t 
happen to any veteran.” 

Brill asked that all veter- 
ans be treated fairly. 

“Make it right for all vet- 
erans, war or no war, to be 
treated the same,” he said. 
“After all, we all served the 
same country, the greatest 
country in the world.” 

Following the remarks, 
a wreath was placed at the 
flagpole and flags placed at 


the island’s memorial. A bell 
was tolled as a roll call of the 
city’s deceased veterans was 
read followed by Taps. 
Ferris noted each of the 
400 flags — except one - has 
the name of a donor or hon- 
oree. The unnamed flag rep- 
resents prisoners of war and 


those missing in action.

But with a frigid Massa- 
chusetts winter right around 
the corner, is it safe to plant 
now? Ge 
Kevin Narbonne of Hart- 
ney Greymont, a Davey 
company, shares evesything 


~ you need to know about 
' planting trees this time of 


year. 

Before you begin digging 
a ‘new home for your tree, 
Narbonne suggests testing 
to see if it’s still OK to plant 
this late in fall. Plus, read on 
to learn what happens if you 
were to plant your tree too 
late in the season. ° : 

Is November too late to 
plant trees? ; 

“Fall is the ideal time of 
year to plant most new trees. 
Then, there’s less chance of 
drought or sun scorch harm- 
ing fragile, new trees,” says 
Narbonne. Plus, he adds 
that the cooler temperatures 
help encourage new root 
growth—and this effect is 
compounded. Since trees fo- 
cus on growing new roots in 
fall, planting new trees now 
helps them develop more, 
stronger roots. 

While autumn technical- 
ly isn’t over until Dec. 21, 
you likely can’t plant that 
late into the season. A good 
rule of thumb is that if the 
trees in your area still have 


leaves, you can plant new 
trees. 

To be 100 percent sure, 
look to the soil. Using a soil 
thermometer, which can be 
found at any home and gar- 
den store, measure soil tem- 
perature early in the morning 
for a few, consecutive days. 
If your soil is consistently 
50° F or higher, you’re good 
to plant. 

Planting a tree when the 
ground is too cool sets your 
tree up for trouble. It'll like- 
ly suffer from reduced root 
growth and eventual tree 
decline. 

Can I plant any type 
of tree if the soil is 50° or 
higher in autumn? 

“The 50-degree mark 
works best for deciduous 
trees. Those are the ones 
that shed leaves before for 
winter,” Narbonne explains. 
“Because of this, those trees 
focus only on growing and 
providing water to their roots 
in winter. So, they don’t 
need as much energy.” 

On the other hand, ever- 
green trees—such as pine and 
spruce—hold onto their nee- 
dles year-round. They need 
all the nutrients they can get 
before the ground freezes. 
Narbonne advises against 
planting evergreen trees 
if the soil temperature is

lower than 60° F. Your tree 
wouldn’t have enough time 
to save the energy needed to 
survive the winter. 

How can I make sure 
my new tree survives win- 
ter and stays healthy? 

To prepare a new tree for 
winter, simply water your 


_ new tree weekly, even if its 


leaves have fallen, until the 
ground freezes. 

“Watering new _ trees 
is one of the best ways to 
help them!” Narbonne says. 
“Then, once the leaves come 
back in spring, continue to 
water that tree weekly. Be- 
fore you get out the hose, 
take rainfall into account.” 

_ Next, add mulch to help 
new trees to retain moisture, 
control soil temperature and 
ward off weeds. Avoid piling 
on too much mulch, though. 


Narbonne calls that“‘volcano — 


mulching.” He recommends 
applying only 2-to-4-inches 
of organic mulch around the 
tree’s drip zone, which is as 
far as the tree’s leaves grow 
out. Use a rake to pull mulch 
1 to 2 inches from the tree 
trunk to provide proper air 
circulation.

I contacted the owner of the abutting 
apartment buildings and he confirmed that he does not use 
APARTMENT.COM to get tenants. The scam is that there 
is no unit to rent but the scammer will pressure you to put 
down a deposit sight unseen.

Victorian Furniture’ --- 
Many authors define 
American Victorian furni- 
ture in terms of one of the 
many design types used 
from 1840 to 1900, but all 
of them are Victorian. Fed- 


eral furniture, inspired by 


the French Empire style, 
was going out of favor and 
the heavy square look with 
straight backs, hard seats, 
black wood and fabrics, 
and perhaps gold trim was 
being replaced by ornate 
carvings possible because 
of ‘the jigsaw. Variations 
in designs continued until 
Art Nouveau and Arts and 
Crafts appeared during the 
20th century. 

There was the Gothic Re- 
vival style, inspired by 
church chairs and stained- 
glass. windows; Rococo 
Revival featuring scrolls, 
flowers, leaves and shapes 


_ possible because of the 
first laminated wood; and 


the even larger and fan- 
cier Renaissance Revival. 
There even was a Greco- 
Egyptian Revival with 
sphinx heads, obelisks and 
hieroglyphics. By 1900, 
the Eastlake. period based 
on simpler designs used by 
Midwestern furniture fac- 
tories ended the Victorian 
era. 


Most expensive today are 
Renaissance Revival piec- 
es by famous makers like 
John Henry Belter, Herter 
Brothers and Alexander 
Roux, all from New York. 
But less-famous furniture 
made in other cities sells 
today for much lower pric- 
es. H.B. Mudge Furniture 
Co. of Cincinnati made a 
sofa with scroll arms and 
tufted upholstery that sold 
for only $492 at a Cowan’s 
auction in Ohio.

said. “Our program partici- 
pants are eager to find jobs, 
but they must overcome bar- 
riers such as transportation, 
affordable childcare, job 
skills, or health problems in 
order to get hired and pro- 
vide a stable home for them- 
selves and their families.”

tion in government funding 
for job-training programs, 
FBMS’ three employment 
programs (WorkExpress,

Formerly homeless shel- 
ter guests are now working 
in a variety of fields, includ- 
ing phlebotomy, nursing, 
commercial truck driving, 
and hospital-equipment 
cleaning. During Thurs- 
day’s luncheon, the agency 
recognized one of its many 
success stories: Lenira An- 


drade, a formerly homeless 
mother who bounced back 
from homelessness, en- 


rolled in college, and is now 
living her dream of working 
for an architectural firm in 
Randolph. 

Special guest speakers 
included: Sue Beaton from 
The Paul and Phyllis Fire- 
man Charitable Founda- 
tion, which launched the 
Secure Jobs initiative in 
2013 that has supported 
our WorkReady program; 
Robert Jenkins, executive 


» director of the Brockton 


Redevelopment Authority, 
a customer of WorkExpress; 
and David Palermo of Peak 
Event Services (formerly 
Rentals Unlimited), a long- 
time partner employer. 

Beaton, who was recog- 
nized at the celebration on 
behalf of The Paul and Phyl- 
lis Fireman Charitable Foun- 
dation for their extraordi- 
nary contributions, said the 
Secure Jobs initiative has 
supported non-profits that 
have helped approximately 
1,600 people across Massa- 
chusetts find jobs. Of those, 
345 residents went through 
Father Bill’s & MainSpring 
programs. 

“Father Bill’s is always 
leading the pack,” Beaton 
said.

Now Is The — to Abolish Medical Device Tax

With efforts at tax reform 
accelerating in Washing- 
ton, we have an opportunity 
to make changes that will 
strengthen the economy and 
benefit the people of Massa- 
chusetts. One such change is 


. the repeal of the Afferdable 


Care Act’s excise tax on the 
sale of medical devices. 
This tax targets an indus- 
try that is crucial to the Mas- 
sachusetts economy and that 
produces a constant stream 
of life-saving innovations. 
In our Commonwealth 
alone, the medical-device 
industry includes more 
than 200 firms that directly 
employ more than 15,000 
workers in jobs where the 
average salary exceeds 
$100,000. These firms’ and 
workers’ ‘activities in turn 
support countless other lo- 
cal businesses and jobs. But 
when the tax took effect, the 
industry stopped growing 
and started shrinking. 
During 2005-10, em- 
ployment at Massachusetts 
medical-device companies 
climbed by 15 percent. It 
even held steady during the 
Great Recession. But the 
Affordable Care Act passed 
in 2010 and the industry’s 
growth stalled the following 
year. During 2011-16, em- 
ployment fell by 9 percent. 
The tax has been in 
and out of effect over that 
period; it is currently sus- 
pended’ and will resume 
on January 1. But for in- 
novative technology firms 
planning investments, what 
matters are expectations for 
the future. Short-term sfarts 
and stops and freezes and

holidays may be business 
as usual in Washington, but 
in the business world they 
are a disaster. The tax’s un- 
orthodox structure, targeting 
total sales rather than net in- 


come, makes matters worse 
by forcing start-ups to pay 
it from their very first sale, 
long before they reach prof- 
itability. If Congress’s goal 
was to stifle progress in this 
critical field, it could hardly 
have done better. 

We must also remember 
the terrible cost that stalled 
progress will have for pa- 
tients.

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The Rise In Oral Human Papilloma Virus (HPV) Infection 
What Men Need To Know - A Message From The Quincy Health Dept.

HPV is a sexually trans- 

mitted virus. There are in 
excess of 40 subtypes of 
HPV that can infect the 


genital area and the throat 


(tonsillar HPV). 

According to a new study 
published in the Journal An- 
nals of Internal Medicine, 
about one in nine American 
men are infected with the 
oral form of human papil- 
lomavirus. Nationally, rates 


for oral HPV infections are ° 


11.5 percent of ‘men and 
3.2 percent of women, or 
11 million men, compared 
with 3.2 million women, re- 
searchers estimated. While 
the approximately 40,000 
Americans diagnosed an- 
nually with HPV-related 
cancer are female, the inci- 
dence of male HPV-related 
oropharyngeal cancer has 
markedly spiked, with men 
being four times more likely 
than women to develop it. 
An . infection with this 
common virus, which is 


transmitted through intimate: 


skin-to-skin contact, can 
produce cancer in several 
areas of the body, including 
the throat, anus, penis and 
vagina. According to the US 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, nearly all 
men and women will be- 
come infected with at least 
one type of HPV, a group of 
150 related viruses, at some 
point in time. The CDC also 


reports that greater than | in 
5 adults have contracted a 
cancer-causing type of HPV. 
Nearly all cases of cervical 
cancer are caused by HPV, 
and just two HPV types, 16 
and 18, are responsible for 
about 70 percent of all cases 
of cancer of the cervix. The 
most recurrent subtype of 
tonsillar HPV detected is 
HPV-16, a high-risk subtype 
of HPV for oropharyngeal 
(mouth and pharynx) can- 
cer. Infection with HPV-16 
occurs in about | percent of 
men and women. 

Evidence strongly implies 
that tonsillar HPV is pre- 
dominantly transmitted by 
sexual contact. An increase 
in oral sex is suspected as 
the cause of the rise in the 
prevalence of tonsillar HPV 
infection, although several 
sexual behaviors seem to be 
interconnected to oral HPV 
incidence. The risk of infec- 


- tion escalates with an in- 


creasing number of lifetime 
or recent sexual partners for 
any type of sexual behavior 
(vaginal sex, oral sex). 
Statistics show that hav- 
ing 20 or more lifetime 
sexual partners, increases 


the prevalence of oral HPV 


infection to 20 percent. 
Smokers are also at greater 
risk than nonsmokers, with 
current heavy smokers at an 
exceptionally elevated risk. 

Tonsillar HPV infection 
can trigger oropharyngeal 
cancer and _ interestingly 


enough the increase in the 
incidence of oropharyngeal 
cancer has paralleled the 
increased prevalence of ton- 
sillar HPV infection. 

Still, although millions 
of Americans have been di- 
agnosed with tonsillar HPV, 
fewer than 15,000 get HPV- 
positive oropharyngeal 
cancers annually. Thus it 
appears that many oropha- 
ryngeal cancers are not re- 
lated to HPV infection but 
rather with tobacco and al- 
cohol use. Those identified 
with HPV-positive oropha- 
ryngeal cancers tend to be 
younger and are less likely 
to be smokers and drinkers. 

The majority of people 
with oral HPV infections 
have no symptoms and 
therefore do not recognize 
that they are infected and 
can transmit the virus to 
others. The first sign is often 
difficulty swallowing. Other 
signs include: 

© coughing up blood. 

¢ a lump on the neck or in 
the cheek 

Other potential signs and 
symptoms of oral cancers 
are 

¢ sore throat 

¢ a white or red patch on 
the tonsils 

¢ jaw pain or swelling, 
and 

¢ numbness of the tongue 

These signs don’t neces- 
sarily mean that you have 
cancer, but if any signs are 
present for greater than 2

weeks, you should be evalu- 
ated by your healthcare pro- 
vider. 

Unfortunately there is 
no test that can detect early 


signs of HPV infection of 


the throat. Some cancerous 
or precancerous _ tonsillar 
HPV lesions may be dis- 
covered during screening or 
examination by a dentist or 
doctor, but most are found 
by testing in those who pre- 
viously had signs or symp- 
toms. The healthcare pro- 
vider may want to. biopsy 
any areas that appear sus- 
picious for cancer. Biopsy 
samples from throat cancers 
may be tested for the pres- 
ence of HPV DNA.. 

The only guaranteed 
way to prevent HPV infec- 
tion is to abstain from sex. 
Even though vaccines have 
been developed that reduce 
the risk of infection with 
subtypes of HPV known to 
cause cervical cancer, their 
effect in preventing oropha- 
ryngeal cancers linked to the 
same HPV subtypes is un- 
known. These vaccines are 
prophylactic vaccines that 
may prevent HPV infection; 
however, they do not treat 
an existing infection, and 
consequently are recor- 


‘mended before a person is 
sexually active. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) recommends | that 
all 11- or 12-year-old girls 
receive the HPV vaccine to 

. protect against cervical can- 
cer, and that females 13 to 
26 years old be vaccinated 
if they have not received 
the HPV vaccine when they 
were younger. The CDC also 
recommends the HPV vac- 
cine for all boys aged 11 or 
12 years, and for males 13 to 
21 years old who did not re- 
ceive the vaccine when they 
were younger. All men may 
receive the vaccine through 
age 26. The HPV vaccine is 
also recommended for any 
man who has sex with men 
and men with compromised 
immune systems -through 
age 26 (if not vaccinated 
at a younger age). Consult 
with your doctor to find out 
if getting vaccinated is ap- 
propriate for you. 

“Once oral cancer has been 
diagnosed, the treatment 
of choice is initially either 
chemotherapy or radiation 
therapy, or surgery followed 
by radiation therapy with or 
without the addition of che- 
motherapy. Often after sur-

gery is performed to remove 
an oropharyngeal cancer, 
subsequent surgery may be 
needed to reconstruct por- 
tions of the oral cavity that 
were removed as part of the 
treatment. 

Fortunately, it is worth 
noting, that HPV-positive 
oropharyngeal cancers have 
better outcomes and fewer 
relapses after treatment 
than HPV-negative cancers. 
However, most experts 
agree that HPV infection 
should not be taken lightly 
and that it is. imperative to 
further investigate other 
types of preventative strate- 
gies and treatments for older 
people.

Social Security Matters 
Maximizing — 
Widow’s Benefits

Dear Rusty: I am 64 years old, born in October of 1952, 
and in rapidly declining health. I took my Social Security 
early, as soon as I was 62, and now get $1,838 per month 
in Social Security benefits (before Medicare premiums are 
taken out). My wife of many years also took her Social Se- 
curity at age 62 and she gets $787 a month. From what 
I understand, when I pass away‘she will get my full ben- 
efit instead of what she gets now. I’m hoping that’s true 
because she won’t be able to make it with only $787 a 
month. Signed: Planning for her. 


Dear Planning: First, you’re to be commended for plan- : 


ning ahead for that time when your wife will be left without 
you. Dealing with such a loss is devastating enough without 
adding a severe loss of income into the mix. Let me quickly 
put your mind at ease - once she reaches her full retirement 
age, your surviving spouse will get at least as much as your 
benefit amount, currently $1838 per month. This is known 
as her survivor’s, or widow’s benefit. However, if she takes 
her widow’s benefit before her full retirement age it will be 
reduced somewhat, depending upon her age when she ap- 
plies. The following assumes your wife will have reached 
her fll retirement age when you pass. 

Normally, the Widow’s Benefit equals the benefit amount 
that the deceased spouse was receiving, meaning your wife 
would get the same amount you were receiving when you 
died - in this case $1838 per month. There is, however, a 
somewhat obscure exception, which may apply here. The 
exception I’m speaking of is a Social Security rule, which 
applies when the deceased spouse, claimed benefits before 
full retirement age and the surviving spouse is eligible for 
widow’s benefits. The surviving spouse has the option of 
either keeping their own benefit or claiming the widow(er)’s 
benefit, and in this case your wife would obviously claim 
the widow’s benefit because it’s higher than her own. But 
(and this is a big but) because you claimed your Social Se- 
curity benefit early, your widow is entitled to either of the 
following, whichever is more: 

. © The amount of benefit you (the deceased spouse) were 
receiving at your death, or, 

¢ 82.5% of what your benefit would have been had you 
(the deceased spouse) waited until your full retirement age 
to start your Social Security benefits. 

Using the numbers you gave me as an example, since 
your current benefit amount is $1838/month, taking out 
COLA increases granted since you applied means your 


original early retirement benefit was about $1780. That- 


means that your benefit amount at your full retirement age 
of 66 (known as your Primary Insurance Amount, or “PIA”’) 
would have been about $2374. Adding past COLA increases 
onto your PIA brings your PIA amount up to $2458. Using 
the above 82.5% exception rule, your wife would be entitled 
to $2027 per month (82.5% of $2458), instead of the $1838 
you are now receiving. And that extra $189 per month will, 
I’m sure, be important to her after you’re gone. Any future 
COLA increases will add to both the early retirement ben- 
efit you receive while living and your full retirement age 
PIA amount, and your surviving widow will get the higher 
benefit amount at your passing. Note that your wife should 


not wait past her full retirement age to apply for survivor’s 


benefits, as they do not earn delayed retirement credits.

The developers behind a 
planned 180-room hotel set 
for the corner of Arlington 
and West Squantum Streets 
hope to break ground on the 
project in early January and 
are aiming to open in May 
or June of 2019. 

The five-story hotel will 
Operate under two brands 
— Holiday Inn Express and 
Staybridge Suites — owned 
by the InterContinental Ho- 
tels Group. 

Cathartes, the developer 
behind the project, had ini- 
tially told city officials the 
hotel would operate under 
a Marriott or Hilton brand 
when the project was ap- 
proved earlier this year. 
City officials — including 
Mayor Thomas Koch, Ward 
3 Councillor Ian Cain and 
members of the Planning 
Board — had reservations 
about the change in brand- 
ing for the hotel, with Cain 
telling the Planning Board 
on Oct. 18 the change felt 
like a “bait and switch.” 

The project got a much 
warmer reception on Nov. 
8, however, after the devel- 
opers and IHG appeared be- 
fore the board again. 


Mark Stebbins of XSS . 


Hotels, a firm that is part- 
nering with Cathartes on the 
project, said the developers 


decided to seek a new brand 


for the hotel after Marriott 
completed its acquisition 
of Starwood. Stebbins said 
70 percent of all hotels in 
Greater Boston now operate 
under a Marriott brand fol- 
lowing the acquisition. . 
“None of us expected 
Marriott to buy Starwood 
and we just thought it would 
be better for this market- 
place that we have an IHG 
product rather than a Mar- 
riott product because we 
would be competing with all 


of the other Marriott prod- 


ucts,” Stebbins said. 
Stebbins said the North 


Quincy hotel would be 
marketed towards business- 
people, the same group of 
travelers it would have been 
marketed towards as a Mar- 
riott or Hilton. THG, he said, 
has a strong reputation in 
Asia and Europe and the de- 
velopers expect to bring in 
international business trav- 
elers. 

“We’re going to attract a 
lot of high-end international 
customers,” Stebbins said. 

“They know IHG from 
Asia [and] when they come 
over, here they’re going to 
look for the same quality 
and the very-high end brand 
they’re used to over there.” 

Joel Eisemann, the chief 
development officer for 
IHG, said the Atlanta-based 
company is looking to build 
its brand in the Boston area 


and said the developers are - 


known to build high-quality 
hotels. 

“We’re very enthused 
about the opportunity to 
have the Holiday Inn Ex- 


press and the Staybridge 


suites in this market. The 
developers we’re working 
with build extremely high- 
quality hotels,’ Eisemann 
said. 

“We have been working 
with them for the past three 
or four years to find the 
right opportunities here in 
the Boston market to build 
the type of hotels that are 
going to represent our brand 
extremely well.” 

Cain told the Planning 
Board he toured three other 
IHG-flaggedhotelsCathartes 
has built in the Boston area, 
and came away impressed 
with their quality — he said 
they don’t resemble a typi- 
cal Holiday Inn Express of 
years past.

Museum Open 


Industry’s History Preserved, On 
Display In Custom-Built Shed 
On Quarry Lane Off Ricciuti Dr.

Quincy’s once _ thriv- 
ing granite industry is now 
memorialized in a museum 
where its rich history is pre- 
served and on display. 

Officials gathered on 
Nov. 2 to open the Quincy 
Quarry and Granite Workers 
Museum on Quarry Lane, 
off Ricciuti Drive. The mu- 
seum, housed in a small 
wooden shed, is located next 
to the Lyons Turning Mill 
that once shaped columns 


and pillars from the granite 


blocks quarried in the area. 

“We’ve been trying to 
start a museum for about six 
years,” said Al Bina, mu- 
seum president, as he stood 
among walls of pictures and 
displays of tools that chron- 
icle the industry. “We call it 
a mini-museum. There is so 
much information here.” 

The building is actually 
a Reeds Ferry shed that was 
custom built for the mu- 
seum. Bina explained that 
the Quincy Historical Soci- 
ety loaned a host of pictures 
to the museum that could 
be reproduced for display. 
Other relics werée* donated 
by families of former gran- 
ite workers.

“When we started, we 
had zero, we had nothing,” 
Bina said. “All the artifacts 
either came from people or 
the historical society and 
the Thomas Crane Public 
Library.” 

There are tools and pic- 
tures on display chronicling 
the 100-year history of the 
granite industry that started 
in the early 1800s. Among 
the displays are a map of 
the Quincy granite railway, 
interactive models of de- 
vices used by workers to lift 
granite blocks, samples of 
polished Quincy granite and 
a wall dedicated to granite 
sculptors such as Quincy’s 
Ed Monti. 

There are also pictures 
of the buildings that are 
built with Quincy granite 
columns including the Mer- 
chant Exchange in New 
York, Quincy City Hall, the 
Titanic Memorial in Wash- 
ington, D.C. and Boston’s 
Custom House Tower. 

Bina heads the non- 
profit organization that

raised money for the build- 
ing through dues paid by 
its members.

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Cont’d From Page 1 
and work begins on a 730- 
car municipal garage, which 
will be located between the 
two developments. 

Geary said some park- 
ing spaces in the 500-space 
Hancock Lot would come 
offline on a staggered basis 
before the lot closes entire- 
ly. 
Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall, who represents the 
residential neighborhood 
just south of the Hancock 
Lot along Revere Road and 
McGrath Highway, asked 
Geary if the city has a plan in 
place to accommodate those 
who park there during the 
16 to 18 months the garage 
will be under construction. 
Croall said the constituents 
he represents are concerned 
people might park in their 
neighborhood if no other ar- 
rangements are available. 

“I know I’ve been pretty 
vocal about it over time be- 
cause it is a consistent is- 
sue that gets brought to me 
when I’m in that section of 
town...the parking arrange- 
ments,” Croall said. “Ob- 
viously these sections of 
parcels being activated, it’s 
probably going to relinquish 
even more of the parking 
available on the Hancock 
Lot. Where is the city of 
Quincy right now as it per- 
tains to alternative parking . 


arrangements?” 

Geary said the city is 
reaching out to private 
landowners around Quincy 
Center to use their sites for 
parking, and the 300-space 
Ross Lot would be able to 
accommodate some of those 
displaced by the closure. 

“We are entering into 
several arrangements and 
pursuing several others that 
will provide us with the ca- 


‘pacity for interim parking,” 


Geary said. 
“We've looked through- 


out...the periphery of down-’ 


town for available spaces 
for monthly parkers as well 
as to maintain a supply of 
parking for transient park- 
ers. Some of it will be in the 
Ross Lot. Some of it will 
be absorbed in private loca- 
tions where we’re entering 
into agreements for interim 
parking at those locations.” 

Croall then asked Geary

Thecity’slanddisposition 
agreement with O’Connell 
makes the developer re- 
sponsible for constructing 
the garage at the same time 
as Chestnut Place.

financing bond approved 
by the council earlier this 
year, and the contract with 
O’Connell will include a 
guaranteed maximum price 
the city would pay for its 
construction. 

A separate council vote 
is required to approve final 
plans for the garage once 
those are completed. 

The council approved 
four measures related to the 

-Hancock Lot development 
Monday night. 

The first was a confir- 
matory order of taking for 
the parcels that comprise 
the Hancock Lot, which 
Geary described as a legal 
formality necessary to help 
O’Connell obtain financing. 
The Hancock Lot, Geary 
said, was cobbled together 
from several smaller parcels 
in the 1940s and 1950s and 
Monday’s vote extinguishes 

third-party 
claims on those parcels and 
consolidates them into one. 


O'Connell will purchase 
part of the area from the city 
with the rest, near the corner 
of Dennis Ryan Parkway 
and Revere Road, set aside 
for future development. 

O’Connell will purchase 
the 13,526-square-foot por- 
tion of the lot for $940,000 
per terms of the land dispo- 
sition agreement. Under the 
LDA, the developer will not 
be able to close on the land 
until financing is in place. 

The second order for- 
mally discontinued Cottage 
Street, a paper street that 
once ran between Cottage 
Avenue and Revere Road. 
The road closed when the 
Hancock Lot opened but 
was never formally discon- 
tinued until Monday. 

The third order will al- 
low the city to creaie a new 
street to provide access to 
the new municipal garage 
via Cottage Avenue. The 
new road does not yet have 
a name. 

The council approved all 
three items unanimously. 

The fourth item will al- 
low for the widening of 
Dennis Ryan Parkway and 
Cottage Avenue to provide 
better access to the munici- 
pal garage. The $80 million 
district improvement financ- 
ing bond includes funding to 
widen those roads.

As part of an ongoing 
effort to familiarize the citi- 
zens of Norfolk County with 


the programs and services - 


offered by the Registry of 
Deeds, Register William 
O’Donnell recently spoke 
before the Montclair Wol- 
laston Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation. 

O’Donnell and his staff 
were also available after the 
speaking portion of the pro- 
gram to provide copies of 
land documents, including 
property deeds, to interested 
attendees. 

“T very much appreciated 

the opportunity to speak be- 
fore the Montclair Wollaston 
Neighborhood Association,” 
O’Donnell said. “Topics dis- 
cussed included the benefits 
of the Homestead Act. A 
Homestead provides home- 
owners with limited protec- 
tion against the forced sale 
of their primary residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up to 
$500,000.” 
' Another topic discussed 
was the importance of filing 
a mortgage discharge in a 
timely manner. 

“Once a mortgage has 
been paid off,” O’Donnel 
noted, “a mortgage - dis- 
charge document needs to 
be recorded with the Reg- 
istry of Deeds to clear a 
homeownet’s property title 
relative to that loan. A dis- 
charge is a document (typi- 


cally one-two pages) issued — 
by the lender, usually with 
a title such as ‘Discharge of 
Mortgage’ or ‘Satisfaction 
of Mortgage.’ 

“In many instances, dis- 
charges are filed directly by 
banks or settlement closing 
attorneys with the Registry 
as part of a property sale or 
as a result of a refinancing 
transaction. In other cases, 


the mortgage discharge is . 


sent to the property owner 
who then becomes responsi- 
ble for making sure the doc- 
ument is recorded. Whether 
or not a discharge is record- 
ed by the lending institution 
or the individual property 
owner, it is prudent that the 
property owner makes sure 
that all necessary docu- 
ments have been recorded at 
the Registry of Deeds.” 

Finally, O’Donnell 
warned attendees about on- 
going scams being perpe- 
trated against unsuspecting 
homeowners. 

“There is a California 
company that is sending a 
direct-mail solicitation to 
unsuspecting homeowners 
asking them to send a check 
for $83 in order to receive a 
copy of their deed. If a con- 
sumer knew that the Regis- 
try of Deeds would provide 
them the same certified copy 
of a property deed for a 
charge of only $1 per page, 
plus an additional $1 per

Wall Clock With Automata 
--- Sometimes — identify- 
ing and dating an antique 
seems easy, but it fools you. 
An unusual wall clock was 
offered at a recent auction. 
It was labeled “Friesland 
wall clock with automata, 
1800.” Friesland is a sec- 
tion of Holland where 
people have been making 
clocks since the 1600s. Au- 
tomata, of course, are the 
moving figures -- in this 
case, boats -- that are in- 
cluded below the clock dial 
for decoration and amuse- 
ment. There was a moving 
scene with a woman milk- 
ing a cow, a fisherman with 
a fish and three ships with 
sails. The clock also struck 
at an hour and half-hour. 
The clock case has win- 
dows that show the moving 
pendulum. Add to that the 
decoration of the case and 
dial, painted-iron Roman 
numerals; .pierced brass 
hands and mahogany mar- 
quetry trim on the wooden 
case and hood. It had many 
characteristics of an early 


1800s Dutch clock. It was © 


the oldest and the most ex- 
pensive of many Friesland 
wall clocks in the sale. 
Bidders also were sure it 
was an early clock, and the 
winning bid was $3,444.

In the 
mid-1800s, when Victorian 
mourning customs became 
popular, it is said vials 
were used to collect tears 
wept for the departed loved 
one. Later, the tears were 
sprinkled on the grave to 
signify the end of official 


mourning. Another ver-_ 


sion of the custom claims 
mourning would last until 
the tears evaporated. It’s 
difficult to imagine how a 
crying person could coax 
their tears into such a small 
bottle, but it makes a very 
romantic image. 


During the Victorian era, 
glass bottles were made 
with decorative caps, and 
were similar in shape to 
some scent bottles. Your 
bottle, cut glass with a sil- 
ver filigree cap, is worth 
about $30. If there is a sil- 
ver maker’s mark on the 
cap, it-will be worth more.

they all share the same fun- 
damental qualities,” he said. 
“They possess courage, de- 
termination, integrity, self- 
lessness, and a dedication to 
duty — all qualities needed 
to serve a cause larger than 
one’s self.”

all.” 

Military service is a fam- 
ily sacrifice, Annexstad said, 
and the families of service 
members should not be for- 
gotten. 

“T’d like to recognize the

Koch said he has made 


numerous trips to Washing- 


ton, D.C, and loves visiting 
the various memorials that 
dot the nation’s capital and 
called the Korean War Vet- 
erans Memorial the most 
special of them all. 

“T’ve been to D.C. a num- 
ber of times and I love to go 
and look at the memorials 
both day and night — they 
give you different images 
and certainly provoke differ- 
ent emotions,” Koch said. 

“The Korean War memo- 
rial, I think, is the most spe- 
cial one. I find it remarkable. 
It really captures what you 
endured during that terrible 
battle — terrible battle but 
succeeded in preserving the 
republic of South Korea.” 

Nicholson credited those 
who fought on the side of 
South Korea in the Korean 
War for helping make the 
country what it is today. He 
said he knows just one word 
in Korean — Samsung — the 
name of the South Korean 
conglomerate, which is one 
of the world’s spice com- 
panies. 

“If you understand what 
Samsung is and what it 
means in our world today, 
then you can understand and 
get a little bit of inkling of 
what these gentlemen went 
through to save Korea and 
give Korea the status that it 
has today,” Nicholson said. 


“These are special men 


and the city of Quincy is ~ 


thrilled to be able to give a 
very small token of recogni- 
tion to these fine men and 
women.” 

Nicholson later recalled 
looking through old pictures 
of Seoul, the South Korean 
capital, after it was bombed 
out during the war. Seoul is 
now one of the world’s most 
advanced cities with a popu- 
lation of nearly 10 million 
— Nicholson said the pros- 
perity of Seoul and other 
South Korean cities is the 
legacy left by Korean War 
veterans. 

“I was looking at some old 
pictures from right around 
the height of the Korean 
War and the city of Seoul 
was just miles and miles of 
expansive ruin artilleried 
into oblivion,” Nicholson 
said. “If you’ve not been to 
Seoul since, I invite you to 
take a look at any magazine 
with a pictorial essay on the 
city of Seoul, Korea. 

“To see the modern me- 
tropolis that that city is now 
is a single and upstanding 
tribute to the independence 
of the South Korean people 
that these gentlemen fought 
to preserve and it is the 
legacy of these gentlemen’s 
efforts South Korea and the 
city of Seoul and other cities 
like it around South Korea - 
have the prominence that 
they do today.”

committed to action,” he 
said. 

On the night of Dec. 16, 
1944, Noble said his unit 
came -under attack by the 
Germans who overpowered 
his company and captured 
them. 

“That began my captiv- 
ity,” he said. 

Noble was held prisoner 
for four months and endured 
much hardship and abuse. 

““We had to march sever- 
al days in the snow,” he said. 
“We were taken to a camp 
in southern Germany in a 
(train) boxcar so crowded 
we could not all lay down. 
That trip took four days.” 

Noble and about 25 other 
prisoners later found them- 
selves on another boxcar that 

_ had straw on the floor and a 
~“few Red Cross parcels. 

“The problem with this 
trip was we stopped at a sid- 
ing near Frankfurt while the 
British were bombing the 
rail yards,” he said. “The 
guards ran for cover leav- 
ing us trapped in the train. 
Fortunately, our train was 
not hit.” 

Noble said the Germans 
did not adhere to the rules of 
the Geneva Convention that 
dictated how prisoners of 
war were to be treated. 

“We were not fed very 
well, but, at one point in 
the war, the Germans and 
civilians were short of food, 
also,” he said. 

Noble and other prisoners 
were forced by the Germans, 
against Geneva Convention 
statutes, to be sent out into 
a field to dig an anti-aircraft 
emplacement. 

“We no sooner started 
when P-47s (U.S. aircraft) 
appeared to bomb a nearby 
rail yard,’ he said. “They 
strafed our position as they 
pulled up out of their dive. 
We were fortunate not to be 
hit.” 

Noble was among about 
300. other Americans at 
another prison camp in 
northern Germany where 
there were 30,000 Russian, 
French, British and Polish 
prisoners in separate com- 
pounds. It was there he was 
finally liberated by the Brit- 

- ish. : 

“We could hear them 
coming,” he ‘said. “When 
we woke up that morning, 
there were no guards. There 
was a British tank on a ridge 
next to the camp. We went 
through the fence and into 
a nearby stream for a bath, 
clothes and all.” 

Noble said he and the 
other American prisoners 
were flown to England and 
turned over to the American 
Army and quarantined in a 
hospital for two weeks. 

“While there the war in 
Europe ended, so we had 


the opportunity to see the 
British people celebrate,” he 
said. 

Noble returned home 
to his parents who did not 
know he was a prisoner of 
war. The government had 
previously notified them he 
was missing in action. 

His parents got the good 
news he was alive and well 
from a Boston Post reporter. 
Noble was interviewed by 
another reporter in Germany 
shortly after he was liberat- 
ed. That reporter called the 
Boston Post. 

After being discharged 
in November, 1945, Noble 
went to Boston College, 
earning a business adminis- 
tration degree. He married, 
had a four children, moved 
to Quincy, and worked as 
an industrial engineer for 
35 years. Noble recently 
welcomed his seventh great 
grandchild. 

“We never regretted 
moving to Quincy and have 
attempted to repay Quincy 
for our happy life here,” 
said Noble. “I am proud to 
say that all my children have 
attempted to make Quincy a 
good place to live.” 

Following his remarks, 
principal, Dr. John Frances- 
chini, told the students how 
many people get caught with 
“heroes,” such as sports fig- 
ures and rock stars. 

“This man behind me 
(pointing to Noble) is a real 
hero,” he said. 

Also participating in the 
ceremony were the school’s 
band and chorus and the 
North Quincy High School 
ROTC members. Sterling 
student Raissa DeFour sang 
the national anthem and 
Quincy Police DARE Offi- 
cer Don Sautter sang “God 
Bless America.”
